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WM. B. REED'S LIBRARY.

The Library of Wm. B. Reed was sold 
in Philadelphia (M. Thomas & Sons, Auc- 
tioneers) on December 20th. 

We should expect, judging both from Mr. 
Reed's family connections and his literary 
productions, that his library would abound 

rare and interesting historical matter con- 
(Ceming the Revolution. We are then 
somewhat surprised to find that not even the 
personal' history of the Reed family was 
tiilly represented, and looked in vain for the 
rare Reed and Cadwallader Pamphlets. 



These pamphlets may have become so rare 
that Mr, Reed himself did not possess copies, 
or, more likely, that they, with other rari- 
ties, were reserved from the auction.* 
Stranger still, Mr. Campbell's reprints did 
not. appear; neither did any of the late 
controversial pamphlets — Bancroft, Rush, 
Greene, Johnston, etc. There was, how- 
ever, a copy of The Life and Correspond- 
ence of Joseph Reed, by his Grandson,

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THE NOSEGAY."—^ Satire, 



The subject of the satire called " The 



'Nosegay," was B 



a profligate and vil- 



lain, who, expelled from the society of 
London and Paris, sought a new career of 
villainy in Ireland. B. had amassed enormous 
wealth by gaming, and after some years* 
' residence in Ireland became a banker. 

In 1810, Tom Grady applied to B 

for a loan of £1300, offering good security. 

The transaction was completed, and B— — 

let Grady have the money for two years. 

At the end of that time he suddenly and 

uncivilly demanded it. He was too wealthy 

t to be in aYiy strait for a sum so moderate, 

and it is likely he called it in with the ab- 

^.rubtness he did in retaliation for some freely 

• uttered s'arcasm of Grady's. The money 

was at once repaid, and the two men quar- 

\ reled. Grady revenged himself on B 

; by saying bitter things of him, and the feud 

between them grew deadly. B was the 

first to use pen in it. Gentlemen of Limer- 
ick and the metropolis continually received 
anonymous letters, in which the character 
of Grady was assailed, and there can be no 

doubt but that B was the author of 

them. At length a foul lampoon appeared, 
in which Grady was charged with robbing 
the postoffice and murdering his nephew. 
The lampoon was circulated through the 
post, and respectable witnesses said on their 
oaths that they had heard a printer named 
Monk acknowledge he had printed it for 

B ; * but when search was afterwards 

made for this man, it was discovered that 

. B had bribed him to leave Ireland. 

Grady sharpened his scalping-knife. His 
revenge was delayed, but it was terrible. It 
took the form of a satirical poem mockingly 
called The Nosegay. Grady's name as 

author was on the title-page, and that B 

was the subject of it there could be no mis- 
take, for he was all but named. It created 
an immense sensation in Irish society, and 
the first issue of one thousand copies was 
bought up in a few weeks. 

B immediately commenced an action 

for libel; but Grady, nothing daunted, 
brought out a second and enlarged edition, 
embellished with a portrait of his enemy, 
and three other engravings, illustrative of 
the poem. He had contrived to have a 

sketch made of B by a practiced hand, 

and from it a portrait was made. The cast 
of the man's face was mean, and the expres- 



sion cunning and sensual. Grady had its 
ugliness and evilness heightened, without 
impairing the correctness of the likeness. 
With half-closed eyes and protruding tongue, 

this portrait of B had a most repulsive 

look. In the other pictures — which, by the 
way, are copper-plate, and very well done 
— the likeness of him is preserved. One of 
them portrays the scene in Miles' Cliib. 

Another, B as a fox escaping from the 

chastening hand of Nellie Casack, a peasant 
girl celebrated for her beauty and good luck 
in life ; and the third represents him alone 
at midnight in the agony of a horrid vision. 
Spectres and infernal shapes are around his 
bed, and seem about to carry him off body 
and soul to the place of torment. It is a 
picture well conceived and well drawn. 
Grady dedicated his satire to Tom Moore. 
It contains many passages of violent sarcasm, 
written in a style which is sufficiently vigor- 
ous, and which Irishmen think worthy of 
Pope or Swift. 

The poem supposes a court of justice, 
before which B is summoned for trial : 

Come, 00000 — for tardy justice takes her seat. 

Convicted usurer ! convicted cheat ! 

In every mischief, actor or abettor, 

Self-vaunted iniidel, and tampering traitor, 

In daring prim — in principle unbuckled; 

Reluctant subject — voluntary cuckold. 

The poem then proceeds to paint with 
graphic force the crowd of witnesses assem- 
bled for the prosecution. A passage follows 
which will not bear reprinting here. It 
refers to unhappy women seduced by the 
prisoner, and charges him with revolting 
crimes. The affair at Miles' Club is next 
dwelt upon : 

But see aloft, and near the sherifPs box^ 
The black-browed spectre of poor Charles Fox • 
See, with one hand his angry eyes he rubs 
And in the other holds — the five of clubs 
While on tho front, in burning letters shines. 
Thy wealth and infamy — The Game or Quinzk. 
He thought (for all your bonnet) you played fair 
Nor once supposed a sharper could get there 
Till, to his cost, the sad reverse he found - 
In six nights lost you sixty thousand pound ! 

Grady thus alluded to the wretched vic- 
tims of B 's scheming : 

See, round the court some gibbering phantonis glide 
By thee to reason digged, who traitors died. 
Can none remember when, in ninety >four 
High Treason's standard throqgh the state you bore 
At every pos^ thy. darling theme rehearsed, ' 

And nianifestoes through the crowd dispersed •' 
And, while sedition round your horses smoked' 
Your hoane harsh voice like horrid raven croaked > 
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Afver recounting all the infamies of his 
v.'ccim's. Ufe, and distorting the vagaries of 
it into crLncs, Grady concludes by arraign- 
ing him for trials but saves him by a special 
plea that is as bad as anything in the satire : 

I arraign thee on no moderate plan, 
The blasled enemy of God and Man ; 
Of God, whose Majesty you make your sport. 
And coarse and vulgar blasphemies support, 
With stupid arguments and impious pride, 
Hii son reviled, derided, and denied. 

0000000 

Thus far the foe of God — now let me scan 

How stands the dread account 'twixt thee and man. 

Is there one evil word you have not spoken ? 

Is there one human tie you have not broken ? 

Is there one vice a stain to moral reason ? 

Is there a crime firom swindling up to treason? 

Produce the catalogue and let me hear 

Even one exception in your black career. 

Or take the decalogue and read it through, 

Is there one line inviolate by you ? 

Is there, through all this wilderness of doom 

One virtue found to glimmer o*er the gloom ?

Thuiy justly charged, irrevocably stained. 

My task is done — and now you stand arraigned. 

Culprit, make ready ; how will you be tried ? 
God and your country ! both you have denied. 
What ! not a word ! how dare you cringe to me ? 
Well, then, I'll save you by a special plea. 
By Magna Charta, as the law appears, 
You^must be tried by twelve meA of your piers j 
But if none such why then you may defy all, 
Elude Grim Justice, and refuse a trial. 
My Lords, how say you ? Is not this the law ? 

THK COVKT. 

The law is so — you've saved him by a flaw ; 
The objection's fatal, and, howe'er depraved. 
For want of peers the culprit's life is saved. 

THE SENTENCE. 

But lest, henceforth, the country's peace he vex. 

For SALVS POXULI SUPKEMA LEX, 

The court awards, he quits forthwith the nation. 
Under strict rules for instant transportation, 
Such sentence once before condemned to meet — 
Banished Great Britain — banished as a cheat ! 
No power of money competent to overwhelm 
The indignant feelings of tJkat moral Realm : 
We cite the precedent so sound and true. 
And for our character, transport him too.

Within his range let Nature all appear 
A teeming torment, savage, vast, and drear. 
Where every noxious growth profanes the ground, 
And deadly Nightshade spreads her poison round ; 
Where, for the myrtle, eglantine, and rose, 
Psime minister of Fate, the upas blows ; 
Ai^ while hnged adders nestle in his breast, 
L^ravens croak him from reluctant rest. 
And. panting toads and hissing serpents there 
ExaJt the fiercest horrors of despair. 

In the numerous notes to the satire Grady 



poured brine on his victim's bleeding wounds, 
and in the dedication to Moore', he says: 
** What apology shall 1 make you for draw- 
ing off your mind for a moment from the 
contemplation of everything that is beauti- 
ful in the moral and physical world, from 
lovely nymphs on beds of roses, inspiring* 
bliss and breathing perfume, delighting earth, 
and resembling heaven, to the perusal of a . 
portrait such as mine ? • It is saidof Salvator 
Rosa, that his monstrous powers;, in the de-- 
lineation of savage nature were acquired by 
having passed^ the early part of his life with 
a banditti in the most hideous forests, and 
amidst the most formidable mountains ; and 
if I have any merit in the execution of my 
picture, it is entirely to be attributed to 
having, for a long time, minutely considered 
and deeply studied my original/'- 

B laid his damages at i£20,<x>o. The 

trial absorbed the public attention. The 
foremost men of the Irish Bar were retained 

on either side. For B were three men " 

who afterwards reached the Bench — one of 
them is still remembered as a great judge. , 
Grady had O'Connell, who was 'even then 
the chosen leader of a people marching to 
victory; Burton, afrerwards a judge, and 
one of the most famous names of the Irish 
'Bar and Bench; O'Segan, the friend and 
biographer of Curran, and two other men 
of talent. 

Grady's counsel could have taken advan- 
tage ' of a -blunder of their opponents and had 
the trial stopped, but that would have 
baulked him of a full revenge, and though 
he ran the risk of ruinous damages, he would 
not consent. O'Connell, roused by the 
case, delivered a smiting invective against 

B . "I shall follow him," he said, 

" from his first ill-omened dawn above the 
horizon, until I show him culminating in his* 
meridian, and emitting thick pestilential 
flashes through the darkness that envelopes, 
his western career ;" and he did so without 
mercy.^ The evidence of witnesses from 
the county aristocracy and the Clubs of 
Dublin went to establish as matters of fact 
or of general report, many of the charges 
and imputations contained in * the satire. 
Burton, whose oratory had not the terrors 
of O'Connell's, but was more refined, re- 
viewed this evidence in a speech that added 

to his reputation. He described B as 

*' affrighted by his own hideousness, rushing 
for relief upon society, and by horrified 
society thrown back upon himself." 
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The judge charged, and the jury, after a 
•hdrt deliberation, returned a verdict for five 
hundred pounds^ the fortieth part of the 
turn claimed. ' Two reports of the trial that 

were announced were bought up by B 

before ever they appeared ; but Grady, with 
unconquerable enmity, issued one himself, 
with a searing preface, in which he taunted 
his foe with the poor result of the trial. 
The charges in the Nosegay, he said, ranged 
from ''swindling up to treason/' and were 
in number about forty. He had, he sup- 
posed, proved only thirty-nine of them, and 
for the unproven one the jury had given the 
fortieth part of the damages demanded ; or, 
perhaps, it was that they had gixen the 
plaintiff* sixpence in the pound on his valua- 
tion of himself! B on his side enlisted 

t mercenary Limerick journal, smd through 
it sought to convince the public that the 
jury knew Grady could not bear heavier 
damages than they gave against him. 

The Nosegay is now extremely rare. The 
wretched man, whose ill-fame it perpetuated, 
had the stock remaining with the publisher 
at the conclusion of the trial seized under 
in order of the Court of the King's Bench, 
and his emissaries destroyed as many copies 
IS they could make out and buy. 

Death has long since put both the satirist 
and the sinner out of sight, and Time has 
almost put them out of mind. — From the 
Springfield Daily Advertiser, 



ELIOT'S INDIAN BIBLE. 

From tke PrtviJence {R, J.) Journal, 

The sale of a copy of this very rare and cu- 
rious book at auction in New York, for |i, 1 30, 
deserves more than the brief notice which 
has appeared in our columns. The work is a 
remarkable one, first in being a translation of 
the whole Bible and the New Testament into 
the language spoken by the Massachusetts 
Indians, and accomplished by the one man 
known as the Apostle John EuoT,who labored 
as a missionary among the Indians for a long 

{)eriod. He was many years engaged in the 
abor of translation. It is at all times a task 
of great great difficulty to render the Bible 
into a foreign language, even if the language 
is a written one ; but in such a language as 
that of the Indians, which was never before 
written, the labor was gigantic. None but 
a religious enthusiast, such as Eliot, would 
ever have attempted it. 

This Bible has also a value as a typo- 



graphical curiosity. In the year 1663, New 
England was still a wilderness teeming with 
a great Indian population, and the struggle 
for existence was by no means an easy one. 
, To print a pamphlet was an event of im* 
portance, yet in the infancy of the Com- 
monwealth the whole Bible was printed at 
Cambridge in this strange language, a mon- 
ument of aboriginal philology which haa 
never been equaled, notwithstanding all the 
efforts of our missionary societies to christ- 
anize and civilize the Indians for the last 
200 years. 

The printing of this Bible was begun in 
1660, and finished in September, 1663, thus 
occupying three years. The edition was 
one thousand copies, of which not more 
than fifteen are known to be preserved in 
the United States. Twenty copies were 
sent to England, in which there was a Dedi-^ 
cation to Charles II. 

But this is not all that is remarkable about ' 
this Bible. A second edition was called 
for, and the whole work was reprinted at 
Cambridge by Samuel Greene, the printer 
of the first edition, in 1685. The art of 
printing was still in its infancy. The propo- 
sition for printing this edition was submitted 
to the Commissioners of the United Colo- 
nies of New England for their consideration, 
in 1678-79, by Mr. Eliot, who, among his 
several appeals, said that King Philip had 
sent to him for books to read. 

The work, which was commenced the 
following year, proceeded but slowly, as 
there ^^as but one man, the Indian printer, 
who was able to compose the sheets and 
correct the proof. In 1684 Mr. Eliot, 
writing to Hon. Robert Boyle, says : " We 
have but few hands, one Englishman and a 
boy, and one Indian." It was completed 
the following year", aVid 2,000 copies printed. " 

The Indian title reads as follows : 

'*Mamusse f^unneetupanataimoe up~Biblum God 
naneeovje Wuk nt Teitamtnt kak vtonk tuasku Tata- 

The following is the full English title : 

'* The Holy Bible : containing the Old Tettamenc 
and the New. Translated into the Indian language 
and ordered to be printed by the Commissionen of 
the United Colonies in New-England. At the charge 
and with the consent of the Corporation in England 
for the propagation of the Gospel amongst the 
Indians in New England. Cambridge : Printed by 
Samusl Gksknb and Marmaduks Jonmsoii. 

The New TesU- 
ment contains 129 leaves. 

It is well known that there is no Indian 
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Uving who oin read this Bible or even speak 
the language in which it is written. Hon. 
J. Hambiond Trumbull, of Hartford, late 
Secretary of State of Connecticut, is, we 
bdieve, the only person living who under- 
stands the language and is able to read this 
Bible. He has made it a study for many 
years, and has composed a dictionary of sev- 
eral thousand words from it. 

We are glad to learn that fine and perfect 
copies of both editions of Euor's Bible and 
New Testament are in a private library in 
Providence, in which is a little volume in 
the same Indian language, called The Prac- 
tice of Piety, and a Grammar of the Indian 
Language, printed at Cambridge in 1666, 
both the work of the indefatigable Euot. 
The Grammar is far more rare than the 
Bible, as not more than three copies are 
known in the United States. 

We cannot close our notice of these re- 
markable books without adding the following 
letter, a manuscript copy of which is ap- 
pended to the Manitowompae Pomanta- 
moonk, or Practice of Piety, from John 
Euot to Hon. Robert Boyle :

Robert Boylt : 
I have nothing new to write but lamentationi, 
and I am loath to grieve your loTing and noble toul. 

The 
Bible it come forth, many hundredi bound up and 
dispersed among the Indiana, whose thoughtfulness 
I imitate and testify to your Honor. The Practke 
•f Piety is also finished and beginneth to be bound 
op, and my humble request to your Honor is that 
we may again reimpoce the Primer and Catechism, 
lor though the last impression be not quite spent, yet 
quickly they will ; and I [am] old and ready to be 
gone, and desire to leave as many books as I can. I 
know not what to add in this distressing day of our 
OTerthrow; sol commit your Honor to the Lord, 
aad rest 

Your Honor's to serve in Jesus Cbrut,

In a number of that invaluable monthly 
periodical entitled the "American Bibliop- 
oluty" edited and published by Messrs. 
Sabin & Sons, of your city, reference is 
made to a copy of that excessively rare 
book, ''EUot's Indian Bible/* which that 
firm purchased at a public sale in New York 
in Aprils 1868, for $1,130— *^cHe ki^gcst 
turn ever paid for a single book at any 
aactioa sale in tiie United Scatet.^ If my 



memory serves me, but three or four copies 
of the work are known to be in existence. 
The one referred to was in the Bodleian 
Library, at Oxford, England, and now 
graces the " select and elegant library of 
Mr. John A. Rice, of Chicago, Illinois.'* 
Since the sale in your city — eighteen months 
ago^a copy of the same work turned up 
among a lot of old books at the recent pub- 
lic sale in London of the library of the 
erratic and erring Marquis of Hastings. It 
was purchased at a comparatively low price 
by some dealer, as it seems the audience 
were unacquainted with its market value. 
The purchaser advertised it in his usual 
periodical catalogues, but I have never seen 
any notice what disposition has been made 
of it. Cotton Mather, in his Magnolia, or 
"Ecclesiastical History of New England'* 
from 1620 to 1698, published in London in 
1 702, states : 

'< Behold, ye Americans, the greatest honor that 
eTer you were partakers of— the Bible was printed 
here at our Cambridge, and it is the only Bible that 
ever was printed in all America from the foundation 
of the world. The whole translation he writ with 
bnt one pen; which pen, had it not been lost, 
would have certainly deserved a richer case than was 
bestowed upon that pen with which Holland writ 
his translation of Plutarch.** 

It is said that no one now living can read 
the book. Strange destiny — honored by 
contemporaries because " writ with but one 
pen " Sold for its weight in gold now 
because no person can read it, 

O ye Bibliomaniacs, who, in the year of 
our Lord eighteen hundred and sixty-ei^ht, 
pay such huge prices for Eliot's Indian Bible, 
how would ye envy the lucky book-hunter 
who, "with wonderful foresight," bought 
his copy twenty-five years ago for a pound ! 
You would no doubt have your equanimity 
seriously disturbed — dangerously, perhaps^ 
if you were by to hear him delightedly 
chuckle over his fortunate purchase. These 
" bargains " are amongst the pleasant recol- 
lections of the old book-hunter, partly, 
because they are gratifying evidence of a 
judicious discrimination and an early appre- 
ciation of rarities — a foresight which invari- 
ably results to his advantage. It is a fact 
that a copy of the Indian Bible was bought 
in London for 1/. It is now in a private 
library in Brooklyn, L. I. 

A full description of Mr. Rice's copy of 
the Bible will be given in the catalogue of 
his library now in preparation. 
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A copy of this — the first — edition of Andre's "Cow Chace," superbly bound, and in 
uncut condition (in which respect it is almost unique), will be sold in the choice collec- 
tion of John A. Rice. Esq., in February. Wild surmises have been made as to the probable 
price it will bring, and they are all in the hundreds. But the Veterans are arming them- 
elves, and th^ri is ominous silence before the battle. 

The original manuscript of the Cow-Chace and the American Times^ the title of which 
is given further on, are still in existence, the former in the possession of Dr. Sprague, and 
the latter of Mr. T. B. Myers, (r) Some doubts, however, are entertained as to the genu- 
ineness of the Cow-Chace and other MSS, The writing of the former has a delicate, 
lady-likc appearance. 

The " Cow Chace " first appeared in Rivington's Gazette, a semi weekly tory paper, 
published in New York, three issues of which contain the three cantos of Andre's Poem. 

In the year following its publication in New York an edition appeared in London, with 
a Preface and Additional Notes. Several editions appeared soon after, and now we have 
another (a reprint of the London edition, 1781,) by Robert Clarke & Co., of Cincinnati. 
In the next num.ber of the Bibliopolist we shall give the poem exactly as it appeared in 
Rivington^s Gazette, 



The COW-CHACE is dated from Elizabkthtowxn, August 1, 1780, 
and occupies the first eighteen pages, the last verse ending : 

And now Tve clos'd my epic strain, 

I tremble as I show it. 
Lest this same warrio-d rover, Wayne, •

Was Raleigh in yirginia ? — (Conclad- 
cd.) — In a letter from Burleigh to Leicester, 
dated 20th of June, 1 586, occurs the following: 

'* In Irland all thynges are quiet, and a nombre of 
gentilmen of Somersett, Devon, Dorcet, Cheshyre, 
and Lancaahyre, are making themselves to go to 
Monster, to plant two or three thousand people, mere 
English, there this year.*' 

In a note to this, Mr. Bruce, the editor, 
states, that Stowe records the names of the 
honourable and worshipful gentlemen who 
made the attempt to colonise Munster, and 
names, amongst others. Sir Walter Raleigh. 
It was on this occasion that the poet Spenser 
got his grant of 3,028 acres in the county of 
Cork, which '' is said to be dated June 27, 
1586." So the Rev. Mr. Mitford, in his 
lite of Spenser, prefixed to the Aldine edi- 
tion oi his poems (1839) , and although he 
seems uncertain as to the date, there can be 
no doubt but that it is correct. Now I 
think that most people will agree with me 
in thinking that the whole of this, Raleigh's 
movements so far as they can be traced, his 
position at court, and the busy and stirring 
nature of the time, make it altogether im- 
probable that Raleigh was absent in the 
month of June, 1586, on a voyage to Vir- 
ginia. Hakluyt's not mentioning that he 
was in the vessel, would of itself be con- 
vincing to my mind, knowing the extent of 
his information on all subjects connected 
with Raleigh, and his minute and painstak- 
ing accuracy. Knowing, however, that this 
was the voyage in which Raleigh was stated 
to have visited Virginia, I have thought it 
worth while to search for more positive ev- 
idence. How far I have succeeded may be 
seen, but it is open to others to fix the fact 
of Raleigh's having been in England within 
the time I have limited. As a hint to go 
upon, I may mention that Babington's con- 
spiracy was known to the English ministry 
on the 9th of July, although the conspira- 
tors were not apprehended until a month 
after ; if Raleigh could be shown to have 
had any share in the discovery of the plot, his 



presence in England in the beginning of July, 
1 586, would be established beyond all doubt. 

I havealready been more than sufficiently 
tedious on the subject of the voyage of this 
little bark ; what I have brought forward 
however bears more or less upon the ques- 
tion as to Raleigh hsivjng visited Virginia : 
I am clearly of opinion that on this occasion 
he did not. I cannot refrain, however, 
from adding a word or two of purely spec- 
ulative conjecture. There is something 
rather suspicious in Drake visiting Virginia 
with the whole of his armament, and losing 
time in doing so, when the whole nation, 
from the queen downwards, was on the very 
tenter-hooks of anxiety for intelligence of 
him and of his success. The question arises, 
was it a rendezvous ! and did the ** bark of 
aviso" bear other and more important des- 
patches than those addressed to Master 
Ralph Lane ? Might not its arrival a day or 
two earlier have directed Drake to strike a 
blow at some defenceless but important part 
of the Spanish empire, deadly in proportion 
to its being unexpected ? These are ques- 
tions which I can in no wise answer, but 
they have arisen in my mind ; andif it were 
so, we might be fain to believe, in spite of 
everything that I have been able to bring 
forward, that Raleigh was indeed on board 
his gallant little bark, but that, the mark not 
having been hit, the attempt was kept secret. 
It must not be forgotten that at that time, 
with the exception of this little colony, 
England had not a rood of land in the New . 
World. However, I must remember thst 
history ought not to deal in conjecture. 

About fourteen or fifteen days after the 
departure of the bark, Grenvill made hk 
appearance with ibe other three vessels. 
After making every search he returned home, 
leaving fifteen men on the Island of Roan- 
oke. Subsequent expeditions found no traces 
of these men excepting the bones of one of 
them. No one has ever asserted that Ra]<? 
eigh was on board of this fleet. 

Nothing daunted by these failures — 
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" In thcyeerc of our Lord 1587, Sir Walter Raleigh, 
intending to persevere in the planting of his countrey 
of Virginia, prepared a newe colonic of one hundred 
and iiftie men to be sent thither, under the charge of 
John White, whom hee appointed Governuur, and 
also appointed unto him twelve assistants, unto 
whom he gave a charter, and incorporated them by 
the name of the Governour and Assistants of the 
Citic of Raleigh in Virginia.*' — Hak. vol. iii. p. 280. 

This colony, owing to contentions with 
the natives and other causes, did not thrive ; 
and in August of the same year White was, 
•much against his wish, induced to tetum to 
England for assistance. He failed in his 
first attempt to go back with aid. In 1593 
he gives, at Hakluyt's request, an account of 
a voyage he made thither in 1590, but 
which quite failed in its object. The men 
with whom he embarked shewed a greater 
disposition toward buccaneering, than to as- 
sist him in his search for the unfortunate 
colonists. He found traces of their having 
gone to the Island of Croatan ; but his as- 
sociates would not prosecute the search, and 
poor White, with a sad heart, was obliged 
to leave them, if they even then survived, 
to their fate. From that day to this no in- 
telligence has ever been got .as to what be- 
came of them. This voyage was made, if 
not under Raleigh's auspices, at all events 
with his assistance. It has deen supposed 
by some that this voyage of White in 1590 
was the last attempt made by Raleigh to 
succour his colonists — he has even been re- 
proached with it. This, however, was not 
the case. At p. 1653. vol. iv. of Purchas, 
a very brief account is given of a ship hav- 
ing been purchased by Raleigh and sent out 
under the command of — 

<* Samuell Mace (a sufficient marriner who had been 
twice before at Virginia), to fond out those people 
which he had sent last thither by Capuin White in 

1587." 

The ill success of the previous attempts 
to communicate with the colony seems to 
have been ascribed to the practice which 
prevailed in that day of engaging seamen 
for the voyage with a share in the profits ; 
this Raleigh attempted to remedy by hiring 
" all the cumpanye for wages by the month." 
I quote from Strachey's Virginia, printed 
.' by the Hakluyt Society from an original 
* MS., whose statement bears undoubted marks 
of being the original from which Purchas 
took his account, and somewhat abridged it. 
In spite of Raleigh's precautions as to the 
hiring, the people behaved ill, and — 
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•• They returned, and brought no comfort or new ac- 
cesse of hope concerning the lives and safety of the 
unfortunate English people, for which only they 
were sett forth, and the charg of this employment 
was undertaken/* 

Here ends the history of Sir W^alter 
Raleigh's connexion with Virginian discov- 
ery and colonisation. A new company was 
at the moment in contemplation, and it 
even despatched its first pioneer vessel in 
the same month of 1602 as Raleigh did. 
Raleigh may have had, to a certain extent, a 
selfish object in view. His patent of 1584 
was conditional, as regarded its continuance, 
on his planting a colony within six years ; 
and had he been able to have discovered any 
remains, however small, of ihe colony of 
'87, he could have prevented interlopers. 
The nature of his position also in England 
in March, 1602, may perhaps afford a clue 
to his designs. At that moment his royal 
mistress lay on the bed of sickness, dying 
by inches. The clouds were beginning to 
gather around Raleigh's head. His star, 
which had been in the ascendant for more 
than twenty years, was getting nigh its set- 
ting. Raleigh, a man of wisdom and fore- 
sight, as well as conduct and action, knew 
all this. He knew what he had to expect, 
and what he aftetwards in fact experienced, 
from the new king to whom all eyes were 
turned. Is it not most likely that he looked 
to Virginia as his haven of refuge, where, 
if he could maintain his patent rights, he 
might have set his enemies at defiance ? 
Had -this dream, if he entertained it, been 
realised, the twelve years' imprisenment and 
the bloody scaffold on which his head fell,' 
might have been averted. This, however, 
was not to be; — the search, as already men- 
tioned, was fruitless, and the new company 
went on; and, finally, under a fresh charter 
from James I., Virginia was again colonised 
in 1606, since which time its history and 
existence have been uninterrupted. On 
Raleigh's return from his last expedition to 
Guiana in 1618, only a few months before 
his murder, he touched at Newfoundland, 
being, as I verily believe, the only occasion 
on which he set his foot in North America. 
It may cause your readers to smile, and 
perhaps be a surprise to some of them, when 
I conclude this long paper, written on the 
subject of Raleigh's • connexion with Vir- 
ginia, by asserting that he never had any 
connexion, direct or indirect, with it ! All 
the colonies with which he had to do were 
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planted in North Carolina and the islands 
thereto belonging. To have laid any stress 
upon this, or to have mentioned it earlier 
than now, would have amounted to nothing 
but a play upon names. The country called 
Virginia in Queen Elizabeth's reign, em- 
braced not only the state now so called, but 
also Maryland and the Carolinas. Virginia 
Proper was in reality first planted by the 
company of 1606, who fixed their settle- 
ment on the Chesapeake. T. N. 
Dsmerary, Oct. 1851. 

PJay of " The Spaniards in Peru.^^ — 
John Hey wood, — Who was the author of 
Fhe Cruelty of the Spaniards in Peru, 
expresst by Instrumentall and l^ocall Mu- 
sic k, and by Art of Perspective in Scenes. 
Sec'., said to have been represented in the 
Cock Pit in Drury, Lane, at three in the af- 
ternoon punctually, 1658? Thus it stands 
in Jacob, but is not mentioned by Lang- 
baine. The author of the British Theatre, 
however, mentions a remarkable circum- 
stance in regard to it, which is, that Oliver 
Cromwell, who had prohibited all theatrical 
representations, not only allowed this piece 
to be performed, but even himself actually 
read and approved of it. .

Indians Discovering the Bodies of the 
Drozvaed (Vol. iv., p. 148.). — It is curious 
that a similar practice to that of discovering 
the bodies of the drowned by loading a loaf 
with mercury, and putting it aHoat on the 
stream, extracted from the Gent. Mag,, 
seems to exist among the North American 
Indians. Sir James Alexander, in his ac- 
count of Canada {L'Acadie, 2 vols., 1849,) 
says, p. 26. : — 

**The loduns imagine that in the case of a 



drowned body, its place may be discovered by floating 
a chip of cedar wood, which Will stop and turn 
round over the exact spot : an instance occurred 
within my own knowledge, in the case of Mr. La- 
very of Kingston mill, whose boat overset, and the 
person was drowned near Cedar Island ; nor could 
the body be discovered until this experiment was 
resorted to.'*

Andre. — General Officer implicated in 
Arnold's Treason, hroyn Recollections of 
Gen. North, 1823. — I send for Notes and 
Queries the following paper, which ** Ser- 
viENs " will perhaps like to read. It was 
written by my grandfather. Gen. Wm. 
North, who was Aide du Camp to Baron 
Steuben in the Revolution. I found it among 
my family papers, 

** I was at Tappan when Andre was executed, but 
I did not attend his execution, nor, as I have always 
believed, did a great number of spectators witness, 
the exit of that unfortunate gentleman. I remember 
that all mourned his fate, though fully convinced of 
its justice and propriety. When Baron Steuben 
came from the house in which the court was held, 
I remarked to him, that the trial had not taken as 
long as I had expected. * No,' said the Bare n, * the 
unhappy prisoner gave us no trouble in calling wit- 
nesses — he confessed ever) thing,* After the execu- 
tion it was asked if the request of Major Andre to 
be shut could not have been complied with. *No,* 
answered the Baron, * he was a spy, and in no army 
was any other death than by the gibbet awarded to a 
spy.' 

"There was a story told in Lee's History of the 
Southern War. in which it is said or hinted, that 
another general ollicer was suspected by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. All I can say h, thit I nevtr 
heard the remotest suspicion attaching to any one 
of being concerned, or in any way implicated in * 
Arnold's treason. It is true, it was a moment of 
fear, alarm, and doubt, how far the treason might 
have extended, but suspicion to have alighted on any 
one, much more a general officer, I cannot bring my 
mind to believe it. I remember the dark mcment 
well, in which the defection of Arnold was announced 
in the camp. It \va8 midnight; horses were sad- 
dling ; officers going from tent to tent, ordering their 
men in suppressed voices to turn out and parade ; no 
drum beat. The troops formed in silence and in 
darkness — I may well say in consternation — for who 
in such an hour, and called together in such a man- 
ner, and in total ignorance of the cause, but must 
have felt and feared the near approach of son:e 
tremendous shock.''

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Dr, Todd's Library, — At the sale of the 
library of the late Rev. Dr. Todd, the 
books fetched prices far higher than was ever 
known in Dublin. His Irish MSS. realized 
780/., and- his interleaved copy of Ware, 
richly annotated by Dr. Todd, produced no 
less than 450/. It was bought for the Uni- 
versity Library. O'Conor's " Scriptores 
Hiberniae" fetched 36/.; Fleming's "Col- 
lectanea Sacra," 70/.; the "Ritual of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral," dated 1352, sold for 
73/. loj. ; the "Book of Lismore," 43/. 
loi. ; and the " Book of Clonmacnoise," 
31/. loj. Many of the MSS. were copied 
for Dr. Todd from unique MSS. in the pub- 
lic libraries of England, Ireland, and Bel- 
gium. 

Major Andres Letter to Washington. — 
About the year 1844 or '45, when Henry A. 
Washington (afterwards a professor in Wil- 
liam and Mary College, Virginia, and sub- 
sequently the editor of the Writings of Jef- 
ferson, published by Congress), who died in 
Washington in i860, was practising law in 
this city (Richmond), we called on him in 
company with the late John M. Daniel, and 
telling us he had just been engaged in looking 
over the contents of a trunk filled with pa- 
pers formerly belonging to General Wash- 
ington, and which had been put in his pos- 
session in connection with some legal busi- 
ness he added, and " I believe I have found 
the original of the letter written by Andr6 
tt> G;neral Washington." It was shown, 
and on a comparison with a published copy 
in Sparks* there was a difference only in one 
word, (not important and now forgotten), 
and from the appearance of the paper and 
zW prima Jacia evidence, and in addition, 
the fact that no writer had ever mentioned 
the existence after the revolution of the let- 
ter, we were convinced that it was the iden- 
tical letter which was writtpn by Andr6 and 
received by General Washington. It was 
at once suggested that he should deposit it 
with the Virginia Historical Society, but he 
expressed the opinipn that it would be more 
proper to send it to the surviving sister of 
Major Andr6, and from the fact that the 
letter was never afterwards seen in his pos- 
session, nor found among his papers, there is 
every reason to believe that he carried out 
his intention.

Washington's Watch. — Who has ever 
been in the United States and knows any- 
thing about Washington and Lafayette with- 
out having heard the mysterious story of the 
watch ? For the benefit of those who have 
not learned to connect serious politics with 
trivial incidents here is the story. During 
the war of independence a Swiss watchma- 
ker of Philadelphia, named Weitzel, made 
a present of a gold watch to General Wash- 
ington, on the condition that he should nev- 
er part with it unless he could give it to 
some man who had rendered greater services 
than himself to his country. After keeping 
the watch for some time, Washington 
thought he would fulfill the intentions of the 
giver by offering it to Lafayette. The gift 
was accepted as a high honour, and when, 
in .1825, Lafayette revisited America he was 
quite proud to wear Weitzel's watch. But 
at Nashville, while he was receiving the fe- 
licitations of the people of Tennessee, it 
was stolen from him. Everybody in the 
United States was indignant at this daring 
theft, which seemed an insult to the nation. 
The thief escaped, and no trace of the watch 
could be found. The other day, however, 
in a western town, an old gentleman, one of 
the officers who received Lafayette at Nash- 
ville in 1825, chanced to look into the win- 
dow of a pawnbroker's shop, where to his 
unutterable surprise he recognized the watch. 
It seems that it had been pawned by a 
young girl, who, being questioned, said that 
the watch had been for a long time consid- 
ered a family relic, her parents before their 
death having enjoined her never to part 
with it. — European Mail. 

Thomas Jefferson and the Spanish ^m^ 
bassador*s Wine. — When Thomas Jeffer- 
son was President of the United Sta.tcs, he 
received a present of Wine from the Span- 
ish Embassador at Washington. There was 
nothing remarkable in this ; but Jefferson be- 
thought him that the Ambassador had intro- 
duced this Wine free of duty, as was his privi- 
lege, and that he (Jefferson) had nosuch privi- 
lege, and no right to drink imported Wine 
without paying duty thereon according to law. 
So he addressed to the Collector at Philadel- 
phia a letter, which, by favor of a descendant 
of that Collector, now first meets the public 
eye through the columns of The Tribune. We 
print from the original, verbatim, as follows : 

Washington, Feb, 6. 1803. 
Dear Sir : Monsr. d'Vrujo, the Spanish Minister 
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here, has been to kifd is to spare me 100 bottles of 
Champagne, part of- a larger parcel imported for his 
own ttse,.and.conseifuently privileged from duty, but 
it would be improper for me to take the benefit of 
that I must therefore ask the favor of you to take 
the proper measures for paying the duty, for which 
purpose I inclose yon 1 bank check for 22^ dollars, 
the amount of it. If it could be done without men- 
tioning my name, it would avoid ill-intended ob- 
servations, as in some such way as this '* by duty 
paid on a part of such a parcel of wines not entitled 
to privilege," or in any other way you please. The 
wine wa imported into Philadelphia, probably about 
Midsummer last. Accept assurances of my great | 
esteem and respect. Th. Jefferson. {

Andre, — A man who saw Major Andr6 | 
executed is still living at Hanover, Rock 
county, Wisconsin. 

Historical Society — Discovery of Mas- 
sachttsetts Bay. — The Historical Society 
received on Tuesday evening an interesting 
souvenir of Marco Bozarris, in the shape 
of a silk tassel, detached from the sword 
which the celebrated Greek patriot wore on 
the night of his death, Aug. 19, 1823. ^^ 
was forwarded to the Society by Mr. Tuck- 
erman. United States Minister at Athens, 
who received it from Col. Demetrius Bozar- 
ris, the son and only surviving male de- 
scendant of the brave Suliotte leader, im- 
mortalized in Halleck's heroic verse. Re- 
ports were presented by various officers of 
the Society, and an interesting paper was 
read by the Rev. B. F. DeCosra on the 
"Discovery of Massachusetts Bay." The 
speaker held that the Northmen of the 
eleventh century must be viewed as the orig- 
inal discoverers of this Bay and of Cape Cod, 
if the Icelandic Sagas are to be taken as au- 
thority, and he displayed a rough copy of a 
map o( the American coast, made by the 
Icelander Stephanius in 1570, and based be- 
yond question on data afforded by those 
Sagas. He also dwelt on the extraordinary 
fact, demonstrated by careful historic and 
scientific research, that two islands, which 
once existed off the coast of Cape Cod, 
have gone down 30 fathoms of water during 
the last century, so that the Cape is now but 
a miserable wreck of what it once was. In 
truth it is still being worn away at an aston- 
ishing rate, and in time, we shall have no 
Cape Cod at all ; a circumstance, however, 
which is not so surprising as the fact asserted 
by the speaker , that on the Pacific coast of 
the United States the ocean has worn away 
the land to the extent of three degrees of 



longitude ! As to the rediscovery 6f Massa- 
chusetts Bay, subsequent to the explorations 
of the Northmen, Palfrey, Bancroft, and the 
other leading New England historians have 
unanimously settled upon the English navi- 
gator, Bartholomew Gosnold, as the man 
who first actually visited Cape Cod. But 
the speaker proved from original documents 
that these writers were in error, and that 
Jean AUfonsce, a French pilot, anticipated 
Gosnold's discovery by no less than 60 years, 
having, as early as 1542, sailed down the 
coast from Canada to latitude 42^ north, 
and entered a great bay, the end whereof 
he did not reach. As AUfonsce was a vet- 
eran and accomplished manner, perfectly 
acquainted with the use of the astrolabe, it 
^eems certain that the bay he visited in this 
latitude must have been Massachusetts Bay. 
Allfonsce's manuscript narrative of this voy- 
age still exists in Paris, but has never been 
printed in full, though a part of it was mis- 
translated by Hakluyt, in whose work the 
students of New England history might have 
found, at any lime during the past two cen- 
turies, Allfonsce's reference to Massachusetts 
Bay. Allfonsce's voyage to the New En- 
gland coast was probably made in the inter- 
est of Roberval, who, in 1541, was made 
" Lord of Norumbcgo" or Newfoundland. 
The speaker said that Mr. Palmer denied 
that Roberval had a grant of New England 
from the French king, and cited his commis- 
sion to prove the assertion ; but this is a 
mistake, as the patent and not the commis- 
sion, is the place to look for it. This is 
found in full in the Lescarbot of 1616, and 
shows that Roberval was made "Lord of all 
New England" 80 years before the landing 
of the Pilgrim Fathers.

Major Andre's Defence, read before the 
Court which condemned him to Death as a 
Spy — The following " Defence " was pub- 
lished many years since in the Newark {N. 
Jf.) Daily Advertiser, and I have no doubt 
that your subscribers will read it with lively 
interest. I am not aware that it has ever 
appeared in print, except as above men- 
tioned. F. S. H. 

<*I came," he said, " to hold a communication 
with a general Officer of the American Army by 
order of my own Commander. I entered the Amer- 
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ican lines b^ an unquestionable, auchoriry. When I 
passed from thence ir was by the same authoiiry. I 
used no deception. I had heard that a Provincial 
Officer had repented of the course he had taken, and 
that he avowed that he never meant to go so far as 
he had gone, in resisting the authority of his King. 

** The British Commander was willing to extend 
to him the King's clemency — yea, his bounty, in 
hopes to allure others to do the same. I made no 
plans. I examined no works. I only received his 
communications, and was on my way to return to 
the army, and to make known all that I had learned 
from a General Officer in your Camp. Is this the 
office of a spy ? I never should ha\c acted in that 
light, and what I have done is not in the nature of 
a spy. I have noted neither your strength, nor your 
weakness. If there be wrong in the transaction is it 
mine ? The office of a spy a soldier has a right to 
refuse ; but to carry and fetch communications with 
another army, I never heard was criminal. 

** The circumstances which foll-jwed, after my 
interview with General Arnold , were not in my 
power to control. He alone had the management of 
them. 

*'lt is said that I rode in disguise. I rode for 
security incog, as far as I was able, but other than 
criminal deeds induce one to do this. I was not 
bound to wear my uniform any longer than it was 
expedient or polite. I scorn the name of a spy; 
brand my otfencc with some other title, if it change 
not my puni&hment, 1 beseech you. It is not JcmA 
I fear. I am buoyed above it by a consciousness of 
having intended to discharge my duty in an honour- 
able manner. 

*' Plans, it is said, were found with me. This is 
true } but they weie not mine. Yet I must tell you 
honestly that they would have been communicated 
if 1 had not been taken. They were sent by Gen- 
eral Arnold to the British Commander, and I should 
have delivered them. From the bottom of my 
heart I spurn the thought of attempting to screen 
myself by criminating another; by so far as I am 
concernced the tiuth shall be told, whoever sutlers. 
It was the allegiance of General Arnold I came to 
secure. It was fair to presume that many a brave 
officer would be glad at this time to be able to retrace 
his steps; at least we nave beSn so informed. Shall 
I, who came out to negocia^p this allegiance only, be 
treated as one who came to spy out the weakness of 
a camp ? If these actions are alike, I have to learn 
my moral- code anew. 

** Gentlemen, officers, be it understood that I am 
no suppliant for mercy : tAat I ask only from Om- 
nipotence — not from human beings. Jujtice is all I 
claim — that Justice which is neither swayed by 
preju lice, nor disturbed by passion, but that which 
Hows from honorable minds, directed by virtuous 
drtf rm nations. I hear, gentlemen, that my case is 
like led to that of Captain Hale, in 1775. I have 
he ird of him and his misfortunes. I wish that in 
all that dignities man, that adorns and elevates human 
nature, I could be named with that accomplished but 
unfortunate officer. His fate was wayward, and 
untimely was he cut off, yet younger than I now am. 
He went out knowing that he was assuming the 
ch-^r.icrer of a fpy. He took all its liabilities into his 
hin I, at the request of his great Commander. He 
was ready to meet what he had assumed, and all its 



consequences. His death, thekiw of nations sane* 
tioned. It may be complimentary to compare mc 
with him. Still it wculd be unjust. He took his 
life in his hand when he assumed the character and 
the disguiie. I assumed no disguise, nor took upon 
myself any other character than that of a British 
Officer, who had bu>iness to transact with an Amer- 
ican Officer. In fine, I ask not even for Justice^ if 
you want a victim to the manes of those fallen un- 
timely, I may as well be that victim as another. 1 
have in the most undisguised manner given you every 
fact in the case. I only rely on the proper construc- 
tion of those facts. Let me be called an) thing bot 
a spy. I am not a spy. I have examined nothing, 
learned nothing, communicated nothing, but my 
detention to Arnold, that he might escape, if he 
thought proper to do so. This was, as I conceived, 
my duty. I hope the gallant officer who was then 
unsuspicious of his General will not be condemned 
for the military error he committed. 

*' I farther btate that Smith, who was the medium 
of communication, did not know any part of our 
conference, except that there was some necessity for 
secrecy. He was counsel in various matters for 
General Arnold, and from all the interviews I had 
with him, I do not believe that he had even a sus- 
picion of my errand — and it was Smith who lent me 
this dress coat of crimson, on being told that I did 
not wish to be known by English or Americans. 

*' On me your wrath should fall, if on any one. I 
know your affairs look gloomy; but that is no reason 
why /should be sacrificed My death can do your 
cause no good. Millions of friends to your struggle 
in England, you will lose if you condemn me. 

*' I do say not this by way of threat ; for I know 
brave men are not awed by them — nor will brave 
men be vindictive because they are desponding. I 
should not have said a word had it not been for the 
opinion of f)thers, which I am bound to respect. 

''The sentence you this day pronounce will go 
down to posterity with exceeding great distinctness, 
on the page of history, and if humanity and honor 
mark this day's decision, your names, each and all 
of you, will be remembered by both nations when 
they have grown greater and more powerful than 
they now are. But, if misfortune befals me, I shall 
in time have all due honors paid to my memory. 
The martyr is kept in remembrance, when the tri- 
bunal that condemned him is forgjtrfcn. I trust this 
honorable Court will believe me when I say that 
what I have spoken was from no idle fears of a 
coward. I have done.** 

Major Andre. — On Wednesday the 
Phsecon frigate, Capt. Wm. A. Montagu, 
C. B., arrived at Portsmouth ./rom Halit'ajc, 
after an extraordinary quick passage of only 
18 days. She was relieved by the Athol, 
28, Capt. H. BouRCHiER, from England : 
which ship she left at Halifax, with the 
Newcastle, 48, Rear-Admiral Colpoys and 
Jasseur. She has brought to England the 
remains of Major Andre, who was executed 
by the Americans, as a spy, in the year 
1 780. The remains were disinterred ai 
Tappan, on the 14th August, placed in a 
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rcophagus, and conveyed on board an 

English packet, which brought them to 

Halifax just previous to the departure of 

the Phaston. They have not yet been 

landed. We understand that they are 

consigned to his Royal Highness the Duke 

of York. Their being sent to England is 

in compliance with the request of the family 

of Major Andr6.

Pp. 131-147 inclusive contain all the cor- 
respondence relating to the trial, or rather

From the gallant author's preface I gather 
that his compilation is based partly upon the 
published writings of others, and partly upon 
original papers and documents in the keep- 
ing of " The Custodian of the Records of 
the [U. S. Military] Academy at West 
Point." The MS. in question is therefore 
preserved in that institution. Z.

Major Andre. — Mr. Wescott, in his 
valuable contribution to the December num • 
ber of the Bibliopolist concerning Mifijor 
' Andr6, refers to a poem entitled The Cow- 
Chace, saying, " It has been printed, but I 
don't now know where to find it." It may 
be found at the close of the second volume 
of my Field-Book of the Revolution, and 
with it an engraved fac-simile of the Title 
and one verse of the poem, made from a 
copy in the hand-writing of the author. 
The original was sent for publication (and 
appeared) in Rivington's Royal Gazette, 
then printed in the interest of the British in 
New York. The copy made by Andr6, 
above alluded to, is in possession of the Rev. 
Dr. Sprague, of Albany, and is, I presume, 
the MS. mentioned by Mr. Westcott as 
having been in Peale's Museum, in Phila- 
delphia, some years ago. 

I have a copy of the first edition of Miss 
Anna Seward's Monody on Major Andre, 
printed at Litchfield, England, in 1781, to 
which is attached her autograph signature. 
She was a warm personal friend of young 
Andr6. Four of his letters to her written 
after a visit to her father's house at Litch- 
field, when he was only eighteen years of 
age, are appended to the Monody, During 
that visit he fell desperately in love with a 
charming consumptive maiden, of Buxton, 
and friend of Miss Seward, named Honora 
Sncyd. While there he made two miniature 
portraits of her. He gave one to Miss Sew- 
ard, and the other he ever afterward wore 
in his bosom. 

It does not appear that Andre's love was 
reciprocated, at first. His letters reveal his 
passion and express his timorous hopes. His 
parents opposed his inclinations with author- 
ity, and Miss Sneyd married another. The 
disappointed suitor took refuge from grief in 
the excitements of the Army, and cam^ to 
America in 1776. In her Monody Miss 
Seward makes him say — 

<* Honora lott ! I woo a sterner bride { 
The Armed Bellona calls me to her ride, 
Hanh ia the music of our marriage strain ! 
It breathes in thunder from the Western plain !** 



Miss Sneyd was remarkable for loveliness 
of face. Andre's sketches but faintly portray- 
ed her likeness. After her marriage she sat 
to Smart, a celebrated miniature painter, but 
he totally failed. It remained for the emin- 
ent George Romney to produce a perfect 
likeness of her, by accident, without ever 
having seen her. "He drew" says Miss Sew- 
ard in a letter to the Right Honorable Lady 
Eleanor Butler, in June 1798, "to represent 
the Serena of The Triumphs of Temper, 
his own abstract idea of perfect loveliness, 
and the form and the face of Honora Sneyd 
rose beneath his pencil." 

I have a miniature copy of Romney 's pic- 
ture. It represents a beaudfur invalid sitting 
by a table reading by candle-light. 

I cannot agree with ^y friend Wescott 
in regarding Andr6 as worse than a Spy — a 
tempter of the virtuous. He was neither, I 
think. He was simply a subaltern doing his 
duty as a soldier to his King and Comman- 
der, in consummating a bargain which had 
been in negotiation between t(ie principals 
for more than a year. It was Andr6 not 
Arnold, who was the "weak officer,'* and 
who was the tempted, not the tempter. Ar- 
nold in his eagerness to conclude his wicked 
bargain successfully, tempted Andr6 to vio- 
late his instructions, and receive from him 
certain papers concerning West Point and its 
dependencies, to be conveyed to Sir Henry 
Clinton. These led to Andr6's ruin. But 
for those papers found in his possession (which 
Arnold had thrust upon him), and which 
gave him the character of a Spy, I think 
Washington would not have fdt justified in 
ordering the execution of the young soldier. 
As it was, had the efforts to secure the per- 
son of Arnold been successfiri, Andr6 wonid 
probably have been treated as a prisoner of 
war.

The First English Catalogue. 

The state of learning in the eighth century may 
be conjectured from the poetic catalogue of books in 
the celebrated library of Egbert, Archbishop of 
York, which, u Mr Sharon Turner says, is the 
oldest catalogue of books, perhaps, existing in all the 
regions of literature, certainly the oldest existing in 
England. This curious document, which is in Latin, 
has been imitated ; it opens thus : 

Here duly placed on consecrated ground, 

The studied works of many an age are found. 

The ancient fathers' reverend remains, 

The Roman laws which freed a world from chains. 

Whatever of lore passed from immortal Greece, 

To Latium lands, and gained a rich increase ; 

All that blest Israel drank in showers firom heaven^ 

Or Afiric sheds, soft as the dew of even : 

Jerom, the father 'mong a thousand sons,

We oflfer our- contribution to 
auch statement by observing that Mr. George Francis 
Train and Mrs. Major Walker are << unlike;*' and 
yet they seem to be pretty nearly ** equal,'* the dif- 
Itrence being hardly worth computing. 

Mr. Thurlow Weed, it is stated, begins the work 
of constructing his autobiography by disentombing 
from their dusty cases about 4,000 old letters. These 
his daughter will arrange for him. This reminds us 
of the shrewd and ancient saying, *' Never write a 
letter, and never burn one,'* which, like all other 
•hrewd and ancient sayings, has been attributed to 
Talleyrand. The most dreadful and damaging col* 
lections of old letters ever found in this country were 
those which made up the Butler, Hoyt, Swartwout, 
and Van Buren correspondence, discovered by Mac- 
kenzie in the New York Custom-House. These, 
though printed, have fallen into an oblivion which, 
as historical illustrations, they did not deserve. We 
hope that there is nothing nearly so wicked in Mr. 
T. Weed's repertory. — N, T". Tribune.

Henry Whipple, the oldest bookseller and publisher 
in Salem, Mass., and one of the oldest in the Sute, 
died in Salem on Wednesday, at the age of eighty 
years. For more than half a century he kept the 
principal bookstore in Salem. 

An Hsroic Duellist.— It is evident that the 
editor of the Chicago Tribune must take the first 
place among duelling editors. M. Paul de Cassagnac 
pales his ineffectual fire by the side of such a hero. 
The American editor finds it necessary to place the 
following intimation at the head of his news : ** The 
editor of this paper, in consequence of the number of ' 
analagous engagements previously contracted, will 
find himself compelled till Easter, or Trinity, to 
refuse challenges from his honorable adversaries, 
political or otherwise.*' 

Morrison Heady, a deaf and blind ICentuckian, 
has written a volume of poems, in which he is said 
to have displayed some poetic genius, under the 
rather anomalous title of *' Seen and Heard, Poems 
or the Like.** 

The author of '* Tm Trumpet; or. Heads and

FOREIGN NOTES. 



The death is announced of Guglielmo Libri, an 
Italian scholar, whose repuution as a mathematician 
is high among mathematicians, but whom the un- 
learned world may remember only for the misfor- 
tunes or fiulft which, now some twenty years ago, 
brought him to conspicuous ruin. While in the 
prime of young manhood, Libri paued through the 
experience which has formed a part of the 1 ves of 
■o many of the generation of Italians which is just 
about to pass away ; being exiled, in 183 1, as a po- 
litical ofifender, he betook himself to France, where 
ke was already well known. When he was but 
twenty years old he had been made a professor of 
mathematics at Pisa ; but not feeling fit for the 
place he went to Paris to pursue his studies further, 
and there he made the acquaintance of majiy of the 
leading men oi science in Paris. On his second 
advent, then, he found an easy way open to him, 
and being a man of social cspabilities he was soon a 
great favorite. He had a way o( making enemies. 
iMwever, as well as warm friends, his rashness snd 
courage being in excess of his discretion, and his 
pride in his race having more than once come into 
collision with French vanity or French pride. For 
example, 'n his ''History of the Mathematical Sci- 
ences in Italy,** he patriotically claimed for his own 
counrrymen several scientific achievements to which 
the French lay claim. Moreover, Ouizot, who was 
a great patron of his, rather imprudently created 
two offices — the Inspector-Generalship of Public in- 
•tmction and that of the State Libraries— and gave 
tliem both to Libri His new appointments pro- 
voked envy, and his conduct in office was not of the 
wisest — so far as worldly wisdom, and worldly wis- 
dom in France, is wisdom. In his zeal he enraged 



many careless functionaries, and thus added to the 
number of his secret enemies. These were all ob- . 
scure men, except Arago, whose enmity, says the 
London Times^ ** had something professional and per- 
sonal, as well as political, in it." By-and-by, some- 
body sent in against him charges that he had been 
stealing books from the national libraries. Guisot 
paid n^ attention to this accusation ; either he did 
not believe it, which is altogether likely, or he may 
have thought that if it were true, it was an exhibi- 
tion of that mania for collecting books which hs.8 
brought more than one eminently respectable man to 
thefts which none of them who was never fuund out, 
ever repented. Is there a case recorded where sto- 
len books have been restored to their rightful owners, 
as *' conscience money' ' so often is ? Besides, Guisot . 
knew that Libri had just made an oflfer to give his 
private library to the country, on the one condition 
that it should be known as ^ The Libri Collection." 
At all events, he did nothing with tl e charges. But 
soon Louis Philippe fled ; Guisot went into private 
life ; and Guizot*s and the K.ing*s enemies and suc- 
cessors in power were all Libri*s political enemies, 
and some of them hated him bitterly for private rea- 
sons. Arago and certain others pushed the old 
charges, and after — as Libri*s friends say — having 
driven him out of the country by threats of perbonal 
violence, they had him tried and condemned, by de- 
fault, to ten years* imprisonment Libri may, per- 
haps, have done ill not to stand his trial \ or it may 
have been better that he went away, for it is proba- 
ble that he might have been found guilty at all has- 
ards; but ihrre is no doubt that his condemnation 
shortened his life, and made these latter years of it 
bitter. There were two parties about evenly divided 
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as regards him, the one asserting his guill, and the 
other, containing some of the best and ablest men in 
France, firmly believing him perfectly innocent. 
Certain it is that his prosecutors said hosts of things 
against him that he disproved completely. They 
made oath that he had stolen books which, on ex- 
amination, were found in their places on the shelves ; 
that he had stolen others which, as it turned out« had 
for yeaiy been in foreign collections ; that he had 
taken still others which it was proved bad been 
stplen by other people. Then, too, the residence of 
the accused man was entered by persons without 
warrant or authority, who took in and took out what 
they pleased. Evidence like this and witnesses like 
these are no foundation for the judgment that was 
rendered ; and the trial, whatever may have been 
Lrbri*s faults, was a disgraceful one. However, 
Libri was ruined ; and though he convinted many 
that he was a man most cruelly and unjustly treated, 
he never quite held up his head again, and, in any 
case, his fate is one of the saddest and most impress- 
ive in recent literary history. 

Libri died at Fiesolo, near Florence, September 28, 
aged about sixty-six. There have been several im- 
portant and interesting sales of his books, both in 
England and on the continent. 

London and the Great Poets. — It is the fash- 
ion, every now and then, for writers to throw out 
hints about Cockney poets ; but it may be worth 
while to remember that Milton, Chaucer, Spenser, 
Gray, Pope and Byron were all born " within the 
sound of Bow Bells ; in fact, of all our greatest po- 
ets before the present century, Shakspeara and Dry- 
den alone were not Londoners by birth.'

The utility of your enterprise will depend mainly on 
your judgment in selecting books — on your earnestly 
and sedulously choosing books that are nouribhment 
to the mind of a man, and rigorously rejecting what 
are poison (by far the most numerous class at pres- 
ent. — T. Carlyle, Chelsea, November 5." 

Literary Forgeries. — A fabricator of spurious 
autographs has just fallen into the hands of the police 
of Paris. A< woman who gives her name as Mme. 
Michel, was arrested at her residence at Levallois- 
Perrel. There the Commissary of Police found an 
apartment elegantly furnished, containing a library, 
in part composed of old books, and, after a minute 
search, discovered numerous autographs, some real 
and some false, with specimens of old writing, imi- 
tations of the signatures of the most remarkable per- 
sonages of the present century, a quantity of parch- 
ments, and numerous leaves torn from ancient books. 
The wom^n acknowledged that the autographs had 
been forged by her son, a clerk in theSoIeil Insurance 
OHice. The young man was subsequently arrested 
in that establishment while in the act of rranscribing 
an -autograph of Silvio. Pellico, of which four other 
copies were found at his home. He is aged z8, of 
remarkable intrlligence, learned, and of extraordinary 
skill in calligraphy. He and his mother have been 
lodged in pruon. 



Mr. Moy Thomas, the dramatic editor of the 
London Daily News, has called attention to cerutn 
extraordinary mispronunciations of the great John 
Kemble. He was wont to pronounce aches, aitches; 
beard, bird ; cheerful, churful ; earth, airth } fierce, 
furse; leap, lep; rode, rod; virgin, vargin ; odious^ 
ojus ; they, the ; virtue, vartue ; and so on. 

The Museum of the Louvre in Paris has just 
bought a group in ivory representing Venus bound by 
Cupid, for the sum of $7,000. It was originally 
presented by Louis XIV. to the Chinese Ambassador, 
and was taken by a soldier at the sack of the Sumoicr 
Palace, who sold it for $20. 

We hear that a museum of books, portraits, and 
relics, commemorating > he great siege, has just been 
opened at Sebastopol by General Von Todleben. 

It is stated in * Notes and Queries," that the first 
book machine-printed in England was '' Wander- 
ings,** in 4to. the printer being Augustus Applegath. 

A,t a recent auction sale of a library in Dublin, 
much surprise was expressed that an old book sold 
for thirteen pounds and odd shillings. A well-known 
dealer who was present exclaimed, in a perfectly 
audible voice : ** There is an example of a purchase 
for the B. M. (British Museum) ; if I had offered 
that volume to them last week for fifty shillings, 
they would not have taken it ; but. as the sale is n 
public one, their agent buys it for five times the 
money.*" 

A copy of the first edition of the Bible in Welsh, 
a very rare book, was sold in a sale at Puttick & 
Simspson*s, although imperfect, for 37/. 

The library of Lord Foley, recently deceased, 
contained one of three copies of the folio ** Vinegar** 
Bible, on vellum. 

Mr. Wm. Smith has undertaken to arrange the 
large collection of prints illustrative of popular man- 
ners, coKoms, witchcraft, fools, &c., which the 
learned illustrator of Shakespeare, Francis Douce, 
bequeathed to the Bodleian Library. 

Two works of King James the Sixth, vix. : '* The 
Efsayes of a Frentise in the Divine Art of Poesie," 
Edinburgh, 1585, and *' A Counterblast to Tobacco,'* 
London, 1604, are being prepared for republication. 

Mrs. Beecher Stovve has ^* dedicated to the Freed - 
man*s School** her receipts for an article on Lord 
and Lady Byron. Nearly too pages of her volume, 
" A Vindication of Lady Byron,'' are in type, but 
they are still subject to the author*s revision, and 
nothing is yet really in the shape which it is likely 
to have when published. It is said that there are 
only two persons in the United States who have not 
communicated their views on the Byron question to 
the newspapers, and they are citizens of Cape Cod, 
who went off mackerel- fishing six weeks ago and 
have not returned. 

Mrs. Stowe*s Vindicator has just issued from the 
press. 

Hans Christian Andersen received the compliment 
of a banquet from his admirers in Copenhagen, re- 
cently. Fifty years ago, on the sixth of September, 
1819, Andersen entered Copenhagen, a boy of four- 
teen years old, from his home in Odense. 
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Mr. Dion Boucicault has produced in his time 
over one hundred and fifty dramatic pieces. He is 
an Irishman, and was educated by Dr. Lardner. He 
ia said latterly to have earned £10,000 a year. 

Mr. Robert Buchanan, the poet, is so unwell with 
cerebral symptoms, that literary labor has had to be 
entirely suspended, and is not likely to be soon 
resumed. He has been more or less unfit for active 
work for some years past — a grievous misfortune to 
a professional man of letters. 

Two French literary men have recently died, under 
somewhat similar circumstances. M. Forcade, a 
political and financial writer of great distinction, and 
M. Antony Deschamps, one of the chief literary 
supporters of Victor Hugo and the *' romantic'* 
school. Both writers had suffered from disorder of 
the brain. 

Modelling from Memoky. — Danton, the cele- 
brated Frencn caricaturist, has just died at Baden> 
Baden. His power of modelling from memory was 
phenomenal. After one long look at his suhject, he 
co«ld go to his studio and make a bust perfect in its 
resemblance. Numbers of anecdotes are told of his 
feats in this way. One day a young man came into 
his studio and told him he had a sister mortally ill, 
and that his family wished to have her portrait. 
They dared not ask her to sit ; to do so would have 
been to awaken her suspicion. In a word, Danton 
undertook to reproduce her features from memory. 
The next day the brother informed his sister that he 
intended to make her a present of a jewel for her 
next ball. Dunton was introduced as the young 
man from the jeweler's, and while the young lady 
was looking at the specimens sent, the artist made 
his observations. On going home he produced a 
bust of striking resemblance Next )ear an old 
man, the father of the brother and sister, came to 
ask Danton to do the bust of his son, also from mem- 
ory, for the young man was dead. Danton succeeded 
as well for the brother as he had done for the sister. 
He was not, however, always so successful. On one 
occasion a gentleman who could not get his wife to 
sity asked Djnton to take his place on a given day, 
at a given hour, in one of the omnibusses running 
firom the Madeleine to the Bastille, and he would 
see his wife there and might observe her attentively. 
Danton did as directed, executed a splendid bust, 
sent it to the husband, and received for answer that 
it was not in the least like his wife, but was the 
very image of her maid. Danton had made a mis- 
take in this case. He left a splendid furtune as the 
result of his art labors.

The effect of the cheap sensational novels popular 
among the youth of I^ndon was curiously illustrated 
the other day by the discovery that a gang of urchins, 
aged from 14 to 18, had established a ** robbers* 
cave ** in a disused railway arch at Dalston. There 
they were accustomed- to cook s:oien game and 
poultry for food. One of them had presented a 



pistol at a servant girl who found him in her master's 
garden, whither he had gone to obtain water for the 
others. A day or two afterwards others of the gang, 
who had escaped on the first foray of the police, 
were captured and brought before the magistrate. 
One of them, who, in thieves* slang, ''rounded ** on 
his companions, gave a comical description of the- 
cooking of a ** peasant *' stolen from a poulterer*s. 
After some discussion in the cave, it was arranged 
that the ** peasant** should be cooked before being, 
drawn, *' cos we was all on us in such a 'urry.'* 
They were evidently smitten with the desire of real- 
izing those exciting scenes of robber life of whicl> 
they had read so many pictures. ^

thousand novels. 

The original autograph score of Mozart*s '' Doi» 
Giovanni ** is preserved in the possession ot Madame- 
Viardot Garcia at her villa at Baden-Baden. It ia> 
handsomely bound in parts, kept in a carved oak 
case, securely locked, and fastened- to the wail of the* 
building. 

The correspondent of the London Times (Mr.- 
Russell) has been prohibited from entering the Papak 
States, to report the Ecumenical Council. 

Sir Isaac Newton *s house and observatory in Lon- 
don are for sale, the church which owns them having, 
fallen into pecuniary straits. 

The new Lord Mayor of London is a printer. 

Photographs are now printed with the ordinary 
printers* ink in London, twelve thousand impressions- 
being struck from one plate per day. 

The literary remains of Sainte-Beuve contain let- 
ters of the Princess Mathilde, with disparaging 
reflections upon Louis Napoleon and Eugenie. It is- 
believed that these letters will be made to disappear 
in the mysterious manner so well known to Bona- 
parte spies. 

A capital story of Sainte-Beuve is told : "He was. 
dining in company with the Pere Lacordaire, and 
the conversation turning on religion, Sainte Beuve^ 
said — 'I don*t understand your revelation, and I 
make a point of believing nothing 1 do not fully 
understand ' * Pardon me, sir,* said Licordaire,. 
< you do not understand why fire haidens eggs and 
melts butler, but I perceive that you believe in. 
omelettes! * Sainte-Beuve treated the Pere Lacor- 
daire with the greatest deference ever after, and 
always spoke of him with the utmost respect.** 

Sainte-Beuve received for his- contributions to thc- 
Constitutionne/f from 1852 to i860, one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand francs. He never accumulated 
any means, but his library is one of the best in Paris. 

The Bodleian Library. — Professor Stubbs has- 
been elected to the curatorship of the Bodleian 
Library at Oxford, vacant by the death of Professor 
Conington, by seventy eight votes. His opponent^ 
Professor Rolleston, obtained thirty-six votes. 

George Sand has been offered the position u£^ 
editress-in-chief of the Psarift daily Temps, 
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Mft. Bmgrt AND THf Fakmim. — A Wannicktbire 
farmer, with traly rustic felicity, has sent to Somer-

LoKD Macaulat as a Bot. — ^Tbe Allowing anec- 
4lote of Lord Macaulay is taken from a letter written 
hy a Scotch schoolboy during his vacation, to hit 
ifather in Edinburgh, dated ** Clapham, September 
20, 1 8 10.** After describing his journey from the 
house of his tutor in Norfolk, and his arrival in 
Clapham, he goes on : ** Mrs. Macaulay has ^ot the 
£nest family of children I ever saw. The eldest of 
them, a boy of about ten, came in at tea time and 
ahook hands with me. A little after, George (my 
companion from London) told him I was a Scotch- 
man. He immediately got up. seized my hand, and 
ahook it most heartily. Then a keen dispute arose 
l>etwcen him and hts sisters about Scotland and Eng- 
land. He insisted that he was a Scotchman, and 
should henceforth be galled Tam instead of Tom. 
He called one of his sisters Jean instead of Jane, 
and a young brother Jock, which put them both 
^uite furious. It was good fun to see how fiercely 
they fought.** The writer of this used often to 
4peak of Macaulay as the very cleverest boy he ever 
met. with one exception, the late John Gibson Lock- 
.liart. Both these boys were incessant readers. 

Sia W. Scott amd Sir B. Lytton. — Sir Walter 
Scott is said to have made nothing of throwing off a 
three-volume novel in three months, and often 
drew bills on his publisher at nine, twelvej.and fifteen 
anonths for a series of works without at the time 
possessing the slightest notion of what the works 
themselves were to bej and Sir Bulwer Lytcon, 
iffrriting only three or four hours a day, has thrown off 
most of his novels at the rate of two or three a year. 

The Due d*Aumale. one of the sons of Louis 
Fhillipe. it is reported, has the largest and finest 
private library in Europe, his purchases of rare books 
amounting in value to $200,000 per annum. 

The followin stt^nge o^euiterice ' is vouched "for 
by a Sjuth London magazine. It would appear that 
** at a concert given a short time since in Walworth 
a gentleman startled the audience by reciting Pjufs 
defence in Greek. In order to keep up the idea of 
the apostle as a prisoner, the reciter was led on to 
the platform by a long heavy chain, which was 
bound round his waist. He did not, however, con- 
aider it necessary to dispense with his white kid 
gloves. The Greek, the chain, and the glovis 
together had a curious effect. 

Leipsic has two hundred and fifty-eight book- 
baling firms, which represent about three thousand 
tfive hundred elsewhere.

The death is announced of Professor Schleicher, 
of Gernuny. His lost impc^anc work, Danvinhm 
tested by the Science' of Language^ is in the course of 
translation. 

The jitkenaum^ in referring to the death of Lord 
Derby, says : *< Only a few brief yeats have passed 
since a review of Lord Derby's translation of the 
Iliad appeared in our columns. It came from a 
competent and well known hand. It was everwhere 
recognized as the work of Prof, Conington. Trans- 
lator and critic are now beyond all mortal judgment. 
In the same day*s papers were to be read the mourn- 
ful recorda rhat scholar and statesman had passed to 
their rest. The one was in the prime of life, if 
reckoned only by years. The Professor died at the 
age of forty-four years \ the Earl had exceeded the 
allotted threetcore-and-ten.'* 

The annual increase of books in the library of the 
British Museum is very great. In the year 186^ 
there were added to rhis collection 43^»33i volttmct 
and pamphlets (volumes of newspapers and books 
ofmuiic inciuded), of which 992 were presented/ 
6099 were received in pursuance of the English 
copyright laws, 346 came in under international 
copyright treaties and 34,394 were purchased. 
There also were 33,403 parts of volumes — a separate 
number of periodical publications and of works in 
progress. Of newspapers published in the British 
Islands, 1145 sets were received. There were re- 
ceived 21 2 1 pieces of music, and 779 portions of 
musical works in progress. 

The Imperial library received in a year by law 
10,000 books fi'om Paris, 20,000 from France, and 
buy 20,000 from foreigners. 

A genius from Paris hU distinguished himself by 
making a large historical collection of warming-pans. 
M. Nestor Roque^lm, the collector in question, 
already has warming-pjni which once belonged to 
Miry Stuart, the Pompadour, poor Antoinette, that 
amiable princess, Catherine de Medicis, and that 
virtuous personage, Diana of Poictiers. We are 
reniinded by this statement that Horace Walpole 
had a warming-pan once the property of Charles the 
Second. It was inscribed "Glory to God;'* and "I 
have no doubt.** said Horace, sarcastically, ** that it 
was used for the beus of his mistresses.** 

M. Cremieux, now in his seventy-fifth year, con- 
tinues to be one of the most remarkable personagea 
of Paris, and his house, which faces the Louvre, is 
still the centre of the noblest and brightest minds of 
France. He is all heart and all genius, and his elo- 
quence is as impressive as it was in his younger days. 
He is of the same small stature as M. Thiers, but of 
an infinitely more sympathetic presence. 

Poor Amy Robsart, who figures so sadly in ''Ken- 
ilworih,*' is not to be let alone. A London publisher 
advertises an 8vo. volume, illustrated: ** Amye Rob* 
sart and the Earl of Leicester: a Critical Enquiry 
into the Authenticity of the various Statements in 
relation to her Death, and on the Libels on the Earl 
of Leicester, with a Vindication of the Earl by his 
Nephew, Sir Philip Sidney. Also, a History of 
ICenil worth Castle ; together with Memoirs and 
Correspondence of Sir Robert Dudley, Son of the 
Earl of Leicester. By George Adlard. ' 
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•* Carl Beiwon," writinf in the Turfy Field, and 
Farm, telU about one of Tennyfon*8 poemi a story 
which we suppose bated on good information, and 
accurate as well as true. The poet dreamed once 
that he was riding in company with two friends of 
hit, members of the Sterling Club, across a bare, 
bleak, and desolate heath. By-and-by they came 
upon an inn which was in ruins. There a ragged 
hostler took the horses, and a shaky, seedy waiter 
led them into a parlor drearier and dismaller than 
even the worst of English country taverns. " Now 
that we are here," said one of the party, ** we must 
call for something to drink, for the good of the 
house. Waiter, bring us some ale.'* To this order 
the shabby waiter responded solemnly in the negarive : 
*' As much smoking as you please, but no drinking;** 
and he added the reason : ** Th'is b hell.* At this 
anexpected ani surtling announcement Mr. Tenny- 
son awoke, and keeping in mind his " vision when 
the night was late, ' he produced ** The Vision of 
Sin," which is perhaps fully as good as all but a dozen 
«r so of hit pages, and we do not know that the 
vigorous suiizaa embodying the tavern part of it are 
not as good as any of the rest. The philosophising 
and moralizing part is good too, however, being in 
the ornate style disused latterly by Mr. Tennyson in 
^▼or of the elaborately simple style, and disused 
rather too much, perhaps. 

Soon after the death of the poet Wordsworth, a 
man met a farmer of the neighborhood, and said to 
him, " You have had a great loss ! Why you have 
lost the great poet!** "O, ay,' said the farmer, 
^ he is dead j but ah hav no doubt t' wife will carry 
on t* business, and make it as profitable as ivver it 
was.*' 

The Athenaeum says that Mr. £. Wortley-Mon- 
tagoe, whose autobiography is about to be published, 
was in the brief space of forty- two years, '* a West- 
minster boy, a sweep, a Spanbh muleteer, a student, 
an author, a ProtesUnt, a Papist, and finally a 
Mahometan.** 

Here is an amusing and characteristic anecdote of 
the M. J M. Querard. the bibliographer, who died 
a few years since : ** While talking with Querard, I 
had the misfortune to say I knew the true name of a 
newspaper writer who was almost celebrated, who 
was known, not only to the public but even to his 
friends, solely by his pseudonym. I felt instantly 1 
was talking stupidly. I could not consent to say 
more It was in vain I told Qoerard I absolutely 
could not. betray a secret which I had heard through 
a common kinsman. He would not give up. He 
was not a man to accept such reasons. My life was 
poisoned after this day. I saw Querard sometimes 
two or three times a day. He wuke me up in the 
morning, he waited at my door at night. He wanted 
to know the name of the newspaper writer. I was 
the game, he was the hunter. He made sure of 
taming me by fatigue. When I lost patience I was 
insolent to him; he bowed his back, made no reply, 
and returned the next day. His death alone delivered 
me from this little persecution.'*

The Countess Guiccioli u said to be engaged in 
writing a memoir of her husband, the late Marquis 
de Boissy. 

The re-tssue of <*The English Cyclopsiia ** is now 
complete, and the supplementary volume of Geogra* 
phy ready. Other supplementary volumes of Natural 
History, Arts and Sciences and Biography will shortly 
follow. 

Sir John Lubbock's celebrated work '< Prehistoric 
Times, as illustrated by Ancient Remains and the 
Minners and Customs of Modern Sivages,'* has 
attained the well-deserved honor of a second edition. 
It exceeds the first edition in bulk by about a hun- 
dred pages. It also contains many new facts, and 
many of the old chapten have been almost re- written. 

Two new volumes by Louis Figuier will soon 
appear—^* Birds and Reptiles,' ' and '* Mammalia.'* 

Dante in Hbbrxw. — After having been translated 
into all languages of the civilized world, Dante now 
appears for the first time in * holy tongue of Sinai.*' 
The first part of the Divina Commedia, '* Hath- 
aphthe** (Hell) has just been published, at Trieste. 
Dr. S. Formiggini, a learned Jewish Doctor at 
Trieste, where the Jewish community is quite Italian 
in character, is the translator. 

Persian History. — A History of Persia, in the 
Guzerati language, has lately appeared. The author 
is a learned Parsee gentleman of Bombay ; of the 
name of Jamshedjee Pallonjee. 

John Stuart Mill — Nearly all the works of this 
author have been translated into German. A col- 
lected edition is now in course of publication under 
the editorship of Dr. Th. Gomperz. Leipzig. The 
edition will be completed in twelve volumes, of 
which the first, containing <* Liberty *' and '* Utili- 
tarianism,* has already appeared.

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Victor Hugo is about writing a new novel, to be

A special catalogue of the collection of books on 
Pageants, bequeathed to the Society of Antiquaries 
by Mr. Fairholt, has been prepared. 

The complete works of George Wither are to be 
published in the series of the Fuller Worthies' Li- 
brary. Mr. Grosart, the publisher, calculates that 
the works will occupy from twelve to fifteen volumes. 

Murray announces yi Medicrvai Latin- Englitk 
Dictionary^ founded on the great work of Ducangc. 

At Mr. Murray's Annual Trade Sale to the Book- 
sellers of London, over 80,000 volumes were sold. 
1,000 copies of Smiles' popular edition of the Hu- 
guenots ; 400 of Parkman*s Discovery of the Great 
West (English reprint) ; 1.300 of Lord Byron's Life 
and Works; 400 Darwin's Origin of Species; Mrs. 
Markham's Histories, 10,000; Dr. Smith's Latin 
Cjurse, 15.000; Maine on Ancient Law, 400, were 
a few of the books sold. 

Mr. Wm. Chappell, F. S. A. is engaged on a 
History of Greek Music and the Origin of the Music 
of the Christian Church. He is the author of Popu- 
lar Music in the Olden Time, 

Mr. William Michael Rossetti*s new edition of 
Shelley^s works will appear in London in December 
Among other unpublished pieces, it will contain 
large portions of a Tragedy of Charles the First.

It 
appears to have supeneded an earlier publication. 

Earl Stanhope (formerly Lord Mabon) has in th« 
press **The Reign of Queen Anne until the Peace 
of Utrecht,'* designed as a connecting link between 
the conclusion of Lord Macaulay's history and the 
commencement of Lord Mahon's, which ends in 
1784, the period to which Macaulay originally in- 
tended to bring down his narrative. 

. From the original MS. in the British Museum, 
edited by Mrs. Webb, is to be published ** The Diary 
of Nehemiah Wallington,'* kept during the troublous 
times of Charles I. by Berthy.

"BiBUOTHECA Americana." — The auc- 
tion sale of a collection of books entitled 
" Bibliotheca Americana," but which also 
included some books of a miscellaneous 
character, was held by Messrs. Leavitt, 
Strebeigh & Co. on Monday, January 17th, 
and three following days. 

The appearance of some books in this 
sale, which come but rarely into an auc- 
tion, give the collection an unusual impor- 
tance — a sufficient importance, we deem, to 
warrant us in pointing out some of the 
inaccuracies in the catalogue descriptions, 
for the guidance of future collectors and 
those at present who cannot correct the 
catalogue for themselves. 

First, for the catalogue itself. It is un- 
shapely—differing in form from all its pre- 
decessors, and no improvement. The pa- 
ges are numbered at the foot — and the pa- 
per is of two different tints. So much for 
its physical deformities. But these are not 
a circumstance to the literary errors which 
swarm in its pages— errors of orthography — 
errors of punctuation — errors of style ; — 
errors of description — and, must we say it ? 
errors of ignorance. 

Blunders begin with the title, from which 
it appears that "local" histories are extra- 
neous to "American" history. The title 
reads, "a large assortment of valuable books 
relating to Amd-ica, also, local histories ..." 
The introductory notice is rather botchy — 
the books are said to have been "collected 
by the owner at a great sacrifice of . . . . ex- 
pense. "(!) Supposing this to mean "a great 
sacrifice o(moruy,*' would any of the many 
collectors, who spend annually as much 
money as this whole collection realized, call 
that a "sacrifice" which procures them the 
greatest means of enjoyment ? We must 
protest against such a mis-application of the 
term. In the list "raisonn6," Simcoe's 
QueerCs Rangers is said to be upon "Large 
paper" — the book does not exist in this 
shape. The Richmond edition of Jeffer- 
son's Notes on Virginia is described as 
scarce (!) 

A rapid survey of the catalogue shows no 
less than 40 lots misplaced^ 50 lots repeated 
and 30 lots inaccuratdy described. 

In the appended list of prices of the rarer 
books, some of these errors — the most glar- 
ing — are pointed out. Trifling mistakes 
arc purposely omitted.

THE LENOX LIBRARY. 

A Noble Gift to New York. — The 
public will learn with the liveliest interest 
and gratification that a new public library is 
to be founded in New York, upon a scale 
commensurate with the magnitude of the 
intellectual wants of the largest city of the 
United States. 

A bill was introduced in the Senate at 
Albany yesterday, incorporating the Lenox- 
Library, which is to be a free gift to the 
city by Mr. James Lenox, of the Fifth ave- 
nue. The munificent founder of this insti- 
tution proposes, it is said, to convey to 
trustees a block of land somewhere between 
Seventy-second and Seventy-sixth streets, 
opposite the Park, as a site for the building, 
and to give three hundred thousand dollais, 
or any larger sum that may be needed, to 
erect it. In addition to this, he will, it is 
said, hand over to the trustees his entire 
collection of statuary, paintings and books, 
as a beginning for the library, and he declares 
that no further sums of money shall be 
withheld that may be demanded to make it 
the finest library in the country. 

Mr. Lenox has been known for many 
vears as a zealous, liberal, and most intelli- 



gent collector of priceless volSmes and rare 
works of art, and his private library is prob- 
ably the most valuable in America. The 
sight of it has long been regarded by educated 
men visiting New York as a great privilege. 
These treasures, gathered from the richest 
storehouses of Europe, and all his rarities of 
American bibliography, for so many years 
guarded with a jealous eye, and arranged 
upon his shelves with a loving hand, are now, 
it seems, to be transferred to a library which 
shall belong to the people. 

It would be difficult to over-estimate the 
importance of such a gift as this which it is 
said Mr. Lenox intends. Splendid in itself^ 
it is perhaps of even greater value as an 
example to other men of affluence, and as 
likely to lead to future endowments for its 
own extension. It would not be extrava- 
gant to predict for the Lenox Library a 
greatness rivalling that of the British Muse- 
um itself. A literary institution which has 
the seal of permanence, and which preserves 
its collections in commodious, sightly, and 
indestructible buildings, will surely attract 
to itself, as years wear on, private libraries 
and galleries that would else be dispersed, 
on the death of their owners, under the 
hammer of the auctioneers. The book 
lover or virtuoso, who in his lifetime has 
taken a pride in accumulating around him rich 
volumes and beautiful paintings, entertains 
with sadness the thought that %ome day they 
must be scattered to the winds, and for their 
preservation in bulk, will often be disposed 
to leave them to a great repository of letters 
and art. Such a repository, annually grow- 
ing richer and greater, will be the Lenox 
Library. 

The Presbyterian Hospital, now in course 
of construction on Seventh street, at a cost 
of one million of dollars, another benefaction 
of Mr. Lenox, furnishes at once a proof of 
the comprehensive philanthropy of the man, 
and the thoroughness at which he aims in 
his charitable enterprises. — Evening Post. 



For many years past, scholars have known 
of the existence in this city of a private li- 
brary and gallery of marvelous value, com- 
prising collections of unequaled importance 
in several departments of literature, and 
containing treasures of art whose worth 
could not be computed by dollars, or com- 
pared with any that existed elsewhere in 
the country. It has been known that an 
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American gentleman who was born to for- 
tuney and who is a scholar and student of 
high culture, had devoted forty years of his 
bachelor life to the formation of what he 
himself has authorized to be designated as 
a "Collection of manuscripts, printed 
books, engravings and maps, statuary, paint- 
ings, drawings, and other works of art." It 
was known that —to employ a phrase which 
has almost entirely lost its meaning by rep- 
etition and misuse — he had " spared neither 
time, labor nor expense " to obtain what- 
ever was of the highest value in the litera- 
ture or achacology of those special studies 
to which 'he had devoted his attention. As 
he possessed the habits of a recluse with 
the tastes of a scholar, there were but few 
even of his more intimate acquaintances in 
scholarship who ever had had anything like 
a full comprehension of the value of his 
collections, and it is doubtful whether any- 
body but himself could make a catalogue of 
his library, or give a statement of his treas- 
ures. It conveys no idea to say that in the 
department of early American history — 
referring to the times of the Spanish, En- 
glish, French, and Dutch explorations, con- 
quest, and government — his library contains 
material, literary and archaeological, of 
greater volume and value than all the other 
collections in the country ; that among his 
documents are many of consequence no 
less than the original manuscripts of the let- 
ters and journals of Columbus ; that there 
are many books invaluable to the student of 
which he has the sole copy in existence; 
that there are many historical fragments and 
momimenta that he has gathered and class- 
ified with a patience and assiduity which 
are no common features in the character of 
American scholars. It would convey no 
idea to refer, in a passing way, to his col- 
lection of early American theology, his col- 
lection of Bibles, among which, we believe, 
is to be found one of the three or four 
existing copies of the Mazarin Bible, his 
Bibliological manuscripts, his sculpturesque 
collection, embracing many invaluable an- 
tiques, his collection of pictures, including 
originals of the old Italian, Spanish, and 
Dutch masters, as well as the more modern 
masters, such as Turner, in whose works he 
is particularly rich. In fact it will be im- 
possible to give the public, or even scholars 
and connoisseurs, any idea of the importance 
of these collections, until the donor himself 
has taken the initiative in making it known. 



It is because of the inaccessibility of this 
library and gallery that so little has been 
known of them. During the long period of 
their collection, the owner has guarded them 
with a jealousy and rigor which have effect- 
ually discouraged all attempts of outsiders 
to enter the sacred precincts. In former 
years, we believe, he was accustomed to 
invite, from time to time, small and select 
bodies of scholars to view his new acquisi- 
tions ; but we understand that this has been 
an extremely rare occurrence in recent 
times. He had reasons for this course that 
could only be appreciated by a scholar ; 
but it was always known, to those who 
knew anything of the man himself, that they 
were based on neither selfishness nor ego- 
tism. Persons who were discomfited in 
their attempts to penetrate the arcanum 
often indulged themselves in vigorous de- 
nunciation of its watchful guardian. We 
have heard artists and authors deny the 
right of any man to keep such treasures 
from the public gaze ; and we remember 
that, some years ago, a well-known popu- 
lar preacher dashed the vials of his wrath 
against the determined millionaire who had 
positively refused him admittance to the 
treasure-house. But these things never 
affected the owner, who had his own idea 
and feeling about the matter, and his own 
purpose in regard to it. 

The act incorporating the Trustees of 
the Lenox Library passed both branches of 
the State Legislature last week. . . . We 
understand that the work of erecting the 
building will be begun within a reasonable 
time, and we may expect, before three 
years have passed away, to have the long- 
hidden treasures of the Lenox collection 
publicly opened to the view and for the 
service of American scholars and students. 
— Tribune, Jan, z^th.

Hempstead. — Mr. James Lennox of New York 
City has promised to convey to the Trustees of this 
village a block of land, end to erect thereon a baild- 
ing, at a cost of not less than $500,000.

and promises that more funds will be forthcoming, if 
necessary. The people of the town propose that, if 
Mr. Lennox fulfils his promise, they will give 
$100,000 of the money derived from the sale of the 
Plain land, to purchase library works.

The unhappy fate of the accomplished 
Andr6 lends to this poem, scarcely completed 
before his capture, a singular and melan- 
choly interest. This interest is manifest in 
the numerous editions and reprints in peri- 
odicals, etc., produced since its first appear* 
ance in Rivington's Royal Gazette to the 
latest edition, by R. Clarke & Co.^ now 
under notice. 

In this edition Messrs. Clarice 8c Co. 
have given us a tasteful and apparently 
correct reprint of the very rare original 
(first) English edition. 

Through the courtesy of the publishers we 
are enabled to present sijacsimue of the title 
of the London edition, accompanying their 
reprint, which it may be interesting to com- 
pare with the title of the New York edition, 
previously given. In the London edition 
the author's name appears ; in the New 
York edition it does not, nor in Rivington's 
Gazette. In the New York edition, and in 
The Royal Gazette, the title begins simply 
" Cow Chace," but in the London edition 
the article " The "is prefixed. In the text 
of the several editions variations are frequent 
and conspicuous. The London editor, or 
printer, tampers both with the orthography 
and punctuation — italicizes and dashes at 
pleasure.

Other slight vgriations may be noticed 
from a comparison of Messrs. Clarke & 
Go's edition with the reprint of the " Cow 
Chace " as it appeared in Rivington's Royal 
Gaztitt, which is given in this number of 
the BiBuopoLisT. 

The notes in The Royal Gaztttt are ^vt 
in number. In the edition of 1780 two 
more are added : "Lord Stirling," to 
*' frost-bit Alexander ^^ and ** Miss Livings- 
ton," to "pretty Susan.'** The London 
edition (by John Fielding ?) contains all these 
notes except the last, " Pretty Susan;" and 
with "Lord Stirling" altered to "calling 
himself, because he was ordered not to do 
it. Earl of Stirling, though no Sterling Earl " 
— the other notes, with the exception of 
" Rebel Camp" for " Rebel Lines " remain- 
ing unchanged. 

Other " explanatorv notes" make alto- 
gether twenty-one in the London edition. 
Some of these are curious : 

To drive the Kine, one summer's morn.

In Tk€ Royal Gazette prefixed to the 
first canto, are the place and date, Elizabeth- 
Town, "August 1, 1780." It is the same 
in the New York edition of 1780. This is 
probably a fiction, as Andr6 is not known 
to have been at Elizabeth-Town. The place 
was probably adopted to conceal the author- 
ship. The first canto was printed on the 
16th of August, the second on the 30th, 
and the last on the 23d of September, 1780. 

" According to Frank Moore, the follow- 
ing lines were found under Andr6's signature 
to a manuscript copy of the same :" 

And when the epic strain was sung 
The poet by the neck was hung. 
And to his cost he finds too late 
The dung-born Tribe decides his fate. 

NoTi TO Albany Edition. 

It is possible that the author made MS. 
copies of his poem for distribution among 
his friends, and that the verse here given 
was added to the original by some fortunate 
recipient of a copy. James Stuart, an Eng- 
lish traveler in the United States, gives 
(probably misquoting from memory) instead 
of the line — 

Should ever catch the poet-* 
Should catch — and hang the poet. 



^^Qiiotation firem the Albany (1866) edition of 
Tht Cow Chace» The copy of this which we are 
using (through the kindness of Mr. F. S. HoflTman,) 
contains the following MS. note : '* This edition was 
suppressed because the publisher believed that he 
had been made a victim of misplaced confidence.

York for private distribution,'* A tew copies had, 
however escaped from the press— one poor unfortu- 
nate fell into the clutches ot* our great Historical 
Eagle.

ELIOT'S INDIAN BIBLE. 

Extract from the Journal of Jaspar 
Danker s and Peter Sluyter ; published by 
the Long Island Historical Society. 

July 7, 1680. We heard preaching in 
three churches. . . . The best of the minis- 
ters whom we have yet heard, is a very old 
man, named John Eliot, who has charge of 
the instruction of the Indians in the Christian 
religion. - He has translated the Bible into 
their language. We had already made 
inquiries of the booksellers for a copy of it, 
but it was not to be obtained in Boston. 
They told us if one was to be had, it would 
be from Mr. Eliot. We determined to go 
on Monday to the village where he resided, 
and was the minister, called Roxbury. 

July 8, Monday. We went accordingly. 
. . . On arriving at his house he was not 
there, and we, therefore, went to look 
around the village and the vicinity. . . . 
Returning to his house we spoke to him, 
and he received us politely. Although he 
could speak neither Dutch nor French, and 
we spoke but little English, we managed by 
means of Latin and English, to understand 
each other. He was seventy years old and 
had been forty-eight years in these parts. 
We asked him for an Indian Bible. He 
said in the late Indian war, all the Bibles 
and Testaments were carried away, and 
burnt or destroyed, so that he had not been 
able to save any for himself; but a new 
edition was in press, which he hoped would 
be much better than the first one, though 
that was not to be despised. We inquired 
whether any part of the old or new edition 
could be obtained by purchase, and whether 
there was any grammar of that language in 
English. Thereupon he went out and 
brought us the Old Testament, and also the 
New Testament, made up with some sheets 
of the new edition, so that we had the Old 
and New Testaments complete. He also 
brought us two or three specimens of the 
grammar. We asked him what we should 
pay him for them, but he desired nothing.* 

A correspondent sends this note : 

**It may be interesting to you to know that there 
is a copy of Eliot's Indian Bih/e, in excellent prcter- 
vation, in the Town Library at South Natick, Man. 
It is enclosed in a casket made from the large oak 
tree under which the apostle first gathered his dusky 
audience." 
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Anecdote of Thomson. — When the first 
of The Seasons — " Winter " it was, I be- 
lieve — had been completed at press, Jamie 
thought, by a presentation copy, to triumph 
over his uncle's skepticism, and to propitiate 
his good opinion he had the book hand- 
somely bound.

NOTES AND QUERIES. 



Yankee Doodle. — To answer satisfactorily 
the queries of Mr. Waller in regard to the 
origin of Yankee Doodle, it would require 
more space than the Bibuopolist is probably 
willing to resign to the subject. I would, 
however, respectfully refer your correspond- 
ent to Duyckinck's Cyclopedia of American 
Literature, Vol. I.-463, where he will find 
a v^ry interesting article devoted exclusively 
to the origin and history of Yankee Doodle 
— and also to a little work recently published 
by Munsell, called " A Monogram on our 
National Song," from the pen of the Rev 
Elias Nason. The first three volumes of 
the old series of the Historical Magazine 
contain several notes and queries on the 
subject, from which your correspondent may 
be able to derive some useful hints. Refer- 
ences are made to Yankee Doodle in Trum- 
bull's McFingal, and in Moore's Diary of 
the Revolution. 

A Philadelphia correspondent of the His. 
Mag. contributed the following lines to that 
periodical in March, 1857, stating that they 
were taken from a manuscript in his posses- 
sion, but by whom, or when written, he was 
unable to say, and requesting information 
as to their author. .1 have never noticed an 
answer to the inquiry up to the present time. 
Can any of the readers of the Bibuopolist 
answer the question now, with the light that 
the intervening thirteen years may have shed 
over the literature of the Revolution ?

General Wayne^s Opinion of Arnold. — 
(From the Philadelphia Sun.) — A kind 
friend has placed in our hands an original 
letter written by Gen. Anthony Wayne to 
a gentleman of this vicinity, which will be 
read with interest, as containing the opinion 
of one of the bravest of our Revolutionary 
officers upon the treachery and previous 
character of Benedict Arnold. We give the 
letter entire : —

October i, 1780. 

My Deab Sir : — Will you do me the justice to 
believe that neither want of affection nor inclination, 
but a thousand other intervening circumstances, have 
prevented me from writing sooner. Indeed, my dear 
sir, we have hitherto had but a very disagreeable 
campaign ; what with private feud and public mis- 
fortunes, I am almost distracted and worn down. 
Just as I had effected a temporary reconciliation 
among the officers of this line to measures which 
had wounded their feelings, and beginning to feel a 
little happy, the perfidy of Gen. Arnold has opened 
a new field for anxiety of mind, and distrust of some 
others, both in the cabinet and in the field. 

I can't say that I was much shocked on the occa- 
sion. I had long known the man ; as early as 1776 
he produced a conviction to me that honor and true 
virtue were strangers to his soul — and, however 
contradictory it may appear, he did not possess either 
fortitude or personal courage. He was naturally a 
coward, and never went into danger but when stim- 
ulated by liquor, even to intoxication; consequently 
not capable of conducting any command committed 
to his charge. But, however that may be, had he 
succeeded in the dark affair, Charleston and the 
other recent military checks we have experienced in 
South Carolina would be trifles to* the loss of fFctt 



Point and its dependencies ; f^r, by possessing that 
pass, the enemy would effectually separate the North- 
ern and Southern States, and prevent any possible 
communication short of half moon^ situate twelve 
miles north of Albany. By this means they might 
direct their whole force to any point without being 
in danger of a junction of the forces of these States 
to molest them in their operation. 

The storm was to have taken place last Tuesday 
night, or the next morning. The garrison at West 
Point was so detached, and the works so wretchedly 
manned and provided, that the whole must have 
been carried in 20 m'nutes. His Excellency fortu- 
nately — very fortunately — arrived at that place about 
half an hour before the treachery was discovered; 
but Arnold made his escape in a boat, and proceeded 
down the river as a flag, and got on board the Vul- 
ture sloop-of-war. The General expecting that, as 
the enemy were embarked, and everything in perfect 
readiness for the enterprise, Sir Henry Clinton would 
(notwithstanding the discovery) attempt to carry the 
work by assault, well knowing the debilitated state 
of the garrison and the proper points of attack, and 
that our army was not within supporting distance, he 
therefore dispatched an express at 7 o'clock that 
evening, which reached us by twelve at night, direct- 
ing Gen. Greene to order the Pennsylvania line to 
proceed with all possible dispatch under my command, 
and endeavor, if possible, to get possession of the 
defiles leading from Stony to West Point. We im- 
mediately marched, leaving our camp standing, and 
by sunrise passed that pass, being upwards of sixteen 
miles in four hours, performed in the night, without 
a single man left behind. 

Here we yet remain, waiting for Sir Henry*s 
motions ; but, knowing our position, he will not be 
hardy enough to persevere in an enterprise (although 
a very favorite one) that would be the price of much 
blood. I shall not commit myself to the fortifica- 
tions, but will decide the fate of the day at the point 
of the bayonet in the gorges of the defiles, through 
which the enemy must pass before they reach the 
works. 

My kindest wishes to Sister Sally and her little 
people ; present my best respects to mother Penrose,

Relics of the Battle of Lake Erie. — A 
number of interesting relics, the personal 
property of the late Major Henry B. Brc- 
voort, have been deposited for safe keeping 
and as honorable memorials among the 
records of the Michigan State Historical 
Society. Among these are included the hat 
and sword of the gallant Major, worn by 
him in the battle of Lake Erie, under Com- 
modore Perry. Among the relics, says the 
Detroit Free Press, is also a cardcasc, fash- 
ioned from a piece of live oak which was 
used in the repairing of the staunch old battle 
ship, the Ironsides, which had gained so 
proud a name and so high a fame for the 
flag of the Union and its brave defenders. 

A copy of a letter, accompanying a silver 
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medal bearing appropriate devices commem- 
orative of the battle is given below. The 
letter was addressed to " Captain Henry B. 
Brevoorty late commanding marines on Lake 
Erie ;" but the precise facts were, that this 
officer was at that time a captain in the 
Second Regiment o{ the United States in- 
fantry, and volunteered, with his company, 
when the fleet sailed to meet the enemy. 

** Nat Y DxrAKTMENT, January 2, 1823. 
'* To Captaim Henry B. Brevoort, late commanding 
marines on Lake Erie : 
** Sir : In compliance with a resolution by the 
Congress of the United States, the President directs 
roe to present you with a silver medal, in testimony 
of the high sense entertained by Congress of your 
gallant conduct and services in the decisive and glo- 
rious victory gained on Lake Erie, on the loth day 
of September, in the year 1813, over a British 
squadron of superior force. 

I tm, very respectfully, your obedient servant. 

"Smith Thompson." 
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Th£ words ** raised'' and " tote:'— 
Under the head of Notes and Queries a 
correspondent of your attractive monthly 
wishes to be informed as to the source 
whence the Southern provincialism " raise " 
is derived. In the notes to Dr. Wynne's 
recent publication, " The Boiling Family," 
contributed by Hugh Blair Grigsby, Esq., 
President of the Historical Society of Vir- 
ginia, it is shown that the use of the word 
above mentioned in the sense of to rear — 
to bring up — is correct in the mouths of our 
people, and that it is an old English word 
in very good credit in England in the 16th 
Cv*ntury. 

The word " tote," supposed to be a 
mongrel of African origin, and which is in 
such general use among Virginians, is also 
shown by Mr. Grigsby to ha\ e been derived 
from the practice of lifting a suit from one 
English court to another of higher rank. In 
Pegge's Anecdotes of the English Language 
many instances are given of obsolete words 
which are ta*day current among the cockneys 
of London as well as the poor whites of 
Virginia.

" Over the Left." — A writer has recently 
traced the strange phrase '* Over the left '* 
to the records of the Hartford County 
Courts, in the colony of Connecticut. 

** At a County Court held at Hartford, 

September 4, 170$. 

** Whereas James Steel did commence an action 
against Bevell Waters (both of Hartford) in this 
court, upon hearing and tryall where of the court 
gave judgment against the said Waters (as in justice 
they think they ought) upon the declaring the said 
judgment, the said Waters did review to the court in 
March next, that being granted and entered, the said 
Waters, as he departed from the table he said, ** God 
bleu you over the left shoulder.** The court order a 
record to be made thereof forthwith. A true cople : 
Test. •* Caleb Stanley, Clerk." 

At the next court. Waters was tried for contempt, 
for saying the words recited, ** so cursing the court,*' 
.and on verdict fined £5. He asked a review of the 
court following, which was granted, and pending 
trial, the court asked counsel of the Rev. Messrs. 
Woolbridge and Buckingham, the ministers of the 
Hartford churches, as to the *' common acceptation" 
of the offensive phrase. Their reply constitutes a 
part of the Record, and is as fallows : 

** We are of opinion that those words, said on the 
other side to bespoken by Bevell Waters, include (i) 
pfophaneness, by using the pame of God, that it 
holy, with such ill words whereto it was joyned : (1) 
that they carry great contempt in them, arising to the 
degree of an imprecation or curse, the words of a 
curse the most contemptible that can ordinarily be 

used. " T. WoODBBIDGX, 

" T. Buckingham. 
March 7, 1705-6." 

The former judgment was affirmed on 
review. 

Number of Srniths from New Jersey 
who entered the Service during the Civil 
War. — According to the "Register of the 
New Jersey Volunteers." there were 390 
men named Smith who entered the service 
of the United States from that State alone. 
Of this number 47 were John Smiths. One 
of this number was an adjutant, 1 captain, 9 
first-lieutenants, 2 second-lieutenants, 24 
corporals, 20 sergeants, 8 drummers, 3 mu- 
sicians, 1 Hfer, 4 cannoniers, 2 wagoners, 1 
ambulance driver, and the remainder (315) 
private^. At the date of compiling the reg- 
ister not a Smith had deserted, while eight 
had died or been killed, and four promoted.

His factories 
are still running at Easthampton, coining 
wealth for the proprietors, and known to 
every dealer in buttons the world over. He 
is now between seventy and eighty years of 
age, is worth five or six millions, and has 
given $400,000 to Easthampton for a sem- 
inary and for churches, $200,000 to South 
Hadley Female Seminary, and $200,000 to 
Amherst College, besides lesser gifts*

Steamships Predicted (^th S. iv. 29, 84, 
i^), — If history is correct, sieam navigation 
must have been — more than predicted — 
experimented on long before the time men- 
tioned by your correspondents. The first 



suggestion seems to be due to Jonathan 
Hulls, who published a tract in 1737 which 
contains a plate representing a boat with a 
paddlewheel at the stem, propelled by a 
steam-engine, and towing after it a vessel of 
war ; he took out a patent, but the scheme 
was a failure. His suggestion, however, 
was practically tried by the Marquis de 
Jouffroy, who constructed a steamboat with 
which he in 1782 made numerous experi- 
ments on the Soane at Lyons. Five years 
later, a Scotchman, Mr. Pat. Miller of Dal- 
swinton, described in a pamphlet a new 
species of vessel he had invented \o be 
driven by paddlewheels. The engine to 
work which was made and fixed into a 
pleasure boat by Will. Symington, and tried 
with considerable success on the lake of Dal- 
swinton. In the year following Mr. Miller 
constructed a boat which was tried in 1789 
on the Forth and Clyde, and attained a speed 
of nearly seven miles an hour. 

In Heronis Spirituatium Liber^ 410, 
Urbini, 1575, will be found a notice of the 
first application of steam as a motive power. 
The Marquis of Worcester in a little work 
published in 1663, entitled A Century of 
the Names and Scantlings of Inventions, 
describes a method of employing the pressure 
of steam for raising water to great heights. 
Thomas Savery, an Englishman, has the 
credit of having made the first actual work- 
ing steam-engine of which we have any 
account, and for which he obtained a patent 
in 1698.

Dr, Franklin. — In 1801 and 1802, while 
keeping my terms in the Temple, I was an 
almost daily visitor at the chambers of my 
friend, Mr. Kelly Bellew, in Mitre Build- 
ings, where I frequently met the literary 
celebrities of the time. Among them was 
Temple Franklin, a (natural, as I understood) 
son of the renowned philosopher, and gov- 
ernor of some place — I forget what — in 
America. I heard him relate an anecdote 
of his father, which may be worthy of con- 
servation in " N. & QJ' 

He was set one day to work an electrical 
machine on which his father was intending 
an experiment with a live duck. Inclining 
forward, and holding the creature's head 
toward the machine, it struggled violently 
to escape, and the experimentalist's head 
meeting the shock instead, he fell senseless to 
the floor, and was \^i;h great difficulty re- 
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Stored to animation.' I cannot give the 
governor's detail of this perilous mischance^ 
or the comments of its seientific hearers ; but 
I well remsmber the general reflections on 
the political as well as the philosophical 
consequences of its fatal result. For myself, 
I was too young to be anything more than 
a humble listener. £.

Dr. Franklin on the Voyage of Admiral 
Bartholomew de Fonte. — Looking over 
some papers relating to the colonies which 
belonged to the minister Lord Bute, and 
which were presented to him in 1762, I 
came upon a document in the autograph of 
Benjamin Franklin, which appears to me to 
be of value, and worthy of some notice in 
" N. & Q," It is the opinion of that great, 
wise and learned man, on the voyage of 
Admiral Bartholomew de Fonte, which was 
published by Pettiver in a periodical work 
called Memoirs Jor the Curious ^ for the 
months of April and June 1708. Franklin's 
letter is dated from Craven Street (London), 
May 27, 1762, and is addressed to Dr., 
afterwards Sir Johii Pringle, the eminent 
Scotch physician, and president of the Royal 
Society, who probably gave it to Lord Bute. 
Dc Fonte's voyage is supposed to have taken 
place in 1640, and the most intereseing part 
relates to the " north-west passage." Dr. 
Franklin gives it as his opinion that the ac- 
count of the voyage is genuine, but that "it 
is an abridgement and a translation, and bad 
in both respects ; if a fiction^ it is plainly 
not an English one, but it has none of the 
features of fiction." With respect to the 
north-west passage, Franklin observes: — 

'^ Though there may probably be no practicable 
passage for ships, there is nevertheless such a passage 
for boats as De Fonte found and has deKribed, and 
that the country upon the passage is for the most part 
habitable, and would produce all the necessaries of 
life." 

The whole letter, which is too long to tran- 
scribe at length, is well and cleverly written 
and admirably expressed. He appears to 
have taken much pains to ascertain the gen- 
uineness of De Fonte's narration, by inquir- 
ing from old people, and from Mr. Prince, 
whom he calls *' a great antiquarian," as to 
the existence of two persons — Seynour (prob- 
ably Seignior) Gibbons, and Captain Shapley 
or Staplcy, who are mentioned in the voy- 
aye as having been on board ^'a great ship 
from Boston in New England, in Ronquillo 
Strait," where they were met by Dc Fonte. 



Franklin minutely describes the trouble which 
Mr. Prince took to ascertain the facts, which 
were favorable to the credibility of the nar- 
ration. He ends his letter by saying, that 
he has at home a number of letters and 
papers that give further and stronger lights 
on this matter — 

" They are bundled together with the manuscript 
journals of the two voyages I promoted from Phila- 
delphia, which proved indeed unsucceufnl, but the 
jcurnals contain some valuable information.** 

He adds, that he wishes them in the pos- 
session of his friend Dr. Pringle, and if any 
accident should happen to him on his return 
(to America), he desired his executors may 
consider this letter as an authority for send- 
ing them to him. E. P. Shirley.

Robert Shippen^s Book Plate — Who was 
Godwyn Szvi/t, of Goderich ? — In the 
Pennsylvania Provincial Letters and Pa- 
pers, Philadelphia, 1855, p. viii., it is stated 
that 

" Robert Shippcn, a brother of « downright * Wil- 
liam Shippen, 1699, July 4^ was made D.D., subse- 
quently Principal of Brazennose and Vice- Chancellor. 
His book-plate is preserved in the American branch 
of the family, and bears underneath the coat of arms 
the following inscription :•— 

«• Robertus Shippen, S.T.P. 
Coll. ^n. Nas. Principalis.*' 

I dare say that if Mr. West will write to 
the present representative of this family, 
" Mr. Edward Shippen, Counsellor-at-Law, 
Philadelphia,'* he will readily obtain an 
impression of this book-plate, which is in 
that gentleman's possession. 

In this connection I take occasion to ask 
who was " Godwyn Swift, of Goderich, in 
the county of Hereford, and of Lincoln's 
Inn, Barrister-at-Law, Esquire." At p 
Ixxxiii. et sea. of the book above cited, John 
I Swift and his descendants in America are 
i spoken of. In the Logan MSS. Logan calls 
this John Swift *' a pestilent lawyer," and 
writing to Penn from Philadelphia, 2 mo. 
1 707, says : — 
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*« John Swift, a leading member of the Asiembly, 
i< opposed to establishing unlets the Government '' 
(i. e. Proprietary or Penn.) "will grant away almost 
all his rights and powers in the Government.** 

Mr. Swift belonged to the party which 
was in favor of a change in the relations 
between the colony and the Penns. 

It will be seen by a reference to the page 

given above, that not a great 'deal is known 

as to the English antecedents of this family 

of Swifts, and any information will be much 

valued. Godwyn Swift's book-plate is:

between three roebucks courant ppr." But 

on inquiry some fifteen years ago at the I 

College of Arms, I was given to understand 

that nebulct was not correct, and that no 

such arms were on record. Subsequently I 

was informed from another source that they 

were to be found in Gwillim — a book to 

which I have not had access since receiving 

this later information. Correct or not, the 

chevron is nebulee. 

It may perhaps cast some light on the 
inquiry to mention that John Swift the emi- 
grant married a Miss Mary White of Croy- 
don, near London, and chat the son John 
speaks of ''the luxurious life at Croydon." 
Subsequently John, the son, was made col- 
lector of the port at Philadelphia, through 
, the influence of Grosvenor Bedford, men- 
tioned in Peter Cunningham's WalpoU 
Letters. Hermanville.

— Are any of the 
immediate descendants of Sir Francis t>rake 
still alive ?

[There are no immediate descendants of Sir Fran- 
cis Drake living. The famous admiral died childless. 
His brother. Captain Thomas Drake, of Plymouth, 
inherited his estates, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son, Sir Francis Drake '*the younger,*' who was 
created a baronet in 1622. His last lineal descend- 
ant was Sir Francis Henry Drake, who dying unmar- 
ried in 1794, the baronetcy expired. In 1821 it 
was revived in the person of Mr. Thomas Trayton 
Fuller, nephew to the second and last Baron Heath- 
field, from whom he inherited the Devonshire estates 
of the Drake family, and thereupon assumed the 
joint names of Eliotc and Drake.J 

Revolutionary War. — Mrs. Nancy W. { 
Nixon, a venerable lady of ninety-two years, • . 
died in Boston on Saturday. She received 
a pension for her husband's services as a 
lifer, when a mere lad, in the Revolutionary 
army.

F. Dowdell, A. Luther, G. W. Hooper, 
Capt. L. F. McCoy, J. T. Scott and W. J. 
Saxon. 

Clai7n on the West New Jersey Society. 
—A curious case is under the investigation 
of the Master of the Rolls in Chancery Lane, 
in London. In 1692 the West New Jersey 
Society was established in London, for ac- 
quiring lands in British North America, and 
for trade and other purposes, for the benefit 
of the proprietors and members. Certain 
tracts of land situated in Pennsylvania, and 
in East and Wc^t New Jersey, were pur- 
chased and conveyed for the use and benefit 
of the society. One of the members was 
John Love, and on the 25th of May, 1693, 
he executed a transfer to a Mr. Ffowks. 
The society still exists for the purpose of 
satisfying claims, and it holds between 
£7,000 and £8,000 as representing the value 
of the ten shares in question. A bill has 
been filed, and inquiries have been directed 
by the Master of the Rolls as to who are 
Mr. Ffowks's next of kin. There are 
already many claimants. 

First White Settler in Iowa, — The Du- 
buquq ([owa) Times says that at the last 
meeting of the Early Settlers' Association 
in that city, measures were taken to collect 
a fund for the building of a monument to

Thomas S, Tozvnsend^s Lectures. — Mr. 
Thomas S. Townsend, the compiler of the 
" Historical Record and Encyclopaedia of 
the Great Rebellion," in a hundred quarto 
volumes, is prepared to lecture the coming 
season on " Massachusetts, her heroes and 
the War for the Union " — this being the 
first of a series on a part taken by each State 
in the war. He can be reached through 
Mr. Medbery's bureau. 

Old Meeting-House at Waldoboro\ — 
The meeting-house built at Waldoboro', 
Me., more than a hundred years ago, by the 
Germans, is still standing, with its twenty 
windows of four by nine glass, its square 
unpainted pews, its pulpit, sounding board, 
and communion table of pine. The last 
pastor was Rev. John William Starman, a 
native of Holmstadt, Germany, who preached 
in this ancient house more than fifty years, 
in German and English, and who died in 
1854, ninety-one years of age. Old Conrad 
Heyer acted as chorister in the old house 
for eighty years, and when a hundred years 
old would sing the highest notes with scarcely 
any of the tremulousness of age. Nothing 
now remains of those ancient people who 
once worshipped there. The old church is 
kept in repair by the noble liberality of Col. 
George Smousc. 

Salem, — A Mr. Street, of Salem, Mass., 
is sowing Salem broadcast out West. He 
named the towns of Salem in Ohio, Indiana 
and lowa^ and is now at it in the Territo- 
ricf. — Sun, 



A Unique Album, — A very pleasant 
reunion of^ artists and authors took place at 
a beautiful private residence on Second 
avenue. New Year's eve, the occasion of 
which was of peculiar interest. More than 
two years ago. the idea occurred to a lady, 
whose sympathetic appreciation of and con- 
stant hospitality to artists and authors ren- 
dered them prompt and cordial in co-oper- 
ating for her benevolent and tasteful enter- 
prise, to collect a series of characteristic 
autographs and sketches, and dispose of them 
for the benefit of the Woman's Hospital 
Poets and painters responded to the call of 
their friend with alacrity, and the result is 
an album quite unique in beauty and value, 
both artistic and literary. Here we have 
the favorite poems of Bryant, Halleck, Long- 
fellow, and other bards in their own hand- 
writing, and with their signatures, each 
illustrated with emphatic taste and skill by 
our most eminent artists. The little finished 
sketches in oil, by Church and Hart, Smilie, 
Kensett, Shattuck, and other landscape 
painters, are in their best vein. Darlcy's 
illustrations of Read's *' Sheridan's Ride " 
are full of spirit and truth; Mrs. Waterton's 
beautiful tribute to Col. Shaw is accom- 
panied by Edmonia Lewis's bust of the hero 
in photograph ; Mrs. Murray contributes 
one of her most expressive water-color 
heads ; Robert Browning has sent an auto- 
graphic poem ; Stone illustrates Dr. Parson's 
muse, Bradford, Whittier's, and Huntington 
a poem by Bishop Coxe. Some of the 
flower painting by fair hands is exquisite, 
and it is rare to meet with more refined and 
ingenious specimens of illuminations than 
such as embellish the pages of this album. 
These Sybilline leaves of inspired pen and 
pencil are admirably arranged for inspection 
in a frame-work along the wall, and on a 
level with the eye ; thus they will remain 
until the superb case is finished to contain 
them, and then the album will be sold, and 
the proceeds given to the Woman's Hos- 
pital. — Tribune, 

Colony of Swedes, — Rev. Mr. Boinest 
has arrived at Pomaroa, South Carolina, 
with a colony of twenty-four Swedes, who 
are the pioneers of a colony. 

The State Historical Society of Iowa has 
issued its quarterly volume oi Anncds, edited 
by J. W. Huff, M.p., Iowa City. 
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Silver Vase Testimordat to Gen. Jackson, 
— A Columbia, S. C, paper says : Admirers 
of the beautiful and rare will see on exhibi- 
tion at Capt. Stanley's a silver vase which 
has a history. It was originally presented 
by the ladies of South Carolina to Gen. 
Jackson, as a testimonial upon his victory at 
New Orleans. In his will ex-President 
Jackson directed this vase to be given to the 
bravest South Carolinian in the next war. 
It was confided, in 1858, to Gov. Allston, 
to be disposed of according to the bequest. 
Gov. A. presented it to Capt. Stanley, 
President of the Palmetto Association, as 
the representative of the regiment which, 
as a regiment, won the place designated by 
the testator — ** the bravest of the brave " — 
where no one individual stood pre-eminent.

PadiLcah. — In the early days of Western 
emigration, an intelligent Irishman, known 
as Pat Doogan, settled on the Kentucky side 
of the Ohio river, where he built a little 
dock and supplied steamboats with wood.

Cannon found in the " Devil* s Den,** 
R. L — At a recent meeting of the Rhode 
Island Society for the Encouragement of 
Domestic Industry, James S. Brown, of 
Pawtucket, presented a cannon cast by his 
father for the government in the year 1800, 
from iron dug in the state.

BYRON AND THE CONTROVERSY. 



It has been said that to write anything 
new about the Byron Controversy would 
not be an easy thing. We do not propose 
to add a single line, but merely to select a 
few from the thousand and one articles 
which have appeared from the time when 
Mrs. Stowe first stirred up the reeking pot 
of scandal in her True Story of Lady Byron ^ 
until, compelled by the storm of popular 
indignation, we find her attempting a defence 
in The True Story of Lady Byron Vindi- 
cated, 

The controversy has served to some pur- 
pose, however, in the interests of literature. 
An unpublished Poem and Letter of Byron 
are brought to light. To these attaches an 
unusual interest, as they both bear directly 
on the separation, thereby carrying with 
them the force of documents. 

Another interesting contribution is Mr. 
Murray's Account of the Destruction of 
Byron's Autobiography, which,- with the 
Poem and Letter we will presently give to 
our readers. 

One feature of the controversy is not 
quite so pleasant, showing as it does the 
dbposition of some publishers to trade upon 
the popular scandal Here is the respect- 



able house of Fields, Osgood & Co., of 
whom it is said that they ''have been incited 
by a passage in Mrs. Stowe's Byron book to 
bring out a cheap pamphlet edition of 
Godwin's famous but little read novel, Caleb 
Williams,** The paper from which we 
copy this says further, " Godwin's story is 
one of the most powerful and painful works 
of fiction in the language. It is a story 
rather to be admired and wondered at than 
to be liked ; and the fact that it is now, so 
to speak, picked out of the filth of the Byron 
discussion does not make it any less disagree- 
able." 



VINDICATIONS OF BYRON. 

The Vindications of Lord Byron in news- 
papers, magazines, and reviews are so numer- 
ous and unanswerable, that we think the 
shade of the poet may rest secure behind 
the ramparts of his defenders, without fear 
of any immediate danger. Three of the 
latest magazine articles we mention — one in 
the New Monthly (English magazine) called 
Lord Byron and nis Libeller, by Cyrus 
Redding, who was well acquainted with the 
poet and his widow ; another, in the Galaxy 
on Byron as Man and Poet, by " Philip 
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Quilibet/' and a third in one of the English 
magazines (reprinted in pamphlet form by 
Loring, Boston), called William Shakes- 
peare and Ann Hathaway, which is a clever 
and witty satire on Mrs. Stowe's article in 
the Atlantic Monthly, Nothing in book 
form had been produced until the recent 
appearance of Medora Leigh; a History 
and an Autobiography , by a New Witness, 
Elucidating the Byron mystery, edited by 
Dr. Charles Mackay. Medora Leigh, how- 
ever, receives a cudgelling from the Satur- 
day Review, which says : " As a literary 
work it is contemptible in execution ; as a 
controversial work it is valueless, and almost 
entirely beside the point really at issue, and 
which it affects to meet; as a moral work it 
is entirely reprehensible, and immoral and 
offensive in the extreme." 

Harper & Bros, reprint this book in 
America. 

The German literary journals are uncom- 
monly decided in their denunciation of the 
author of the scandal, which they stigmatize 
as *' the greatest literary crime of the cen- 
tury." The Countess Guiccioli, too, is ter- 
ribly incensed at this shabby treatment of 
her lord, and is, or is said to be, writing a 
reply to Mrs. Stowe. This book of the 
Countess is to be a memoir of her husband, 
the Marquis de Boissy, as well, under the 
title of Lord Byron's Life in Italy, 

Moreover, Rumor saith that Mrs. Stowe's 
scandal disturbed into motion the metrical 
machine of the imperturbable Tupper. Our 
vision hath not been blessed with a sight of 
his poetical effusion, and we are, therefore, 
unable to decide upon its merits. But is 
not Tupper's name enough ? 

BYRON AND THE HEROES OF MRS. 
STOWE'S NOVELS. 

The editor of the Nation has this very 
pertinent suggestion : '* Has anybody yet 
noticed, bv the way, what a strong family 
likeness there is between Byron and all of 
the heroes of Mrs. Srowe's novels? Aaron 
Burr, as he is conceived of in " The Minis- 
ter's Wooing;" Ellery Davenport, in ** Old 
Town Folk;" Saint Clair in "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin," are all Byrons, more or less embry- 
onic, to be sure, but still Byronic in essence. 
This is something not merely curious but 
really worth consideration by any one who 
cares to discuss exhaustively the remarkable 
chapter in literary histo'-y which Mrs. Stowe 
has offered us for perusal." 



DESTRUCTION OF BYRONS AUTOBIOG- 
RAPHY.

There are a few points connected with 
the destruction of Byron's Autobiography 
upon which a great deal of misconception 
exists, and upon which I should therefore 
be glad to say a few words. 

1 . To those who doubt the entire destruc- 
tion of the MS., I may state that I was eye- 
witness to the burning of it and of the only 
copy existing of it, in the drawing-room of 
50, Albemarle Street. 

2. The proposal to destroy it originated, 
I believe, with my Father, the late Mr. John 
Murray ; and his reason for making it (as 
he has stated in a letter to Mr. R. W. 
Horton, printed in No, 185 of the Quar- 
terly Jieview), was his " regard for Lord 
Byron's memory, and respect for his surviv- 
ing family" . . . "since it was surmised 
that the publication might be injurious to 
the former and painful to the latter." The 
friends of Lord and Lady Byron '* united in 
wishing for its destruction." The following 
persons were previously consulted, as a mat- 
ter of courtesy, and were present at the 
burning — Mr. Hobhouse, as executor and 
friend of Lord Byron ; Colonel Doyle, as a 
friend of Lady Byron (who had actually 
offered 2000/. for the MSS., which she did 
not pay); Mr. Wilmot Horton, as friend of 
the Hon. Mrs. Leigh ; my Father, and Mr. 
Moore, who alone for some time opposed 
the destruction. 

3. The MS. was, at the time of its de- 
struction, the absolute property of my 
Father, having been purchased by him in 
November, 1821, from Mr. Moore (to 
whom Lord Byron had given it) for 2000/., 
in consideration of which sum Moore cov- 
enanted to edit the papers, and to supply an 
account of the subsequent events of Lord 
Byron's life. On May the 6th, 1822, how- 
ever, a second deed was executed, at Mr. 
Moore's request, giving to him the power of 
redeeming the MS., ** during the life of the 
said Lord Byron,'* on the repayment by 
either of them of the 2000/. This condition 
Moore did not fulfil : consequently his in- 
terest in the MS. entirely ceased on Byron's 
death ; by which event the value of the 
MS. was greatly enhanced, probably doubled. 
This fact, no doubt, rendered Mr. Moore 
more than ever anxious to recover the 
Autobiography, and he had secured the 
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advance of 2000/. on loan from friends in 
the city to enable him to do this. 

The MS , however, bv general consent, 
was destroyed, Mr. Moore, though reluc- 
tantly, concurring. Moore then paid to 
Mr Murray the 2000/., for which payment 
Byron's friends offered to reimburse him, 
but he refused. So matters rested until 
1828, when the appearance of Leigh Hunt's 
Byron and his Contemporaries convinqed 
my Father that an authentic life of Byron 
was demanded, for which only Moore and 
he were possessed of the necessary materials. 
He therefore arranged with Moore to pre- 
pare the Life, Letters, and Journals of 
Lord Byron, ^whVisYitd. in 1830. For this 
Moore received the sum of 1600/. But 
(and this is the point which, in justice to 
my Father's memory, I am anxious to state) 
over and above the sum so paid, Mr. Mur- 
ray discharged Moore's bond with his cred- 
itors, upon which he had raised the 2000/. 
paid by him immediately after Byron's 
death; together with the interest thereon 
and other charges, amounting to 1020/. 
more. Thus making a total of 4620/. 

(Signed) John Murray. 

The Academy, 



Byron, on reading the excellent Memoirs 
of Coleridge, was struck with the idea of 
writing memoirs of himself for the informa- 
tion and amusement of posterity. To it, 
accordingly, he went, and soon finished a 
book wherein he freely exposed all his sores 
to the eyes of the world, and treated both 
of himself, and of all those in any way con- 
nected with him, with the levity and fear- 
fulness of the author of Don Juan. " I am 
sorry," said he to Medwin, " not to have a 
copy of my Memoirs to shew you ; I gave 
them to Moore, or rather to Moore's little 
boy, at Venice. I remember saying, ' Here 
are two thousand pounds for you, my young 
friend.' I made one reservation in the gift 
— that they were not to be published till 
after my death. 

" I have not the least objection to their 
being circulated ; in fact they have been 
read by some of mine, and several of Moore's 
friends and acquaintances; among others, 
they were lent to Lady Burghersh. On 
returning the MS. her Ladyship told Moore 
that she had transcribed the whole work. 
This was un feu fort, and he suggested the 
propriety of her destroying the copy. She 



did so by putting it into the fire in his pres- 
ence. Ever since this happened, Douglas 
Kinnaird has been recommending me to 
resume possession of the MS., thinking to 
frighten me by saying that a spurious or a 
real copy, surreptitiously obtained, may go 
forth to the world. I am quite indifferent 
about the world knowing all that they con- 
tain. There are very few licentious advenr 
tures of my own, or scandalous anecdotes 
that will affect others, in the book. It is 
taken up from my earliest recollections, 
almost from childhood — very incoherent, 
written in a very loose and familiar style. 
The second part will prove a good lesson to 
young men ; for it treats of the irregular life 
I led at one period, and the fatal conse- 
quences of dissipation. There are few parts 
that may not, and nope that will not be 
read by women." At another time he said 
to Medwin : '* A very full account of my 
marriage and separation is contained in my 
Memoirs. After they were completed, I 
wrote to Lady Byron, proposing to send 
them for her inspection, in order that any 
misstatement or inaccuracy (if any such 
existed, which I was not aware of,) might 
be pointed out and corrected. In her an- 
swer she declined the offer, without assigning 
any reason ; but desiring, if not on her 
account for the sake of her daughter, that 
they might never appear, and finishing with 
a threat. My reply was the severest thing 
I ever wrote, and contained two quotations, 
one from Shakespeare, and another from 
Dante. I tohl her that she knew all I had 
written was incontrovertible truth, and that 
she did not wish to sanction the truth. I 
ended by saying, that she might depend on 
their being published. It was not till after 
this correspondence that I made Moore the 
depositary of the MS^" 

It is known to all our readers that these 
Memoirs were sold to Mr. Murray, and on 
Byron's death burned in the presence of Mr. 
Moore, and with his consent, he returning 
the sum paid for the copyright. The per- 
petrators of this act committed a robbery on 
the public, and Mr. Moore committed a 
breach of trust — provided that it is not true 
what we have heard stated, viz., that Byron, 
some time before his going to Greece for the 
second time, had expressed a wish that they 
might not be published. If Mr. Moore will 
publicly acknowledge this, of- if Mr. Hob- 
house, or any of Byron's intimate friends, 
will declare such to have been the wish o( 
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Lord Byron, then the public will rest satis- 
fied, and add the whole passage about the 
Memoirs in the " Conversations " to the 
many other unauthentieated rumors, clad 
with colloquial phrase in that volume. The 
Memoirs were well known to Byron's rela- 
tions and intimate friends, and it was their 
earnest desire that they might be destroyed. 
The public may complain against Mr. 
Moore, but yet, soberly considering the 
matter, they must allow that he acted, and 
sacrificed much, 'from the purest motives. 
The Memoirs must have been unfit for pub- 
lication, otherwise they would not have been 
so speedily and so unanimously condemned 
to the flames by Messrs. Hobhouse, Hanson, 
Murray, and Moore. It is more than likely 
these Memoirs were the elFccts of a sudden 
whim of Lord Byron's. They were written 
to cause a little deviltry, or, like the Con- 
fessions of Rousseau, to insult those who 
had been his admirers and advocates — to 
make a fool of those who had supported his 
character and name. They were written 
while he was just emerging from a sea of 
dissipation and licentiousness; and must have 
contained more of the feelings and the dis- 
gusts of the satiated debauchee than of' the 
man. They were not the calm production 
of one desirous to preserve uninjured his 
reputation amongst posterity ; nor were they 
the confessions of a repentant sinner. It is 
more than probable that Byron himself, 
before his death, wished them destroyed. 
Curiosity, and the love of scandal, may be 
disappointed by the fate of the Memoirs, 
but they who have seen them have treasured 
up in memory all that was important in 
them; and if some one do not now dissipate 
false rumors, or stamp a certainty on those 
that are true, then it must be supposed that, 
in burning his Memoirs, tbey have committed 
a murder on his memory. Their conduct 
is highly improper. If he was in the wrong, 
let It be shown — if others are in the fault, 
why should his memory suffer to save their 
feelings ? 

" Whate*er might be hit worthlessness or worth, 
Poor fellow I be had many things to wound him. 
It was a trying moment that which found him, 
Standing alone, beside his desolate hearth, 
While all his household gods were shiver*d round 
him/' 

The greatest breach of confidence that 
can be conceived, is to suffer the memory of 
a departed friend to stalk through the world 
unprotected — the football of the crowd. 



UNPUBLISHED LETTER OF LORD BYRON. 

The following document is printed as a 
contribution to literary history. It was 
. drawn up by Lord Byron in August, 1817, 
I while Mr. Hobhouse was staying with him 
at La Mira, near Venice, and given to Mr. 
Matthew Gregory Lewis for circulation 
among friends in England. It was found 
amongst Mr. Lewis's papers after his death, 
and is now in the possession of Mr. Murray. 
The document speaks for itself sufficiently 
to need no comment on our part. 

'* // has been intimated to m«, that the pertont under- 
stood to he the legal advisers of Lady Byron^ have 
declared * their lips to be sealed up * on the cause of the 
separation between her and myself. If their lips are 
sealed up, they are not sealed up by me, and the greatest 
favour they can confer upon me will be to open them. 
From thefrst hour in which J ivas apprised of the 
intentions of the Noel family to the last communication 
bettueen Lady Byron and myself in the character of 
wife and husband (a period of some months) I called 
repeatedly and in vain for a statement of their or her 
charges^ and it tvas chiefly in consequence of Lady 
Byron* s claiming {in a letter still existing) a promise 
on my part to consent to a separation if such was really 
her wishf that J consented at all ; this claim and the 
exasperating and inexpiable manner tn tvhich their 
object tvas pursmedy which rendered it next to an im- 
possibility that two persons so divided could ever be 
re -united f induced me reluctantly then, and repentantly 
still to sign the deed,* zvhich I shall be happy — most 
happy — to cancel, and go before any tribunal xohick 
may discuss the business in the most public manner. 

" Mr, Hobhouse made this proposition on my part^ 
via , to abrogate all prior intentions — and go into 
Court — the very day before the separation ivas signed, 
and it %uas declined by the other party, as also the 
publication of the correspondence during the previous 
discussion. Those propositions I beg here to repeat, and 
to call upon her and hers to say their tuorst, pledging 
myself to meet their allegations— whutever they may be 
— and only too happy to be informed at last of their 
real nature. (Signed) ** Byron. 

*^ August 9, 1 8 17. 

" P.S I have beeUf and am now, utterly ignorant 
of what description her allegations, charges, or ivhat- 
ever name they may have assumed, aref and am as 
little aware for v; hat purpose they have been kept bach 
— unless it was to sanction the most infamous calumnies 
by silence, (Signed) " BvtoN.

UNPUBLISHED POEM OF BVRON. 

The writer of the article in the Quarterly 
Review on the " Byron Mystery " has quoted 
(not quite correctly) the first stanza of an 
unpublished piece which he says was written 
by the poet "in the autumn of 1814, just 
before the second proposal to Miss Mil- 
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bankc," and after "he had been thrown 
over by Lady F. W. W. in favor- of an 
illustrious warrior." By the courtesy of the 
present owner of Lord Byron's autograph 
copy (Lady Frances V. Harcourt), we {Pall 
Mall Gazette) are enabled to present our 
readers with a correct version of the whole 
piece, which has intrinsic merits independent 
of the special interest which at this juncture 
attaches to everything written by the much- 
assailed poet : — 

Go triumph securely, the treacherous vow 

Thu hast broken, / keep but too ^ichfuUy now, 

But never again snalt thou be to my heart 

What thou wert, what I fear for a moment thou art. 

To see thee — to lov9 thee — what breast could do 

more ? 
To love thee — ^to lose thee — ^*twere vain to deplore. 
Not a sigh shall escape from the heart thus beguird, 
1 will bear like a man what I feel like a child. 

Though a frown cloud my brow, yet it lowers not on 

thee, 
Though my heart should seem heavy, at least it is 

free. 
But thou, with the pride of new conquest elate— 
Alas ! even Envy shall feel for thy Fate. 

For the first step of Error none e*er could recall, 
And the woman once ^Uen for ever must fall, 
Parsue to the last the career she begun, 
And be f^lse unto many, as faithless to one. 

And they who have loved thee will leave thee to 

mourn, 
And they who have hated will laugh thee to scorn; 
And be who adored thee yet weeps to foretell 
The pangs which will punish thy falsehood too welt. 

It may be as welLto take this opportunity 
of correcting the erroneous date, 1812, 
issigned to the well known lines on the 
" Origin of Love."

BYRON AS A DEVIL. 

An entirely new solution of the Byron 
nystcry is furnished by a writer in Tke 
Madras Mail, who says that " his father 
lad it from one of Lord Byron's most inti- 
latc friends. According to this lively cor- 
Mpondent, whose story we find in Tke 
Icno, ** Lord Byron was, in a sense, a devil, 
icredible as the thing may seem to the 
loughtless, the handsomest man in England 



had a small tail, a pair of rudimentary horns, 
and short, squab feet divided forwards from 
the instep into two parts, instead of being 
furnished with toes. Before he was born 
his mother had been once greatly terrified 
by seeing, when in a very delicate state of 
health, the celebrated picture of Satan 
Spurned, in the gallery at La Haye, and the 
result had been the fashioning of her child 
to some extent after the monstrous form of 
which the sight caused her alarm, and of 
which the continuous recollection could not 
be effaced by any means known to her phy- 
sicians. At the time of her confinement it 
was at first suggested that the monstrosity' 
should not be suffered to live, but the child's 
body, as a whole, was so perfectly shaped, 
and his fiice so wondrously beautiful, that 
the suggestion was forthwith put aside, and 
England was not deprived of what was to 
become in due time one of its chiefest orna- 
ments. Poor Lady Byron never recovered 
wholly from the shock caused by her discov- 
ery of what her husband really was ; and 
partly through excess of imagination, partly 
in consequence of bad advice from persons 
who shall be nameless, she felt it to be her 
duty to insist upon her husband subjecting 
himself to certain painful operations. But 
this Lord Byron obstinately refused to do. 
He urged, and with considerable force, that 
the peculiar maniler in which he wore his 
abundant curls effectually hid from view the 
rudimentary horns ; and that, as he never 
appeared in public without his boots and 
trousers, none would ever suspect the exist- 
ence of his other defects, with the exception 
of his valet, in whom he placed implicit 
confidence." • 



BYRON AND THE QUACK DOCTOR. 

The circumstance may be worthy of being 
" noted," that when the noble lord was living 
with the quack doctor Lavender, in Notting- 
ham, in the hopes of getting his club foot 
cured, he was treated with so little consid- 
eration, that he was sent to the public-house, 
across the street, to fetch the ale for the 
family dinner. The first time my informant 
saw him, he was crossing the street with a 
tankard in one hand and money in the other, 
on which his eyes were directed. *' See," 
said a friend, " that is Lord Byron going to 
fetch a tankard of ale with one of Lavender's 
sixpences." This man Lavender had the 
reputation of being a sixpence-maker ; that 
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is to say, whenever he could meet with a 
pretty good halfcrown, he would hammer it 
out to make six sixpences of it. This will 
not be very surprising to those who can 
remember- the old silver coinage in circula- 
tion.

ANECDOJE OF BYRON AND J. D. ROGERS, 
AN AMERICAN LOYALIST. 

This anecdote was repeatedly told in my 
hearing, and in the same words^ during the 
lifetime of the poet, and long before any 
biography of him was written. 

The person who related it was well known 
to me^ and I have implicit faith in his state- 
ment. He saw the youth come out of Lav- 
ender's house with a tankard in one hand 
and a sixpence in the other, cross over 
Parliament Street, and enter the public- 
house. The friend with whom he was con- 
versing said, ** There is Lord Byron going 
for a tankard of ale with one of Lavender's 
sixpences." " It does easily fit in with the 
biography of his lordship," by Moore, which 
states that about 1798 Lord Byron was under 
the care of Lavender in Nottingham. 

Moore says he was at the same time read- 
ing some of the Latin classics with " Mr. 
Rogers." If it could be remembered, there 
is much to be told worth noting about this 
J. D. Rogers, who was an American loyalist 
receiving a per.sion from the British Govern- 
ment.

BYRON PHOTOGRAPHS. 

Mr. Allen, of Nottingham, has taken 
advantage of the recently-aroused public 
interest in Byron to issue a series of photo- 
graphs, which will interest all lovers of the 
poet.

"GEORGE GORDON DE LUNA BYRON." 

Mrs. Anna Cora Mowatt Ritchie, writing 
from London to the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, says " Col. George Gordon De Luna 
Byron has arrived in England, and laid 
before Lord Wentworth his claim to be 
recognized as the legitimate son of the poet. 
Col. Byron was an officer of Fremont's dur- 
ing the war, and his story has been exten- 
sively published in the American press. He 
says that Lord Byron visited Spain during 
his youth, and there contracted a secret 
marriage with a Catholic lady of good family, 
but deserting her and becoming enamored 
of other fair faces, he determined to conceal 
an alliance which was legally not binding. 
This American t:olonel avows himself the 
fruit of that union. He further declares 
that Lady Byron discovered the secret by 
means of some correspondence between the 
poet and his Spanish bride, and this discov- 
ery was the true cause of the famous separa- 
tion . Colonel Byron seems to have furnished 
no proof as yet to substantiate his romantic 
tale, and Lord Wentworth accordingly 
defers receiving him with open arms." 

George Gordon Byron was for some years 
a resident of this country, and commenced, 
in 1849, a serial publication, entitled Th^e 
Inedited Works of Lord Byron, now first 
published from his Letters, Journals^ and 
other Manuscripts, in the possession of his 
son. Major George Gordon Byron. The 
publication ended with the second number. 
For further notice of this " mysterious child 
of love '* see an interesting article in the 
Philobiblion, Vol. 1 (Byron Fils), edited by 
Geo.

Byron's English Bards. — We are glad 
to lend our aid to The Athenarum in its 
endeavors to ascertain the present where- 
abouts of a book, of which it says it is 
almost as well worth inquiring after as the 
Charlemagne Bible.

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A ROMANTIC BOOK-STORY. 

It was on a warm evening in summer — 
about an hour after sunset — that Ferdinand 
made his way towards a small inn, or rather 
village ale-house, that stood on a gentle 
eminence, skirted by a luxuriant wood. He 
entered, oppressed with heat and fatigue; 
but observed, on walking up to the porch 
" smothered with honey-suckles " (as I think 
Cowpcr expresses it), that everything around 
bore the character of neatness and simplicity. 
The holy-oaks were tall and finely varie- 
gated in blossom ; the pinks were carefully 
tied up : and roses of all color and fragrance 
stood around, in a compacted form, like a 
body-guard, forbidding the rude foot of 
trespasser to intrude. Within, Ferdinand 
found corresponding simplicity and comfort. 
The " gude " man of the house was spend- 
ing the evening with a neighbor ; but poached 
eggs and a rasher of bacon, accompanied 
with a flagon of sparkling ale, gave our guest 
no occasion to doubt the hospitality of the 
house, on account of the absence of its 
master. A little past ten, after reading 
some dozen pages in a volume of Sir Egerton 
Brydgcs' Cmsiira Liter aria^ which he hap- 
pened to carry about him, Ferdinand called 
for his candle, and retired to repose. His 
bed room was small, but neat and airy : at 
one end, and almost facing the window, 
there was a pretty large closet, with the 
door open : but Ferdinand was too fatigued 
to indulge any curiosity about what it might 
contain. He extinguished his candle, and 
sunk upon his bed to rest. The heat of the 
evening seemed to increase. He became 
restless ; and, throwing off his quilt, and 
drawing his curtain aside, turned towards 
the window, to inhale the last breeze which 
yet might be wafted from the neighboring 
heath. But no zephyr was stirring. On a 
sudden, a broad white flash of lightning — 
(nothing more than summer heat) made our 
bibliomaniac lay his head upon his pillow, 
and turn his eyes in an opposite direction. 
The lightning increased — and one flash, 
more vivid than the rest, illuminated the 
interior of the closet, and made manifest — 
an old mahogany Book-case^ stored with 
BOOKS. Up started Ferdinand, and put his 
phosphoric treasures into action. He lit 
his match, and trimmed his candle, and 
rushed into the closet — no longer mindful 
of the heavens — which now were in a blaze 
with the summer heat. 



The book-case was guarded both with 
glass and brass wires — and the key — no 
where to be found ! Hapless man ! for to 
his astonishment, he saw Morte d^ Arthur ^ 
printed bv Caxton — Richard Cctur de Lyon, 
by W. de War de— The Widow Edyth,hy 
Pynson — and, towering above the rest, a 
lar^e paper copy of the original edition of 
Prince's Worthies of Devon ; while, lying 
transversely at top, reposed J^ohn Weever^s 
Epigrams. " The spirit of Captain Cox 
is here revived " — exclaimed Ferdinand — 
while on looking above, he saw a curious 
set of old plays, with IHdo, Queen of Car- 
thage, at the head of them ! What should 
he do ? No key : no chance of handling 
such precious tomes — 'till the morning light, 
with the landlord, returned ! He moved 
backwaids and forwards with a hurried step 
— prepared his pocket knife to cut out the 
panes of glass, and untwist the brazen wires 
— but a *' prick of conscience** made him 
desist from carrying his wicked design into 
execution. Ferdinand then advanced to- 
wards the window, and, throwing it open, 
and listening to the rich notes of a concert 
of nightingales, forgot the cause of his tor- 
ments — *till his situation reminding him of 
" The Churl and the Bird,** he rushed with 
renewed madness into the cupboard — then 
searched for the bell — 'but, finding none, he 
made all sorts of strange noises. The land- 
lady rose, and, conceiving robbers to have 
broken into the stranger's room, came and 
demanded the cause of the disturbance. 

" Madam," said Ferdinand, ** is there no 
possibility of inspecting the books in the 
cupboard — where is the key ?'* " Alack, 
sir," rejoined the landlady, " What is there 
that thus disturbs you in the sight of those 
books ? Let me shut the closet door and 
take away the key of it, and you will then 
sleep in peace." "Sleep in peace/** re- 
sumed Ferdinand — " sleep in wretchedness, 
you mean ! I can have no peace unless you 
indulge me with the key of the book-case. 
To whom do such gems belong ?" '* Sir, 
they are not stolen goods." ** Madam, I 
ask pardon — I did not mean to question 
their being honest property — but" — " Sir, 
they are not mine nor my husband's." 
" Who, madam, who is the lucky owner ?" 

" An elderly gentleman of the name of 

Sir, I am not at liberty to mention his name 
— but they belong to an elderly gentleman." 
" Will he part with them — where does he 
live ? Can you introduce me to him ?" 
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The good woman soon answered all Ferdin- 
and's rapid queries, but the result was by no 
means satisfactory to him. 

He learnt that these uncommonly scarce 
and precious volumes belonged to an ancient 
gentleman, whose name was studiously con- 
cealed ; but who was in the habit of coming 
once or twice a week, during the autumn, 
to smoke his pipe, and lounge over his books: 
sometimes making extracts from them, and 
sometimes making observations in the mar- 
gin with a pencil. Whenever a very curious 
passage occurred, he would take out a small 
memorandum book, and put on a large pair 
of tortoise-shell spectacles, with powerful 
magnifying glasses, in order to insert this 
passage with particular care and neatness. 
He usually concluded his evening's amuse- 
ments by sleeping in the very bed in which 
Ferdinand had been lying. 

Such intelligence only sharpened the cu- 
riosity, and increased the restlessness, of 



poor Ferdinand. He retired to this sad 
bibliomaniacal bed, but not to repose. The 
morning sun-beams, which irradiated the 
book-case with complete effect, shone upon 
his pallid countenance and thoughtful brow. 
He rose at five : walked in the meadows till 
seven ; returned and breakfasted — stole up 
stairs to take a farewell peep at his beloved 
Morte d* Arthur — sighed *' three times and 
more " — paid his reckoning ; apologised for 
the night's adventure ; told the landlady he 
would shortly come and visit her again, and 
try to pay his respects to the anonymous old 
gentleman. " Meanwhile," said he, ** I will 
leave no bookseller's shop in the neighbor- 
hood unvisited, 'till I gain intelligence of 
his name and character." The landlady 
eyed him steadily ; took a pinch of snuff 
with a significant air ; and, returning, with 
a smile of triumph, to her kFtchen, thanked 
her stars that she had got rid of such a mad- 
man.

LIBRARIES, HISTORICAL SOCIETIES, ETC. 

The Virginia Historical and Philosophical Society 
has been reorganized. 

A Historical Society has been organized at Joliet, 
III. 

The Librarian of Congress reports that on Decem- 
ber I there were 185,217 volumes on hand, exclusive 
of pamphlets and periodicals unbound ; 26,936 
volumes belong to the law department; 11,161 
volumes were added during the year, as follows : 
From purchases, 6,180 volumes; from copyright, 
1,831 ; from deposit by the Smithsonian Institute, 
1,879; from presentation, 714; from exchanges, 
648. 

Mr. Spofford, the Librarian of Congress, said, in 
his recent address before the Social Science Associa- 
tion, of the private libraries of this country, that, | 
taken as a whole, they " very far outrun the public 
ones in their aggregate of volumes, while, in respect 
of rare and costly books, there are multitudes of 
works in private hands of which no public library 
possesses a copy.** And he added that *^ in no 
country are there found more numerous and more 
liberal collections of private libraries than in the 



United States.*' This peculiarly honorable and 
gratifying fact is rendered still more so by this other : 
that the •' manifest destiny ** of such libraries is to 
be bequeathed at length to the public. The Bow- 
ditch, Parker, and Ticknor collections of the Boston 
Public Library are instances in point which have 
hitherto been wanting in New York, but, we arc 
glad to announce, will be so no longer. Last week 
it was made known that Mr. James Lenox, whose 
private library is probably the finest in America, is 
about to bestow it upon the city as a free gift, to- 
gether with a building fit to contain it, which will 
be erected opposite the Central Park (would it were 
truly central for this purpose). We believe that less 
is known of Mr. Lenox*s collection than of any 
other large private library in the country, but it has 
the reputation of being especially strong in Bibles, 
Shakespeareana, and Americana. We trust that his 
example secures for us a similar endowment from 
Mr. Lenox*s rivals in book-collecting — some nearly 
his equals — and that the practices of the Astor 
Library will be carefully avoided in the new institu- 
tion. — Nation. 

The increase of the Boston Public Library during 
the year has been 8,689 volumes, and the wbole 
number is now 153,000 volumes. 
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Perhaps its Public Library does not approach in 
the richness of one, at least, of Philadelphia col- 
lections, the musical library of Mr. Joseph Drexel, 
of Philadelphia, of which a catalogue has just been 
printed, containing fifteen hundred numbers, which 
represent almost twice as many volumes. This is 
said to be surpassed only by the British Museum 
and the Leipzig libraries. — Nation. 

The Congregational Library, Boston, is very rich 
in early New England civil and ecclesiastical history. 

In reference to an old Bible in the New Bedford 
Library, the Standard of that city says : *' It was 
published in 1610 —the year before our common 
version. King James's Bible, was published. This 
old Bible is what is called the Genevan Bible, which 
it based on the translation made by Coverdale in 
1535. This Bible contains the Apocrypha, a cate- 
chism, and Sternbold and Hopkins^s version of the 
Psalms, with music to many of them, and if it were 
in a better state of preservation would be a curiosity 
worth having.'* 

The large and excellent library of the late John 
Schultze, Minister of Public Instruction in Russia, 
comprising 20,000 volumes, has been secured to the 
Northwestern University, Evanston, 111., through the 
munificence of Luther L. Greenleaf, Esq., of that I 
place The library "was purchased at a cost of \ 
$40,000, and is to be known as the Greenleaf 
Library. 

A public library is to be established in Holyoke, 
Mass. Mr. J. C. Parsons has made the generous , 
offer of $20,000 ($5,000 for himself and $15,000 1 
for the Parsons Paper Company), to purchase land 
and erect a library building, provided a like sum is | 
raised to furnish it with books. Sec. This amount 
has been pledged. The Holyoke Water- Power 
Company will probably gi»e the land. 

The new library building at St. Johnsbury, Vt., is 
the most costly public building in the State, with 
the exception of the Capitol. Together with the 
library, it it the gift of the Messrs. Fairbanks, of that 
village. 

The burning of the library of Otterbein University, 
at Wetterville, Ohio, renders it probable that one of 
the very rtluAblefac-simi/e copies of Tischendorf's 
Codex Sinaiticus was consumed. It will be recol- 
lected that soon after Tischendorf s discovery of the 
very old manuscript of the New Testament bearing 
tbe above name, the Russian government issued 
»ome /ac-simi/es at great expense. These were spar- 
ingly distributed anv>ng the great libraries and insti- 
tutions of learning, only a very few coming to this 
country. On hearing of the work, some of the 
Otterbein £iculty sent a letter to St. Petersburg 
asking the gift of a copy. The imperial government 
was obliging enough to return a favorable answer, 
and the shelves of Otterbein were graced by the 
treasure. At before said, it is to be feared it has 
now perished, leaving the admonition that such 
rarities should be kept in none but fire-proof build- 
ings. 

Some miscreant recently wantonly ruined four 
Tftluable paintings in the rooms of the San Francisco 
Mercantile Library Association by cutting them with 
a knife. 



Mr. Wilson G. Hunt has presented to the Mer- 
cantile Library Association of this city a half-length 
portrait of President Grant. Mr. N. B. Katie, tbe 
artist, was favored with several sittings, and the 
portrait is considered an excellent likeness. 

A Normal Historical Society has lately been 
founded. Its first publication will be the Chronicle 
of Robert of Mont Saint Michel, under the editor- 
ship of M. Delisle of the Institute, and that of Pierre 
Cochon, a notary of Rouen, who died in 1456. 

A Sociit^ de PHistoire de PArt Francois hat just 
been founded. Its object is to prepare the materials 
for a history of French Art, which will be done in 
two wayi : (i) by the publication by subscription of 
the members, one or more volumes of unedited doc- 
uments-.or rare papers relating to French Artists ; and 
(2) by providing for works published at the author's 
expense a greater publicity, and the authority and 
control of men of special knowledge. The subscrip- 
tion is 15 francs: and at least one volume it to 
come out yearly. Application to be made to the 
OfBceof the Gaiutte des Beaux Arts, 55 Rue Vivi- 
enne. 

The collection of the Louvre has been recently 
enriched by the valuable bequest of the late M. 
Lacaze, an amiable and eccentric millionaire long 
well known in the artistic circles of Paris. The 
strength of his collection lay in pictures of the Dutch 
and Flemish schools, and of the French pastoral 
school of the last century. 

A museum of the works of the celebrated sculptor 
Rietschel, the most important of which are the 
property of the State, has been recently organized and 
opened in Dresden, under the superintendence of 
Professor Hettner. 

A set of electrotype reproductions of the regalia in 
the Tower has been added to the South Court of the 
South Kensington Museum. In the North Court 
has also been placed a cast from the shrine of St. 
Peter Martyr, the masterpiece of Balduccio, of Pisa, 
the pupil of Andrea Pisano. 

Mr. Bensly, Sub-Librarian of the Cambridge 
University Library, will publish shortly the Syriac 
version of the Fourth Book of Maccabees. 

The Trustees of the British Museum have ap- 
pointed Mr. Wm. B. Rye, Senior Assistant Keeper 
of Printed Books, to the Keepership of his depart- 
ment, in the place of the late Thomas Watts. 

A collection of over 1,100 Chinese books hat been 
given to the British Museum. 

Ch'nese literature has met with a serious loss in 
the destruction by fire of a wing of the Emperor of 
China's palace, which contained stores of books and 
of blocks for book- printing. 

The imperial public library at St. Petersburg has 
recently published iu report for 1868 in a volume of 
250 pages, chiefly devoted to the description of the 
rare and important collection of manuscripts it ac- 
quired, the most remarkable being the well-known 
**Sinaitic Codex.*' The printed book department 
was increased by 13,684 volumes. The reading 
room was used by 73,202 readers, and 240,811 
books were consulted. 
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Mr. Hawkins*! famoui collection of ladrical prints 
and drawings in the British Museum are to be re- 
catalogued, with a number of additional references 
to and descriptions of points and drawings of a simi- 
lar nature in other collections at the Museum. 

The neat Historical Volumt of the Third Presby- 
terian Church 0/ Pittsburg contains engravings of the 
model building which hospitably entertained both 
American Board and New School Assembly this fall. 

The Smithsonian Institute has published a descrip- 
tive list of the Smithsonian Publications, to be had on 
application to the librarian of the institute, at Wash- 
ington. 

The Military History of Pennsylvania when com- 
pleted, will embrace four large octavo volumes, in 
which the name of every Pennsylvania volunteer 
will have its appropriate place. Two of these vol- 
umes are already completed, in a manner highly 
crediuble to the Commonwealth. The third is 
radidly progressing. 

Lee and Shepard will have ready The Biographical 
Annals of Williams College early in the year. It will 
be a 500 page octavo, with numerous engravings. 

The *< Ann Us of the Colonial (Episcopal) Church 
in the United States'' are being written by Dr. Perry, 
in eighteen volumes, of which the Brst is in press. 
Only 250 copies will be printed. 

Copies of the third volume' of Backus* History of 
the BaptistSy which it is now proposed to reprint, have 
been so scarce as to have sold for $80. 

The valuable and correct meteorological journal 
kept by the late Professor Cleveland, of Bowdoin 
College, from 1806 to 1858, inclusive, has been 
published by the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington. 

Colonel Guy V. Henry's new work, which Carleton 
publishes this week, entitled '* A Military Record of 
Civilian Appointments in the United States Army,** 
is the largest record of military names ever printed. 

The Historical Magazine for January contains a 
portrait and biographical sketch of the Librarian of 
the Historical Society, Mr. George H. Moore, and a 
singularly rich collection of historical waifs and 
strays, most of them of interest and several of con- 
siderable value. Among the curiosities are an oration 
on Washington's birth-day, delivered by the Rev. 
William Bentley, D.D., at Salem in 1793, and a 
'* Journal of a Tour through the Eastern States, 
1796, by Thomas Chapman, Esq.,'' now first printed. 
The Hon. J. R. Bartlett begins a series of papers on 
the *' Naval History of Rhode Island." 

M. Boutaric, the historian of Philippe le Bel, has 
in the press a History of Alphonse de Poitiers, 
brother of Louis IX. and Count of Toulouse. The 
documents on which the work is based are preserved 
in the Imperial archives, and will render the biogra- 
phy of Alphonse more trustworthy than that of any 
other prince of the time. 

The Acts of the Ecumenical Council are to bfc 
commemorated in a history, which it to be publbhed 
in six magnificent folio volumes, in a most luxurious 
style. 



TENNYSON. 

Tennyson*s new volume. The Holy Grail and Other 
Poems, promises to have an enormous sale in England. 
Seventeen thousand copies of the work were sub- 
scribed for at Messrs. Strahan 8c Co*s trade sale, and 
the retail publishers are said to have filed orders for 
thirty thousand copies. In Boston, Messrs Fields, 
Osgood 8c Co. already announce the twentieth thou- 
sand. It is published in three forms — as a i6mo in 
cloth, $1 ; as a iimo in paper, twenty-five cents; 
and again as a 1 6mo, ten cents. 

J. E. Tilton 8c Co., of Boston, are in the field 
with a second opposition edition of Tennyson's new 
poem. 

A new edition of Tennyson, now in press in Lon- 
don, will contaih a portrait of Arthur Haliam — the 
first ever published. 

Harper's new edition of Tennyson's Poems has 
been received with unexampled favor. The first 
edition was exhausted within a few days after its 
appearance. In size it is an octavo, and published 
both in paper covers, at fifty cents, or in cloth at one 
dollar. 

*• Sir Balin lx Savagx.** — Perhaps for one reason 
or another the readers of Tennyson's new volume 
may wish to go back to Sir Thomas Malory, whose 
book of '<The Historic of King Arthur** will be 
found easy and pleasant reading by many who do and 
a great many who do not care for the * Idyls of the 
King.** It charms the mind to indolence and with- 
draws it from the realities of life ; and this worst n 
not so very bad ; a bold man might say that it is 
even a good thing that can be said about it that it 
takes the imagination millions of miles away from 
the life immediately surrounding us and give the 
mind a play-day. Not all the romances used by Sir 
Thomas in making his delightful compilation have 
been saved from destruction, and one ** Sir Balin le 
Savage,** has been hunted for high and low by the 
students of Arthurian legendary lore. We learn that 
it has just been found in Paris, and has been secured 
for England by a wealthy collector. — Nation. 

Public Opinion says that a fi-agment of about eight 
hundred lines of an early History of the Holy Grail ^ 
in alliterative verse, has been found in the Vernon 
MS. in the Bodleian. 

Speaking of The Holy Grail^ the London Examiner 
says : "Mr. Tennyson is distinctively the poet of 
sadness } and his present poem is the very saddest 
thing he has ever written. The Holy Grail might 
have been called the History of an Enthusiasna by a 
sympathetic unbeliever.'* 

Among the " things not generally known,** tays 
a Birmingham paper, is that Tennyson, the poet 
laureate, numbers among his chosen friends a Black 
country puddler. This puddler is no unfrequcnt 
guest of Faringford, and he is presented by the poet 
with each of his volumes as they appear. The 
* puddler is a poet toO) and his effusions have elicited 
the laureate^s high praise, but hitherto not a line has 
seen the light. — Tribune, 

An enterprising publisher advertises Chambers' 
Ency. as containing an account of the Holy Grmih 
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Mr. Towle we find again in Hours at Home, to 
which he contributes several pages from an autograph ' 
book, for which it seems he has made a good-sized i 
collection — some of the letters having been bought 
by him or otherwise obtained from third persons, 
and some having been given him by the writers 
themselves. Victor Hugo, having been applied to, 
puts his name to this characteristic mixture of big 
sentiments and defective English: 

*' De tout mon cceur, Monsieur 
et cher concitoyen de la 
republique universelle, et recevez 
mon cordial shake hand." 

John Adams figures as the writer of a sensible letter 
to President Madison. The President very much 
feared a charge of nepotism, and though he wished 
to give an office to the Hon. Richard Cutts, of Mass- 
achusetts, was afraid to do so because Mr. Cutts had 
become a connection of his by marriage. *' I hope 
yea will excuse me, sir/' says the solid-headed and 
downright Adams, *' if I take the liberty to express 
my opinion of the Justice and Prudence of this 
Brinciple.

Merit, Talents, Integrity, Qualities, 
Qualificacions. have claims on the Nation and the 
Nation has claims upon them, which ought not to 
be overruled upon any such personal considerations.''

The author of " Fair Harvard *' u a New York 
lawyer, originally a Bostonian. He urges as his 
plea, in the preface to his book, for placing it before 
the public, that his friends condemned the manu- 
script and advised him to throw it into the North 
River. " Cyril Rivers," published at the same time, 
u said to be a Yale College story.

Thirty-two thousand florins have been subscribed 
for a monument to Schiller in Vienna. 

Paniel Defoe is to have a monument, the funds 
for which are to be raised by a sixpenny subscription 
among the children in England. The Ttibune very 
properly suggests that the children oi the United 
States would, no doubt, be glad to cooperate in this 
tardy honor to the memory of one of the most widely 
known authors in the world. 

Louis Kossuth is engaged in writing his aotobiog- 
raphy, which will simultaneously be published in six 
languages. 

In England the Blackwoods are commencing a 
series of classics, Bell U Daldy a series of noted Ger- 
man dramas, with notes, and Arber a series of old 
English reprints. 

The young Grand Duke of Tuscany has written a 
great scientific work on the Antilles, which has been 
sent, magnificently printed, to the courts of Europe. 
The work will not appear in the bookstores, as the 
price of a single copy, with the maps, is two hundred 
and fifty dollars. The Grand Duke, who lives with 
his court-master, Herr von Sporza, in Prague, has 
forsaken society and occupies his whole time in study.

The Marchioness Compana, an Italian literary 
woman, is about to publish a very extensive work on 
the Stuarts at St- Germains, which will comprise the 
substance of a large quantity of hitherto unpublbhed 
papers on the subject. 

« Phiz** (Mr. Hablot K. Browne), who iUustrated 
Dickens's earliest novel, is going to illustrate his 
latest. 

Two hitherto unpublished plays by Thomas Hood, 
entitled respectively, ** Tork and Lancautfy* and 
*'£«i/ and Found^' (the latter a fragment), are 
announced to appear in one volume, with some other 
poems of the author, and illustrations by Leech, 
Cruikshank, and Mr. Harvey. 

Geoscb Cbuikshank in his Old Acs — The 
present generation (says the London Daily News) is 
under some danger of overlooking a veteran artist of 
whom we now but seldom hear, though his invention 
is still active, and his executive skill not yet impaired 
by years of service. Old people recollect having been 
amused or instructed by the works of George Cruik- 
shank more than fifty years ago ; and middle>aged 
men recall with delight the illustrated books of their 
boyish days, in which the pencil of this admirable 
humorist and picturesque draughtsman was the most 
vairied in its productions, the richest and most char- 
acteristic in its style, of any artists of that rime. But 
the young men of co-day know little of Cruikshank, 
and perhaps are hardly aware that he still lives 
among us, and is occasionally to be heard of, not 
only as a bookseller, but as a painter. To all such 
the republication of two of his best works — the Om- 
nibus and the Table Book — will come like the revela- 
tion of a species of drawing different from any that 
now exists 

George Cruikshank u the product of a school of 
comic art founded many years ago by Gillray, Row- 
landson and others, and, though in many respects he 
has advanced far beyond those celebrated men, he 
yet retains some obvious traces of their influence. 
He is now, we believe, in his seventy- eighth year, 
and he began his working life quite early in the 
present century, before he was out of his teens. The 
Omnibus and the Table Book^ however, belong to a 
much later period — the one to 1841, the other to 
1845, when the artist was in the full maturity of his 
powers. Both works contain extraordinary specimens 
of humor, fancy and picturesqueness ; knowledge of 
li^'e the most varied, and invention the most prodigal, 
singular and grotesque. 

Messn. Bell tc Daldy are about to publish a col- 
lective edition of the works of George Cruikshank, 
with a descriptive catalogue of his etchings and 
drawings.

He is 
said lately to have earned £10,000 a year. 



The Spalding Club has just been dissolved, having 
in the course of thirty years published all the monu- 
ments of the Northeast of Scotland. 

The Exeter Gasutte publishes from Guildhall 
MSS. the secret history of the execution of John 
Bonnefaut for treason in 1539. It seems he had 
been talking of prophecies against Henry VIII. with 
two friends : as this might be considered treasonable, 
and Bonnefaut was a lawyer, his fi lends determined 
to denounce him before he denounced them. 

« Galileo*s Private Life,** compiled from his cor- 
respondence and that of his eldest daughter. Sister 
Marie Celeste, is announced by Macmillan & Co., 
London. 

Alpred the Great. — The story of the good and 
great King Al fired can never be told too often ; but 
when it is told by Tom Hughes, who wrote ** Tom 
Brown's School Days,** we may all be glad to read 
it over again. Messrs. Macmillan Se Company have 
presented Tom Hughes*s carefully written account of 
the English monarch in a most attractive form, and 
the volume is likely to meet with as much favor in 
the United States as in Great Britain. 

A letter from Goethe was recently found among 
the papers of the publisher Vieweg, which ran as 
follows : " I send you a manuscript in a sealed cover. 
If Herr Vieweg will not pay 200 Friedrichs d*or for 
it he will have the goodness to return the packet 
without unsealing it.** The enclosure turned out to 
be no les» a work than ** Hermann and Dorothea.** 

The Journal Officiel announces that volumes '31 
and 32 of the Correspondence of Napoleon L are now 
ready for delivery. These complete the work. 

11 is estimated that, in the course of the last two 
year(, upward of five hundred thousand volumes and 
pamphlets of anti-B^napartistic writings, such as 
Rogeard*s books, etc., have been clandestinely circu- 
lated in France. Three or four hundred peddlers in 
all parts of the country do a very profitable business 
in this kind of literature. 

The '* Autobiography of Flora McDonald, the 
Preserver of Prince Charles Edward Stuart," which 
was announced as an important trouvaille from an 
old family record chest, turns out to be a mere clumsy 
piece of book-making by the heroine*s grand-daugh- 
ter. 

The third number of TAe Academy (December 11) 
contains a letter of Sir Isaac Newton which has 
never been printed, though Sir David Brewster knew 
of its existence and made an unsuccessful attempt to 
find it when be was writing his life of Newton. It 
is addressed to the Rev. Dr. John North, Master of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and is a discussion of 
the ** Philosophical Essay of Musick,** written by 
Ltird Keeper Guilford (Francis North), a.relative of 
Dr. John North. The letter is accompanied by a 
diagram. It was discovered among some family 
papers by a descendant of the gentleman to whom it 
was addressed, and there seems to be no reasonable 
doubt of its authenticity. 

Berthold Auerbach wants $75,000, it is said, ffn 
the general copyright of his new novel. 
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Book Publishing and Bibliography in Russia. 
—The Maga%infur die Literatur des Auslandes has 
the following interesting paragraphs : 

"The Russian book trade is still in a very prlmi- 
' tive condition. Credit and mutual confidence are 
wanting. * First the money, and then the goods,* 
is the Russian publisher's motto. The. publisher is 
also despotic. 'He will not deliver three, five or six 
copies; at least ten, twenty or twenty-five copies 
must be drawn at one time. Works are never sent 
to the trade on commission ; and the Russian one- 
sided mode of doing business prevents a development 
of intellectual life. The Russian publishing trade is 
confined almost exclusively to St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, and it is an * event * when a good book is 
published in Kiew, Charkov, Odessa or Kasan. The 
Average expCNtation of books from Russia amounts 
to about 120,000 silver rubles, and the Importation 
to about half a million rubles. In the year 1868 the 
importation of books reached the exceptionaiiy large 
sum of 1.101,000 silver rubles. Of this sum Ger- 
•many sent 800,000 rubles* worth of books, France 
260,000 rubles. This sudden increase of importation 
was also accompanied by a corresponding decrease of 
the sale of Russian works. There are 413 book- 
stores in Russia. 

'* A consequence of the low condition of the Rus- 
sian book trade and the inactivity of scientific life 
u the lack of an exact bibliography. There had 
been some bibliographical efforts made in the course 
of the present century, but they are not to be com- 
pared to the thorough works of Kaiser, Heinrichs, 
Kirchhoif. Grasse, Engelmann and others. From 
i8zo to 1830 Smirdin and Krascheninikov published 
• really good catalogues of a pretty important Russian 
leading library, which also included scientific works, 
and in which nearly all the most important Russian 
.literature is registered. Then came a long pause 
until i860 From this date till 1867 tht Biblio- 
graphical Messenger {Knischni H^estnik) apffeared 
semi-monthly, edited first by Senkowsky, and later 
by Rostowzew. in St. Petersburg. It met the most 
pressing needs of the Russian book trade, and in a 
certain degree gave accurate information about new 
literature. This publication, nevertheless, was dis- 
continued firom lack of support in 1867, having only 
an edition of five hundred copies. 

** Privy Councillor A. N. Strugowschtschikov has 
lately announced a great undertaking, to the fulfil- 
ment of which the Russian literary world looks 
anxiously forward, namely, a monthly review. It is 
to be called the Biblicgrapher^ and will appear in 
m-mthly numbers of from eight to ten sheets each, 
and the price will be between seven and eight rubles 
yearly. Its programme is: (i) Bibliographical no- 
tices of Russian books ; (2) the same of foreign 
books; (3) of the Russian periodical works; (4) 
complete record of all new Russian and foreign books, 
as well at periodical works, with short remarks ; (5) 
general information about the book trade. Whether 
the undertaking will meet the demands of the times 
remains yet to be seen. 



Nothing bores the Emperor Napoleon so much as 
poetry. He fell asleep twice at a recent entertain- 
ment at Compiegne, where an author recited a long 
poem, and was as uncomfortable as was Grant at the 
Peace Jubilee. 



S TBEXT Songs in Paris. — An English paper says : 
*' No less than 27,000 penny song-books are sold 
every day throughout France. What is still more 
surprising is the immense number of persons engaged 
in the trade. It is the custom for a man or a family 
of beggars to procure the song-books and tramp the 
whole country round, singing the songs in them. 
This attracts attention, and then they sell the little 
books. The singers in France number about 
800,000. They may be divided into three great 
orders : those at fixed posts, the tramps who wander 
about and sing in the streets, and those who frequent 
the low eating-houses. The song-book which has 
sold the most is one containing the Femme a barbe 
which Theresa made notorious. This song, however, 
is of German origin.** 

A collection of curious old pictures, books and 
manuscripts, accumulated by the families of Oxendcn 
and Warley during the last five hundred years, was 
' aold by auction at Canterbury, England, on the 4th 
ult. Among the Iocs were a portrait of Vincentiut 
Denne, of Wenderton, 1640, by Jansen, which was 
sold for £11. Portraits of Hester Brickenden, wife 
of John Warley, and of her husband, by Sir G. 
Kneller, 1710, sold for £12. 

Lord Lytton's Three Act Comedy in Rhyme, 
entitled " Walpole ; or^ Every Man has kit Price, is 
a very slight dramatic colloquy, carelessly written, 
and not at all calculated for representation on the 
stage. 

Sir Henry Bulwer (elder brother of Lord Lytton) 
is preparing a second series of his Public Characters. 
It will contain sketches of Lord Brougham, Sir Rob* 
ert Peel, and General Lafayette. 

We understand that Mr. TwistIeton*t book on 
the Handwriting of yunius will mainly differ from 
other attempts of the same kind : (i) in the larger 
number of the facsimiles published; and (2). in the 
" objective '* proo6, i.e. in an exhaustive statement 
of the reasons which have led Mr, Chabdt to hit 
opinion. — Academy. 

M. Paul Viollet is about to bring out a series of 
extracts from works composed by kings and princes 
of the royal family of France, after the manner of 
Horace Walpole's Catalogue of Royal and Noble Am- 
thors. It is to be called Les (Euvres Ckritienmes det 
Rois de France, 

A French History of German Literature is about 
to appear from the pen of M. Heinrichs, Professor 
at Lyons. 

The Rev. D. Silvan Evans is about to bring out 
a Dictionary of the H^elsh Language^ compiled from 
original sources. Besides the printed books and 
MSS. which are accessible to all, the author has 
made use of the unrivalled collection of MSS. pre- 
served at Peniarth, and formerly known as the 
Hengwrt Library. 

M. Francois Gamier is about to publish under the 
auspices of the Ministre de la Marine, a narrative of 
the French Expedition from the mouth of the Cam- 
bodia. River to the Yang-tsse-Kiang. The work 
will be brought out by Hatchette and Co., and well 
illustrated with engravings, photographs and maps. 
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ORIENTAL LITERATURB. 

A new work. Tie Roticruciant^ by Mr. Hargrave 
Jennings, author of the "Indian Religions j or, 
Results of the Mysterious Buddhism/' will soon be 
published. This book will contain upwards of three 
hundred engravings of Hermetic subjects, expressly 
collected for this publication. The book will give a 
serious view of the occult system of the renowned 
Brothers of the Rosy-Cross, otherwise the Alchemists 
and ^' lUuminati/' drawn, for the first time, from 
the Latin writings of Robertus de Fluctibus (Robert 
Flood or Fludd). 

We learn from the Atkenseum that Dr. Leitner of 
Lahore has arrived in London with valuable collec- 
tions firom Tibet, the Dard Country, and High Asia, 
and accompanied by a native of Yarkand, the capital 
of Chinese Turkestan. The collections contain rare 
Tibetan MSS., coins, drawings, inscriptions, and 
various curiosities, together with vocabularies of new 
dialects, local songs and legends, &c. ** Dr. Leitner 
considers that he has identified the prototype of Sans- 
krit in the languages of High Asia. It b his inten- 
tion to communicate his ethnological results at an 
early day to the Ethnological Society.'* — Academy, 

A list of books for the comparative study of the 
science of religion, which becomes also a help to 
comparative mythology, has been formed by Messrs. 
Trubner. It already includes Vedism, Hinduism, 
Zoroastrianism, Buddhism, Confucianism, Tanism, 
Mohammedanism, and the mythologies of South 
Afnca and the American Indians. 



NEW KINDS OF PAPER AND INK. 

A German has discovered a new kind of printing 
ink, superior to any now in use. The essential part 
•f the discovery is that, by a peculiar process, the ink 
can be entirely removed firom the surface of the 
paper at a cost of 50 cents for every hundred pounds 
of printed paper, and the material is then ready for 
use again. 

A new kind of paper, specially adapted for various 
kinds of clothing, has been invented in England. 
Both animal and vegetable materials are employed in 
its production, the former being New-Zealand flax, 
jote, hemp, and cotton, and the latter wool, silk, 
skins, etc. These matters are reduced to a pulp and 
bleached, and then felted in appropriate machinery. 
The mixture of these materials gives a paper of 
extraordinary pliancy, flexibility and strength, which 
may be sewn together as' easily u woven fabrics, and 
makes as strong a seam. A very good imitation of 
leather is made of it, of which furniture coverings 
and even shoes may be made. The last may be 
waterproof by the introduction of oils and India- 
robber.

Mr. Calhoun once 
remarked that he had seen the time when the narives 
of Connecticut, including the graduates of Yale, 
wanted but five of making a majority in Congress. 
De Tocqueville, at a Paris dinner, once said : ** Con* 
nect de coot, de little yellow spot on de map, dat 
make de clock peddler, de schoolmaster and de 
Senator. De first give you de time, de second tell 
you what to do with him, and de third make you 
law and civilixarion. Ah ! gentlemen, dat leetle 
State you call Connect de coot is one very great 
miracle to me.'* — Evening Mail,

bbok, *• Her Majesty**' Tower,** that the influence 
of Sir Walter Raleigh upon this conrinent is so great 
that *'the beautiful capital of a chivalrous nation 
bears his name.'* 
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CARDINAL ANGELO MAI, AND THE AMBROSIAN 
LIBRARY, MILAN. 

(From NoTKs and Quekiks.) 

I believe I am correct in stating that this 
celebrated and most valuable library owes 
its existence entirely to the munificence of 
Cardinal Federigo Borromeo, nephew of the 
great St. Charles, and his successor in the 
see of Milan. This illustrious prelate — 
who seems to have inherited the virtues if 
not the talents of his uncle — began to collect 
books and MSS. when he was a student at 
Rome. He enlarged his plan as he advanced 
in age and dignities ; and, when at length 
he was raised to the archbishopric, he sent 
learned men all over the world to purchase 
manuscripts, or to have them carefully cop- 
ied. The literary wealth of the famous 
monastery of Bobbio was divided between 
the Vatican and Ambrosian libraries. Car- 
dinal Federigo Borromeo founded the Am- 
brosian College, and appointed sixteen doc- 
tors to teach all the fine arts and sciences 
gratuitously : to this noble establishment he 
joined the Ambrosian Library, and opened 
it to the public under the title of " Bibli- 
otheca Ambrosiana." It is said to contain 
more than 40,000 volumes and 15,000 MSS. 
Amongst these manuscripts, the most valua- 
ble in aifording help towards the recovery 
and correction of the remains of Origenfs 
Hexapla is the " Codex Syro- Hexaplaris 
Ambrosiano-Mediolancnsis,"* of which the 
Rev. F. Field, M.A., has made such good 
use in his learned work entitled — 

*' Origenis Hexaplorum quae supenant ; iitc 
Veterum Interpretum Graecorum in toCum Vetus 
Testamentum Fragmcnta." — Tomi ii. Fasciculus i. 
— II., Oxonii, 1867-68. 

The Rev. Alban Butler, who inspected 
the library in the last century, mentions as 
one of the curiosities amongst the manu- 
scripts all the MS. sermons of St. Charles 
Borromeo, a very ancient Pliny, and a fine 
MS. in Greek of the works of St. Gregory 
Nazianzen ( Travels through France and 
Italy, Scc.y during the Years 1745 and 
1746, by the late Rev. Alban Butler, Lon- 
don, 1803.) 'T'hc Rev. John C. Eustace, 
as well as Alban Butler, mentions that the 
most valuable treasure in the library was a 
manuscript collection, in 1 2 vols, folio, of

various works of Leonardo da Vinci, con- 
sisting of drawings, designs, &c. These had 
been presented to the library by a citizen 
of the name of Galeas Arconati, who gen- 
erously refused vast sums for this precious 
deposit. To secure its possession to his 
country, he consigned it to the Ambrosian 
Library, as to an inviolable sanctuary (sec 
Eustace's Tour, Sec, p. 29, ed. London, 
1815.) The reverend gentleman states that 
this collection was torn from the Milanese 
by the French, "and sent off, tost and jum- 
bled in the common mass of plunder, to 

Paris"t (p. 30). 

When Mai was ordered by Napoleon L 

te return to his native province, he came to 
Milan, accompanied by his tutor Luigi Moz- 
zi. Mai, who at this time was only a priest, 
had been previously continuing his studies in 
Naples, Rome and Orvieto, under the tui- 
tion of-the Rev. Fathers Manero and Mon- 
chaca, Spanish ex-Jesuits. After a lime 
Mozzi, Fully aware of the wonderful gifts 
and powers of his beloved pupil, had him 
named a doctor of the Ambrosian Library. 
Here I must quote the wor^s of Cardinal 
Wiseman respecting the glorious discoveries 
of ancient authors made in this mine of un- 
explored MSS. by Mai, with whom his late 
Eminence was so intimate. I believe no 
complete biography of Cardinal Mai has yet 
been published in English. But Cardinal 
Wiseman gives a very interesting sketch of 
his esteemed friend in a work entitled ReC' 
ollections of the Last Four Popes, and of 
Rome in their Times (London, Hurst & 
j Blackett). Cardinal Mai was raised to the 
purple by Pope Gregory XVL At chap. v. 
P* 303, his Eminence thus speaks of the 
labours and wonderful discoveries of Mai in 
the Ambrosian Library : — 

'* He found in the Milanese Library an unexplored 
mine. No doubt its manuscripts had been catalogued, 
perhaps described, and that accurately. But those 
who had preceded him had only cultivated the upper 
soil in this literary field. They had not discovered 
the exuberantly precious * Royalties' which lay hid> 
den beneath the surface. Under the letter of the 
writing, there slumbered a spirit which had long lain 
there spell-bound, awaiting a master-magidan to 
free it : a spirit of poetry sometimes, sometimes of 
eloquence ; a muse of history, a genius of philoso- 
phy, a sprite of merest unsubstantial elegance. To 
drop figures, the peculiarity of Mai*s wonderful dis- 
covery consisted in the reading of manuscripts twice- 
written ; or, as they are more scientifically called^ 



t It is to be hoped that these treasures have 
returned by the French government. 
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Palimpsests. A book, for instance, may have been 
▼ery properly catalogued at containing the Commen- 
taries or Sermons of some abbot of the eleventh or 
twelfth century — works of which there may be sev- 
eral other transcripts in the library. Edited or not, 
it is improbable that the volume has been, or will be, 
looked into during a generation. But the lens-like 
eye of a Don Angelo peers into it, and it becomes a 
treasure-trove. The writer of the middle-ages had 
taken down from the shelves a work which he con- 
sidered of small value — perhaps there were duplicates 
of it some letters for instance of a heathen emperor 
to his tutor — and had scrubbed, as he thought, the 
parchment clean both of its inky and of its moral 
denigration ; and then had written over it the re- 
cent production of some fovourite author. It is this 
under-writing that Mai scanned with a sagacious eye ; 
perhaps it was like the lines of a re-painted canvas, 
which in course of time come through the more 
evanescent tints superadded — a leg or arm cropping 
oat through the mouth of an impassioned head, by 
the second artist ; and he could trace dearly the large 
forms of uncial letters of the fourth or fifth century, 
sprawling through two lines of neatly-written brevier. 

"Ingenuity, patience, learning,- and immense per- 
severance were requisite for the process. Often only 
unconnected passages were found ; half a sentence 
in one page, which the text did not continue, but 
the rest of which might perhaps be found in another 
manuscript, three hundred numbers off. Sometimes 
portions of various works were jumbled together 
under one later production, upside down, back to 
back, like shuffled cards ; while perhaps not pne 
page contained the 'Incipit,* or the ' Explicit felic- 

iter, liber i, de ,* so as to give a clue to what 

these fi'agments contained. Learning^ was then in- 
deed necesaary ; for conjecture often gave the first 
intimation of what had been discovered from the 
style, or from the sentence having been fortunately 
embalmed or petrified by quotation from some later 
author. In this way did Mai labour on, looking, 
through the tangled mass of confused matsrials, 
catching up the ends of different threads and pursu- 
ing them with patient diligence, till he had drawn 
each, broken or perfect, as it happened to exist. 
After one minor publication of a translation, he be- 
gan in 1 813. and continued till 1819, to pour out 
an unintermitting stream of volumes, containing 
works, or portions of worki, lost as it was supposed 
irrecoverably. Various orations of Cicero ; the lost 
writings of Julius Frontoj unpublished letters of 
Marcus Aurelius, Antoninus Pius, Lucius Verus, and 
Appian; fragments of speeches by Aurelius Sym- 
machus ; the history of Dionysius of Halicarnassus, 
fi'om the I2th to the 20th book; inedited frag- 
ments of Philo ; ancient commentaries on Virgil ; 
two books of £usebius*s Chronicles $ the itineraries 
of Alexander and of Constantius Augustus, son of 
the Emperor Constantine ; three books of Julius 
Valerius on the actions of Alexander the Great; 
finally, the celebrated Gothic version, by Ulphilas, 
of St. Paul and other parts of Scripture. Such were 
the principal works recovered and published, with 
notes, prefaces, and translations, by this indefatigable 
scholar, in the period just mentioned, of six years. 
It was a work in which he could have little or no 
atsitunce from othen , in hct^ it was aa art exclu- 



When Mai was appointed first librarian 
in the Vatican Library, he lost no tinie in 
exploring the wider and richer field there 
offered for his cultivation. We all know 
the results, which would form an interesting 
article for readers of "N. & Q.,'* under the 
heading of "Cardinal Mai in the Vatican 
Library.** What a pity no Life of his 
Eminence, like that of Cardinal Mezzofanti 
by the Rev, Dr. Murray, President of May- 
nooth College, has as yet appeared in En- 
glish. There are, I believe, abundant ma- 
terials at hand. He died at Albano, on 
September 8, 1854, and left all his MSS. to 
the Vatican. J. Dalton. 

Norwich*. 
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Christopher Columbus is the one distinguished 
character who has no statue in Boston; and the 
Italians commorant in that city have held a meeting 
which unfortunately came to grief. First, one Signor 
put down $50} then another Signor subscribed a 
like sum ; then a third arose, and said that such 
subscriptions were absurdly small, and, moreover, 
that it was the business of the Yankees and not of 
the Italians to put up a graven image of tne world- 
seeking Genoese. The two gentlemen who had put 
down their names for half a hundred each grew 
exceedingly indignant ; great confusion ensued ; 
mutual recriminations followed, and the meeting" 
adjourned without raising any more money. 

Prince Iturbide, who considers himself the heir 
to the Mexican throne, is about to marry a rich 
heiress of Stutgard, Mdlle. de Kaufmann, who, 
before the nuptial ceremony, will embrace the 
Catholic religion. The lady is the niece of the 
Councillor of State, De Neurath, who, although a 
Protestant, is regarded as a devoted champion of the 
Ultramontanes in Wurtemburg. The prince proposes 
returning after his marriage to Mexico, in company 
with Father Fischer, who administered the last religious 
consolations to the unfortunate Emperor Maximilian. 

The Health of the Widow or Maximilian. — 
We have received some interesting information as to 
the state of the health of the Empress of Mexico. 
The widow of the unfortunate Maximilian occasion- 
ally has lucid intervals, but they are very rare. She 
resides habitually at the Chateau de Tervuereid. She 
is not permitted to take long walks in the park now, 
as on several occasions she attempted to escape from 
the persons who attend upon her. Horse-riding has 
always been one %>{ the fayorite pleasures of the 
Empress, but recently she attempted to escape on the 
horse of a soldier who had brought despatches from 
Brussels ; this recreation has, therefore, been denied 
her. She bears the restraint with great impatience, 
and occasionally gives way to fits of anger which 
border on the fury of madness. — Europeau Mail,

In the January number of your useful 
serial you say " The original manuscript of 
the * Cow Chace * and the * American 
Times,' the title of which is given further 
on, are still in existence, the former in the 
possession of Dr. Sprague, and the latter of 
Mr. T. B, Myers (?) Some doubts are 
however entertained of the genuineness of 
the Cow Chace and the other MSS." The 
manuscript of Dr. Sprague is considered an 
original, and the great experience of its 
owner in chirography makes his opinion high 
authority. Although written, as you sug- 
gest, in a smaller hand than was usual with 
Andr6, it may have been owing to the size 
of his paper (note) or the length of his 
pocjn. A man's writing varies too with his 



physical condition, the prosperity of his 
enterprizes or the condition of his purse, 
and in a moment of high health or success 
he may write currente calamo, when in 
more adverse circumstances his quill-tracks 
would be devious, cramped and uncertain. 
But although complete uniformity may not 
be expected in different specimens, there are 
characteristics in the writing as marked as 
those in the features of men, and these an 
experienced connoisseur readily detects. The 
fact that there are other papers connected 
with Andr6 in Albany, in the State Library, 
all coming from the papers of George Clin- 
ton, who lived and had connections living 
in Albanv, would tend to account for its 
being found there.

Letters of Andr^ are so rare that the 
entire number existing is known to collect- 
ors, A copy of his letter to Washington 
was seen by Dr. Emmet amongst the 
Gibbs papers — this he supposes since to 
have been the original draft. Major Gibbs 
commanded Washington's Body Guard for 
several years, and aUhougii not in that ca- 
pacity at the lime of Andri's execution, may 
have been on duty at Tapaan, and secured 
the rough draft as a memento. The letter 
is doubtless in the archives at Washing- 
ton. Tickets to the Mischianza adorn the 
splendidly illustrated copies of Sargent's 
Andr£ in the Collections of Francis S. 
Hoffman, Esq. and Dr. Emmet, and arc also 
excessively rare. Mr. Faxon, late As*'i

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Major Andre. — I write this in the library 
of F. J. Dreer, Esq., of this city, who has 
placed before me several interesting letters 
of Deborah Logan, of the family of James 
Logan, a Quaker, whose memory is held in 
grateful veneration because of his munificent 
gift of books to the Philadelphia Library. 
Among her letters is one containing the fol- 
lowing information concerning Major Andr6, 
which I offer as another contribution to the 
Bibliobolisi on the subject of that officer. 
Mrs. Logan says: 

" In conversation with the late Charles Thomson, 
Esq , at his seat at Harriton, some years before his 
decease, and whilst his mind was unimpaired by age 
and infirmity, he told me the following anecdote, 
which I here extract from my Diary for 1817.'' 

*• When Major Andre was with the British Army 
in Philadelphia during the Revolutionary War, he 
was quartered at the house of Dr. Franklin, who had 
left in it much furniture and also his library. When 
the enemy were about to evacuate the city. Monsieur 
Du Semitere, a well-known Italian gentleman at- 
tached to Science and the Fine Arts, and well ac- 
quainted with Andre, waited upon him to take leave, 
and to solicit his interest in their preservation, if any 
irregularities should ensue upon their leaving the 
city. He found the Major in the library busily em- 
ployed in packing up some books and placing them 
among his own baggage, particularly a very icarce 
and valuable work, in French, a present (if I right 
remember) from Louis Sixteenth, King of France, to 
the Philosophical Society, of many volumes, quarto. 
It was the Jesuits* Account of China, and their trans- 
lations of Chinese literature, published after their 
expulsion from China and return to France. Du 
Semitere said he was shocked at the procedure, and 
told him, in order that he might make the inference, 
of the strictly just and honorable conduct of the 
Hesstan General Knyphausen, with respect to Gen- 
eral Cadwalader's house and property which had been 
in his possession. He sent for the agent of General 
Cadwalader, and giving him an inventory which he 
had caused his steward to make out, upon their 
obtaining possession, desired him to observe that all 
was left, as they had found it, even to some wine in 
the cellar, every bottle of which was left ; and he 
aUo paid the agent rent for the time he had been in 
the house. But the recital oi the German general's 
honesty made no impression on the Major, for he 
carried off the books.*' 

'*I understand that the books had been sent to 
Dr. Franklin's care, and had not yet been placed in 
the library of the Philosophical Society.** 

This recital by Mrs. Logan is calculated 
to diminish our respect for the character of 
the '* unfortunate Andr^."

the following : — 

An Historic Personage. — ^The death is an- 
nounced of Mrs. Maria Harding of Glostcr, New 
Jersey. This lady was one of the eye-witnesses of 
the execution of Major Andre. It was she who 
gave to Major Andre on the morning of the execu- 
tion a handful of peaches. The major carried the 
fruit some distance, and then gave it to a little girl. 
Mrs. Harding was accustomed to speak of this event, 
and to describe in enthusiastic terms the gallant 
bearing of the ill-fated officer, always concluding her 
description with the * naif comment ' — * Somehow, 
he did not seem to have any appetite.* ** 

As this sad event took place in 1780, 
Mrs. Maria Harding must have then been a 
very little girl, perhaps the very one to 
whom Major Andr6 gave the fruit.

Major Andre, — Letters at Washington, 

** A lady afterwards carried me to the State Paper 
Office, where I saw interesting documents, among 
them some letters characteristic of the firm purpose- 
like Washington, and a most touching original note, 
containing poor Andre*s request for a soldier's death, 
instead of that of the gibbet. The calm gentlemanly 
writing, without tremor, and unmarked by haste — 
not an unnecessary stroke nor a useless word — takes 
one into the very heart of the man who wrote it, 
Washington was deeply moved, but gave no reply. 
After all he was right. Though poor Andre was 
the victim of that wretch Arnold, who lived only to 
die a hundred times over under the scorn of England 
and America, still he was taken in disguise; and 
since Washington felt that an example had become 
necessary, he was obliged to condemn Andre as the 
spy, not as the soldier." — Hon. A. Murray's United 
StateSf Cuba and Canada^ vol. i. p. 254.

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Major Andre. — I am not aware that in 
the various particles of data respecting Major 
Andr6, which have appeared in '*N. & Q.," 
since information was first requested by his 
biographer, that reference has as yet been 
made to page 1 74. of The Portfolio (Feb. 
• 1817), a monthly magazine published in 
Philadelphia by Harrison Hall. The fol- 
lowing is an extract : 

'' Maria Edgeworth ii the daughter of the cele- 
brated Honora Sneyd<* (afterwards Mrs. £.)• who 
inspired the unfortunate Major Andr^ with a passion 
which she was not permitted to reward, and which 
is considered by common fame as the cause of his 
having become soldier.'*

The above paragraph is extracted from 
the late Thomas Moore's copy of The Port- 
folio, six volumes of which are at present 
preserved with the rest of his books in the 
Royal Irish Academy.

Major Andre, — In the account of the 
disinterment of Major Andr6's remains in 
1821, written by Mr. Buchanan, the British 
Consul at New York, and published in the 
United Service journal for November, 
1833, that gentleman, after stating that no 
metal buttons were found in the coffin, comes 
to the conclusion that Andre's body was 
stripped by the Americans, which he styles 
an "outrage" to be "blazoned to the 
world." 

Dr. Thachcr of the American army, who 
had been present at the execution of Andr6 
thereupon published a communication upon 
the subject in the Nezv England Magazine 
for May, 1834, in which he asserts that

Andre's uniform and other effects were given 
to his servant. " Mr. Buchanan accepted 
the correction, and declared that it should 
be inserted in the United Serznce Journal^ 
in which his own statepient had appeared/'

Major Andre. — In The Night Side of 
Nature, by Mrs. Crowe, vol. 1. chap. III. 
occurs the following : 

'* Major Andr£, the circumstances of whose la- 
mented death are too well known to make it neces- 
sary for me to detail them here, was a friend of Miss 
Seward*s, and, previously to his embarkation for 
America, he made a journey into Derbyshire to pay 
her a visit, and it was arranged that they should ride 
over to see the wonders of the Peak, and introduce 
Andre to Newton, her minstrel, as she called him, 
and to Mr. Cunningham, the curate, who was also a 
poet. 

*< Whilst these two gentlemen were awaiting the 
arrival of their guests, of whose intentions they bad 
been apprised, Mr. Cunningham mentioned to New- 
ton that on the preceding night he had had a very 
extraordinary dream, which he could not get out of 
his head. He had fancied himself in a fmest : the 
place was strange to him, and whilst looking about 
he perceived a horseman approaching at great speed, 
who had scarcely reached the spot where the dreamer 
stood, when three men rushed out of the thicket, 
and seizing his bridle hurried him away, after closely 
searching his person. The countenance of the 
stranger being very interesting, the sympathy felt by 
the sleeper for his apparent misfortune awoke hiro ; 
but he presently fell asleep again and dreamt that be 
was standing near a great city amongst thousands of 
people, and that he saw the same person he had seen 
seized in the wood brought out and suspended to a 
gallows. When Andre and Miss Seward arrived he 
was horror-struck to perceive that his new acquaint- 
ance was the antetype of the man in the dream.**

Franklin was the person meant by E. L. S., 
then he is in error in supposing his acquaint- 
ance to have been the son of Dr. Franklin, 
and to have ever been governor of any 
place. His father Williim Franklin, who 
w^as Dr. Franklin's son, was Governor of 
New Jersey prior to the American revolu- 
tion. Of William Temple Franklin the 
following anecdote is related, which, I be- 
lieve, has not as yet been in print.

Death of Sir De Lacy Evans, — Lieuten- 
ant General Sir De Lacy Evans, distinguished 
in the Crimean War, died in London on the 
9th instant, at the age of eighty-two years. 
The Times ssLys : 

" He obtained a commission in the army in 1806 
or 1807, and in the latter year proceeded to India, 
where we find him for three years taking part in the 
operations against Ameer Khan and the Pindarees. 
He was also at the capture of the Mauritius. In 
1 8 10 he joined the army under Wellington in the 
Peninsula. He accompanied the army in its retreat 
from Burgos, and took part in nearly all the princi- 
pal battles in Spain and Portugal. 

"Having quitted the army of Wellington, he 
was in 18 14 ordered on active service to North 
America, in order to take part in the war against the 
United States. At the battle of Bladensburg he had 
his horse shot under him ; at Washington, with a 
very small force of infantry, he forced the Congress- 
house, and he also took part in the attack on Balti- 
more and in the assault on New Orleans. Returning 
to Europe in the spring of 18 15, he was in time to 
join the army in Flanders under Wellington, and 
was engaged at Quatre-Bras and at Waterloo, where 
he had two hones shot under him. He advanced 
with the army to Paris, and remained on the staff of 
the Duke of Wellington during the occupation. 

"At the Battle of the Alma his bravery was 
conspicuous. He again distinguished himself in 
repulsing the attack of the Russians on our lines 
before Sebastopol on October 26, and was mentioned 
by Lord Raglan in the highest terms in his des- 
patches. He again showed his worth as a man and 
as a general at the Batde of Inkermann (November 
5). When on that morning the Russians attacked 
the position occupied by the Second division, General 
Evans was so worn out by illness and fatigue that he 
had gone on board a vessel at Balaklava, leaving 
General Pennefather to command the division. On 
hearing that fighting was going on, however, the 
general rose from his sick bed and joined his troops, 
not to take the honor of the day from Pennefather, 
but to aid him with his counsel. His noble conduct 
on this occasion was highly praised by the Comman- 
der-in-Chief, and again in the despatch in which the 
Minister of War conveyed ner Majesty's thanks to 
the Army of the East.'*

— The manuscript geneal- 
ogy (1754) drawn up by my grandfather — 
himscU the great-grandson of Godwin Swift 
— enables me to satisfy Hermanville's 
inquiry. 

About the middle of the seventeei.th 
century Thomas Swift — avis atavisque 
potens as he was, I need not refer to his 
up-trace — having married Elizabeth Dryden 
(aunt, I believe, to '* Glorious John "), left 
to their eldest son, Godwin, then a graduate 
at Oxford and student in Gray's Inn, what 
remained of his Herefordshire estate after 
its pecuniary sacrifice in the service of 
Charles I. and its spoliation by Cromwell ; 
each whereof was unrecompensed by Charles 

U. 

In 1673 Godwin, having acquired at the 

Irish bar an estate worth at that period 
three thousand pounds a year, married 
Hannah, the only child of Admiral Deane, 
who had died the Nelsonian death in the 
defeat of Van Tromp; a glory sadly, I 
think, tarnished by its achievement under 
a usurper's flag, and still more by its achiev- 
er's signature to the murder-warrant of his 
legitimate sovereign ! This estate was 
utterly swallowed up in a speculation of 
iron or worsted works — I forget which — 
the management whereof he committed to 
his coachman and cook, after seeing them 
duly married, and the possession whereof 
abides in their descendants unto this day. 

In 1704 his eldest son, Deane, married 
Elizabeth Lenthal, daughter of the repre- 
sentative of that very ancient family, and 
descendant of William Lenthal, Speaker of 
the House of Commons temp. Car. I., 
whereof the pedigree is elaborately and, I 
may say, affectionately deduced by my 
grandfather through many centuries. 

Let me add, that Godwin Swift's fourth 
brother, Jonathan, was father of *' The 
Dean ;"and that his fifth, Adam, was grand- 
father of my genealogic grandfather's wife, 
thus doubling my inheritance of the old 
Royalist's principles, which I represent no 
less than I do the family of his eldest son's 
third marriage. In my ninety-third year I 
am, 1 fear, of those principles one of the 
latest survivors. 

The MS, makes no mention of Mr. Lo- 
gan's " pestilent lawyer, John Swift," nor 
of his baptismal name; but, some twenty- 
five years ago I was visited by an American 
General Jonathan Swift, whose claim of 
kindred I need hardly say that I cordially 



received. His ancestors had, he told me, 
emigrated in the days of ** The Covenant ;" 
and he showed me his seal, which bore the 
coat-armor of Godwin Swift, and o^ my 
own book-plate, one of which, with its 
chevron ** barrynebul^e," I enclose : it will, 
I think, be identified in Guillim. 

May I add, that the strong family like- 
ness betwcvrn my gallant kinsman and my- 
self — eyes, complexion, figure — obtained 
everybody's notice; he had called at an 
early hour, and the warders at the Tower- 
gate let him pass sans question ; observing 
among themselves how seldom they had seen 
me to have gone out so soon in the morning. 
The family likeness had stood the test of 
I know not how many years.

Godwin Swift. — In reply to the inquiry 
of Hermanville, I beg to say that Godwin 
Swift was the eldest son of Thomas Swift, 
Vicar of Goderich, Herefordshire. 

Jonathan, the brother of Godwin, married 
Abigail Erick (a member of the Leicester- 
shire family of that name, now called Hcy- 
rick), and his son was Jonathan Swift^ the 
Dean of St. Patrick's, born November 30, 
1667; to whom, therefore, Godwin Swift 
was uncle. 

I find no record of any member of the 
family settling in America. The Swifts' 
coat-of-arms is to be found in Gwillim, and 
is what Hermanville describes it to be.

Hartford, Conn., March, 1870. 
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Guy Carleton (Lord Dorchester) and 
General Wolfe.— W^Yi^n General Wolfe 
wus appointed to the command of the Land 
Forces destined to act against Canada, in 
1759, Mr. Pitt, then Secretary of State, 
told him, that as he could not give him so 
many troops as he wanted for the Expedi- 
tion, he would make it up to him in the 
best manner he could, by allowing him the 
appointment of all his Officers. Accord- 
ingly the General sent in a list, in which 
was tbc name of Lieutenant- Colonel Carle- 
ton, whooi he had put down as Quarter- 
Mastcr-General. This Officer, who had 
been Aide-de-Camp to the Duke of Cum- 
berland during the campaign in Germany, 
in 1757, had unfortunately made himself 
obnoxious to George the Second, by some 
unguarded expressions relating to the Han- 
overian Troops, and which had by some 
officious person been reported to the King. 
Lord Ligonicr, then Commander in Chief 
of the Forces, took General Wolfe's list to 
his Majesty for his approbation, when the 
King having looked over it, made some 
objections in pointed terms, to Colonel 
Carlcton's name, and refused to sign his 
commission. Lord Ligonier reported the 
King's objections and refusal to Mr. Pitt, 
who immediately sent his Lordship a second 
time to his Majesty with no better success. 
Mr. Pitt then suggested that his Lordship 
should go again, which he refused, on which 
Mr. Pitt told him that unless he went to 
the King and got Colonel Carleton's com- 
mission signed he should lose his place. 
Lx>rJ Ligonier then went a third time to the 
Ring, and represented to him the peculiar 
state of the expecli:i;n, and that in order 
to make the General completely responsible 
for every part of his conduct, it was neces- 
sary that the officers employed under him 
i^hould be those who enjoyed his entire and 
f perfect confidence, so that, if he did not 
[succeed, he might not accuse the Govern- 
jnent at home with putting under him offi- 
cers who, either by incapacity, want of 
nergy, or inactivity, should thwart his 
ommands, and thus paralyze the most 
kilful arrangements. The King listened 
o his Lordship's reasons with a favorable 
ar, and his resentment against Colonel 
arleton was so completely disarmed, that 
c immediately signed the commission under 
hich that officer accompanied General 
olfc as Quarter-Master-General of his 
rmv. — Savage's Memorabilia.

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Beckenham: Sir Walter Raleigh, — In 
The Builder of Sept. 17, 1864, there is the 
following under the head of " Provincial 
News " : — 

"Beckenham (Kent). — A great many houses of 
respectable appearance have been built and are now 
building in this parish. Those now in course of 
construction on Fox Grove Farm are on the spot, or 
very near to it, on which, three centuries since, 
potatoes were first cultivated by Sir Walter Raleigh, 
whose residence was close by where Fox Grove 
Farmhouse now is. A great part of the moat which 
once, in all probability surrounded it, still remains.** 

No such tradition exists at Beckenham, 
and I have been unable to obtain any con- 
firmation of the statement from Philpot, 
Harris, Hasted, Lysons or other writers on 
the antiquities of the county of Kent. Per- 
haps I may obtain a clue in your columns. 

Foxgrove was an ancient manor heJd by 
a family of that name as far back as Edward 
III., when John de Foxgrove "payd ayde 
for it, at making of the Black Prince knight." 
It was held successively by the families of 
Burghersh or Burwash, Paveley, Vaux, 
Greene, Beversea, Hollingworth, till it de- 
volved upon Sir John Olyffe, alderman, who 
died in 1577. He was succeeded in the 
manor by his daughter Joane, who married 
J. Leigh of Addington, and it remained in 
the Leigh family down to 1711. Possibly, 
therefore, it is in the family of Sir John 
OlyfFe that any connection between Becken- 
ham and Raleigh may be found. The old 
house was pulled down a few years ago, but 
the moat still remains. 

Beckenham in Domesday is Bacteham, 
and in Textus RofFensis Beccenham : by 
some derived from becc, sl river, and ham, 
a village ; by others, from beccen, beeches. 
Which is right ? J. W. H.

Gallitzin. — A Singular Misconception 
respecting in 

The Biographical Annual : containing Memoirs 
of Eminent Persons Recently Deceased. Edited by 
Rufus W. Griswold. Netv Tork^ 1841. lamo. 

In this little annual occurs the follow- 
ing passage (page 143) in the interesting 
biographical notice of the Rev. Demetrius 
A. Gallitzin, "The Pastor of the Allc- 
ghanies," by Charles Constantine Pise, 
D.D. 

^ The Rev. Dcmeteius A. Gallitzin was the 
son of the most noble prince Gallitzin ; a name in 
which Russia prides herself^ as among her wisest and 
most renowned, and all Europe recognizes as most 
distinguished and illustrious. Having filled some oi 
the highest offices in the empire, the prince was sent 
to represent the Czar, as minister plenipotentiary to 
the Court of Holland. It was whilst in the dis- 
charge of this high function, that he gave birth, at 
the Hague, to the subject of this brief memoir. The 
twenty-second of December, A.D. 1770, ushered 
into liie the young Gallitzin, the flower of his family 
— the future pastor of the Alleghanies.'* 

Gallitzin was the author of a polemical 
work which has gone through several edi- 
tions : Defence oj Catholic Principles. He 
commenced his ministry in the mountains 
under the assumed name of ** Rev. W.

In another village there may 
be a wheelwright, who would sell his best coat for a 
rare shell ; and not far off a farmer who is a pretty 
geologist, and is forever pecking away at his innocent 
rocks. Again, you will find a machinist who is 
enamored of * large paper ' copies of standard works, 
and rejoices in the possession of rarities in literature 
which he cannot read. I know an excellent steel- 
plate engraver who, besides being a universal critic, 
is particularly convinced that the railroad system of 
the world is wrong — ties, rail, driving-wheels, axles, 
oil-boxes, everything — and employs his leisure in 
inventing better devices. Then there are people 
who have odd schemes of benevolence, such as that • 
of the Massachusetts farmer who went to Palestine 
to teach the Orientals the true system of agriculture, 
and was two years in finding out that they wouldn't 
learn it. There are morose men and families who 
neither visit nor are visited ; and there is occasion- 
ally a downright raiser, of the ancient type, such as 
we read of in old magazines and anecdote books.

On the Word Dandy. — The word dandy 
— either from the French dindin = a silly

— was probably known in England and Ire- 
land long anterior to dandyism. The air of 
Moore's song of " Eveleen's Bower," al- 
though taken by him from " Pretty Peggy 
of Derby, O !" was used also to a song with 
a chorus —

The air of " The Young May Moon " is 
that of a song called "The Dandy, O ! " 
As the metre is not the same as that of 
" Eveleen's Bower," " The Dandy, O !" 
must have been a different song to the one 
quoted above. 

The bantam cock was probably the orig- 
inal English and Irish dandy, and the proud 
little bird may have derived his name from 
dindon a turkey. We all know the prov- 
erb, " He struts like a turkey-cock." It is 
easy to conceive the transference of the term 
from the conceited fowl to the equally ridic- 
ulous two-legged biped. The ** dandy, 
O ! " of the songsters seems to signify the 
summit of conviviality, and to be equivalent 
to the slang expression, " That's the ticket 
for soup."

The Oldest Buttons on Record. — Mr. J.

To the Editors of the Evening Post : Sun- 
dry paragraphs are going the rounds of the 
press, crediting to " the recent researches 
of Mr. Neill," the destruction of that world - 
renowned Virginia myth, the story of Po- 
cahontas and Captain John Smith 

Now the facts are — that as long ago as 
in the year i860, Mr. Charles Deane, of 
Boston, the accomplished Secretary of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, declared 
the story to be " one of the embellishments 
with which Smith's later works were some- 



times adorned." This was in a note to 
Wingfield's " Discourse of Virginia," pub- 
lished in the Archcrologia Americana, Vol 
IV., pp. 92-95. In 1866, Mr. Deane 
edited John Smith's " True Relation," &c., 
and followed up his first blow by another 
copious note (pp. 38-40), in which he still 
more clearly and decisively demonstrated 
the fabulous character of the account of 
Smith's rescue by Pocahontas. Her early 
gymnastic performances, commemorated by 
Strachey, and frequently quoted of late, 
were not overlooked by Mr. Deane. The 
injustice of attributing this capital piece of 
iconoclastic historical criticism to the ** re- 
cent researches " of any other person is 
apparent. G. H. M.*

The auction-room of Messrs. Bangs, 
Merwin Sc Co. hath rarely been witness to 
such brave deeds as were done in the mem- 
orable week which began on the twenty- 
first of March, in the year '70.* But the 
' bloody week ' is now over, to the joy and 
deliverance of some of its purse-bleeding 
heroes. 

Not alone did the well tried warriors 
of Gotham contest this * foughten field.' 
Familiar * helms ' from the banks of the Con- 
necticut mingled in the foremost of the 
fight. And there were knights of Boston 
who raised a considerable hub bub when the 
merry Piper of their company struck up his 
martial strains.

The first bid was one hundred dollars per volume, 
making six hundred dollars a start for the finest book 
in the sale ! A number of bids from all sides speed- 
ily raised the price to two hundred and fifty dollan 
per volume ! At this stage bidding became more 
concentrated, several of the early starters dropping 
off. Now bidding began in earnest — first four^ then 
three contestants, then slowly but surely down to 
ttvo. All eyes were watching the two bidden, and 
all ears awaiting the '* last call.** It came — the 
Broome street Bibliopole refused to advance — rare for 
him — and down came the hammer to " J. S:" *mid 
the applause of the bidders, and more applause when 
he announced its purchase for a " fayre ladye.'**

Who can depict the immense 
satisfaction he must have felt (having secured this 
prize) upon opening it next morning at the breakfast 
table ? Or did he sleep all night upon this Bible- 
pillow, and dream himself an Indian under £liot*s 
sacred tree, listening to the great apostle as he read 
perhaps from this veky copy or his Bible P A leaf 
(table of contents) had been added after the sale 
of this copy in the Bruce sale.

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Most readers are quite familiar with the fact that a well-developed method of picture 
writing, or "didactic painting," as it has been appropriately named, prevailed through 
Mexico and Central America for centuries before the conquest. But that, in the latter 
country, there was a true phonetic alphabet, is one of the more recent discoveries of Amer- 
ican archaeology, and certainly one of the most interesting, as it promises to restore to us 
the records of the most cultivated nation of ancient America for a number of centuries pre- 
vious to the advent of the white man. 

It is well'known that the forests of Yucatan conceal the ruins of cities and palaces built 
of stones covered with inscrihcd cliaracters. All travelers who had seen these characters 
were convinced tliac they were intended to perpetuate ideas, but the key seemed to be 
irrevocably lost. Fortunately, within the last few years (to be exact, in December, 1863), 
a diligent antiquarian, the Abb6 Brasscur de Bourbourg, unearthed in a library in Madrid 
— that of the Royal Academy of History — a copy of an unpublished description of Yucatan 
composed by Diego de Landa, the first bishop of the country. In this was contained the 
phonetic alphabet employed by the aboriginal Mayas, with a tolerably full, but an intolera- 
bly obscure, explanation of their mode of using it. As De Landa's words are so important, 
and also not a little difhcuk to comprehend, we cannot do better than transcribe them ex- 
actly as they appear in the copy of his work published at Paris, in 1864. 

He premises his remarks by saying that the natives used certain characters or letters 
with which they wrote in books their ancient histories and sciences, and by means of these 
letters, and figures, and certain signs in the figures, they could understand and teach from 
ihcK manuscripts. The missionaries found very many of them, all of which, the good 
bishop informs us, proved on examination to contain mTire lies and superstitions, and were 
consequently burned, which pained the natives in the most marvelous manner (lo qual a 
tnaravilla sentian, y les dava pena). 
He then continues: —

This is all on the subject the bishop vouchsafes us. Let us now attempt a free translation 
of his words, premising that they are so obscure in parts, and the composition so careless 
and provincial, that we shall not take it at all amiss if any reader thinks he can improve 
our rendering : 

"Of their letters, I shall place here an A, B, C, their clumsiness not allowing more; 
for they employ one character for all the aspirations of the letters, and another to denote 
their repetitions, and so they go on in infinitum, as one may see in the following example : 
Le means a lasso and to hunt with one. In order to write with their characters, although 
we told them it contains but two letters, they make use of three, giving to the aspiration 
of the / the vowel tf, which is before it, and in this they are not in error, if they wish to 
write it in their curious manner. Example :

Afterwards they put at the end the part tt^hich is joined. Again in ha, which means water, 
because the letter h contains the sounds a, h, they place the a both at the beginning and 
at the end, in this manner : —

They can write it either with separate letters or united together. I would not hai'C in- 
»erted nor have mentioned this but that I wished to give a complete description of this 
people. Ma in kati means / do not wish ; they write it in separate letters in this way : —

From these valuable though too scanty hints we learn that the letters were employed 
connected together in a manner somewhat analogous to, though more intimately than our 
cursive shrift, and also separately, as in the Roman alphabet. When the latter was the 
case, they were repeated apparently in their connected form. Further, the vowel sound 
which is necessarily associated with the enunciation of every consonant {la aslfiracion), 
and which in the Maya language of Yucatan is so pronounced as to have been called by the 
Abb6 de Bourbourg, ** une certaine affectation gutturale,'* was taken account of, and ex- 
pressed in writing. Then there were a number of arbitrary signs, figures, and symbols. 
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with syllabic values, as we see in the last example given. These peculiarities, of course, 
make the system clumsy, but are by no means insurmountable difficulties in the way of elu- 
cidating it. 

Immediately at the close of the foregoing extract Bishop Landa gives the alphabet sub- 
joined, which has been carefully copied on wood, by Mr. Edward Bensell, of Philadelphia, 
the arrangement of the letters be'mg slightly altered : —

Besides these elementary sounds, he gives twenty arbitrary signs, one for each day of 
the Maya month, which signs seem also to be used at their syllabic value in writing words. 
All of them have the same peculiar rounded or circular form which is observable in most 
of the letters, and which has induced some writers to call this the "Calculiform " alphabet. 

But returning to the A, B, C, let us inquire the meanings of the figures adopted. 
Knowing these, we shall be in better position to recognise their variations on existing in- 
scriptions and manuscripts — for these, as we expect, are considerable; but not more so, 
perhaps, than the variations in the forms of the Roman letters. 

a. Nos. 1, 2, and 4, are representations of the heads of some animals. No. 2 being 
evidently the head of a bird with a long, curved beak, probably a species of parrot. No. 
3 has been supposed to represent a leg or a boot of some kind, but is probably also a rude 
figure of a head, (See Plate XXXVI. of the manuscrit Troano.) 
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b. Both these letters are supposed to represent a path or way bearing the marks of foot 
prints, indicated by the small figures inside the circle. 

c. This letter should probably be pronounced ka {a as in mate), and is imagined to 
represent a mouth displaying sharp teeth. 

ca. This sign is explained as the jaw of an animal thickly set with teeth ; but a careful 
examination of its variations leads to the belief that it is a representation of the eye lashes. 
(See the Etudes sur le Manuscrit Troano, p. 55.) 

cu. This has not been identified. 

t. As there is no d in Maya this character stands for both t and d. . It signifies space, 
the four marks leading towards the center representing the four cardinal points, and the 
phonetic base being the Maya, preposition ti^ in, toward, at, in space. 

e. Probably a front view of the human face, surmounted by the hair, the dots marking 
the eyes, nose and mouth. 

k. Nos. 12 and 13, variations of the same, represent a joint of bamboo. No. 14 is the 
guttural h, pronounced ka, which word in Maya means water. The figure represents a 
stream flowing around some objects. 

i. This letter seems formed after the analogy of c, but no satisfactory analysis has yet 
been offered. 

k, ku. The k is beyond doubt derived from a head seen in profile. The upper figure 
within the circle is the closed eye with its lashes (compare No. 8) ; that below on the 
right is the ear (compare No. 28) ; that on the left the mouth. (See the variations in the 
Etudes sur le Manuscrit Troano, p. 55.) The ku is supposed to be a drawing of the 
sacred '* medicine bag." 

/. Neither of these has been resolved. 

m. This also, is the figure of a head. It is distinguished from the k by the eye being 
open, from the p by the absence of dots around the mouth. 

71. Possibly the figure of a serpent. 

0, Variations of the same, of uncertain origin. 

p, pp. Again the face in profile. 

X The first figure is easily recognised as the human hand, the second as a face in pro- 
file, emitting breath from the mouth. 

u The first sign represents the ear, the second is of uncertain derivation. 

2. This seems to be a vase of some kind. 

It is evident that many of these signs have received abbreviated and conventional forms 
quite remote from their original figures, precisely as we know occurred in the Phenician 
and derived alphabets. The variations are numerous and puzzling. 

It will be observed that the basis of most of them is a head seen in front or in profile. 
Bearing this in mind, and fixing definitely the differential marks, which alone were deemed 
of importance by the native artists, we could venture with considerable confidence on the 
interpretation of manuscripts and inscriptions, did we not meet with very serious obstacles 
in other directions. 

One of these is the resolution of the groups referred to by I.anda as las partes junttis. 
In ihese the rounded ** Calculiform " letters are arranged in quadrilateral masses, each rep- 
resenting a phrase, name, or title. We may seek the origin of this arrangement in what 
philologists call the incorporative, or " polysynthetic " character of the Maya in common 
with all other American tongues, which tends to the expression of an idea with all its mod- 
ifications, in one intricate grammatical synthesis. These groups must first be separated in 
their component parts, and then arranged in proper order. Some of them read from right 
to left, and alternately from top to bottom and bottom to top; or, to illustrate by a dia- 
gram, as if we were to write the word marvelous, thus : -

But the artist had no hesitation in changing this arrangement, if another would allow 
him to compose a neater group. Especially is this the case on the sculptures, where the 
love of ornamentations constantly obscures the design and renders the letters almost unre. 
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cognisable, precisely as the fashion is at the present day to adorn the walls of our churches 
with inscriptions in ornamental and Gothic characters, hardly legible to unpracticed eyes. 

There is also an obstacle in the very limited number of manuscripts in this character 
which have been preserved. Of the vast number found among the natives at the conquest, 
only three or four are known to be in existence. One of these is the ** Dresden Manu- 
script," another the " Manuscript Troano," the third the " Manuscrit Mexican, No. 2," 
of the Bibliotheque Imp6riale ; and perhaps the " Pesth Manuscript" is in the same shrift. 
Of these the Dresden Manuscript may be seen in the large collection of Lord Kings- 
borough on Mexican Antiquities, and the Manuscript Troano was published in fac simile 
by the French government under the editorship of M. Brasseur de Bourbourg. {Mission 
Scieniifique au Mexique et a I'Amerique Central^, Linguistique. Paris, 1869. Impri- 
merie Imperiale.) Tnere is, however, material almost inexhaustible in the inscriptions 
preserved upon the stone temples, altars, and pillars of Yucatan, which we may with great 
confidence look to see deciphered before many years. 

The only serious difficulty which is at present in the way is our want of knowledge of 
the ancient Maya language. All the published grammars and vocabularies are extremely 
deficient and incomplete, and quite inadequate to serve us in interpreting the inscrip- 
tions. But even this alarming obstacle is only temporary. There exists in manuscript a 
most complete and carefully composed dictionary of the Maya, written about 1650, two 
copies of which are in this country, one in the hands of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
which we earnestly hope will shortly be published under the efficient superintendence of 
Dr. Hermann Berendt, the most accomplished Maya scholar living. With it in hand, 
the deciphering of the inscriptions of Palenque, Uxmal, Itza, and the other ruined cities of 
Yucatan, and of the manuscripts already mentioned, will become certainly a less serious task 
than that of translating the cuneiform inscriptions of Ninevah. 

Even without other aids than the limited vocabularies already published, some antiqua- 
rians have boldly set to work on the Yucatecan writings. Most conspicuous of them is M. 
Brasseur de Bourbourg, who first published Diego de Landa's work containing the alphabet. 
(Relation dts choses de Yucatan de Diego de Landa, Texte espagnol et traduction 
francaise en regard, comprenant les signes du calendrier, et de C Alphabet hieroglyphi- 
que de la langue Maya, Paris, 1864. 

His recent edition of the Manuscript Troano is prefaced by an Etude in which he at- 
tempts to interpret several of its pages. It is painful to be unable to say a single word in 
favor of his views. They are thoroughly untenable and groundless. The Abb6 Brasseur 
deserves the highest praise for his ardor and devotion to archaeological studies, but his the- 
ories do not bear a moment's examination. They are so utterly wild that we are almost 
afraid to state them. He imagines that these inscriptions and manuscripts all contain geo- 
logical reminiscences, chiefly concerning the submersion of a portion of the American con- 
tinent and the consequent formation of the West India Islands. He explains all the let- 
ters as " expressive images of the cataclysm of which they are the phonetic expression.'* 
The culture of the Mayas and Aztecs he regards as the debris of a far higher civilization, 
vrhich once extended over most of the American continent, and Jrom which that of 
ancient Egypt (!) was derived. He insists on the identity of the ancient Maya and Aztec 
tongues, for which there is not a shadow of proof, and going further, claims that they are 
both derived from Germanic roots. Of course, with such notions as these, his *' interpre- 
tation " of the Manuscript is an absurdity, and can never obtain a serious hearing in scien- 
tific circles. * 

A very different student is M. H. de Charencey, long favorably known for his re- 
searches into the Basque language, the dialects of Central America, and other critical publi- 
cations. In the first volume of the Actes la Societe Philologique (Paris, 1870) he has an 
'* Essai de Difchiffrement d^an Fragment d' Inscription Falenquienne." He takes for his 
subject the famous '* bas-relief of the Cross," found on the back of the great altar at Pal- 
enque. It is portrayed in Stephens's Travels in Central America, and more carefully in 
the work of Cabrera on the ruins of Palenque, from a drawing by M. de Waldeck. It 
5ecms to represent the ceremony of baptism^ or something analogous to it. The central 
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figures are surrounded by inscriptions. Immediately above the bird which surmounts the 
cross is found this character : — 




This he analyses as follows, commencing at the right: h (variation of No. 13 of the 
alphabet), o (variation of No. 22 enclosed in a circle), nab (the Maya word for the palm 
of the hand which supports the middle letter), ku (variation of No. 1 '7).=honabku. This, 
in the orthography hunabku, a discrepancy of no great moment, is a familiar Mava name 
of divinity, and means the only, or the one God, The course of argument by which he 
supports this analysis is careful and judicious. 

The second group which M. de Charencey analyses is this : — 




This he resolves, commencing at the right hand upper figure, proceeding from aoove 
downward, and from right to left, into the following letters of Landa's alphabet : 

u, ku, ku, 1, ca, nab, 

meaning "it, or those, of the Kukulcan." Kukulcan, however was the name of the hero 
god of the Mavas, corresponding to the Quetzalcoatl of the Aztecs. His worship was in- 
troduced into Yucatan subsequent to the ninth century of the Christian era, and his name 
means in Maya precisely what Quetzalcoatl does in Aztec, namely, " the serpent with 
quetzal feathers," the quetzal being a species of parrot with bright green plumage. This 
interpretation, therefore, if admitted, fixes an important date in Central American history; 
for it proves that the erection of the extraordinary monuments of Palenque, which were 
found in ruins at the conquest, took place subsequent to the ninth century of our era- 
It is not our object at present to go into the details of these remarkable investigations, 
still less to criticise them at length, but simply to give their outlines and results. They 
should excite an earnest interest in this country, and stimulate our scholars to turn their 
attention to the antiquities of our own continent, which thus acquire an importance quite 
equal to those on the hanks of the Euphrates and the Nile, which have commanded such 
profound study from European scholars.

ANDREANA. 

Letter of Major Andre. — Perhaps the 
following, which has never been published, 
will interest your readers and add to the 
large amount of matter on this subject which 
you have brought together. It is interesting 
as showing the humanity of Major Andr6 to 
a vanquished foe. General Lincoln being then 
a prisoner after the fall of Charleston. The 
letter is of note size, perfect and distinct as 
when written. It is one of three which 
were rescued from a burning up of old let- 
ters in Nova Scotia, a few years since, by a 
gentleman who presented it to its present 
owner :

*' Let none uncandidly infer 

That Stirling wanted Spunk, 
The self- made Peer had sure been there, 

But that the Peer was drunk.*' 

These lines woul^ appear to have been 
taken as seriously by a collateral descend- 
ant of Lord Stirling as was Knickerbocker's 
History of New York, by the late highly 
esteemed Gulian C. Verplanck. Theodore 
Sedgwick, writing more than half a century 
afterwards, the life of his kinsman. Governor 
A^illiam Livingston, of New Jersey, speak- 
ing of Stirling (who married the Governor's 
sister) says, " His courage was distinguish- 



ed ; even tlic scurrilous and abusive Cow 
Chacc (which no one can read without less- 
ening his sympathy for the unfortunate An- 
dr6), gives him credit for the most entire 
bravery." He thus in one word deprecates 
and accepts the authority of the Poem for 
a fact which all have admitted, who are fa- ^ 
miliar with Stirling's history. Gen. Joseph 
Reed, in describing the battle of Long 
Island, in which Stirling, after showing 
the most distinguished gallantry, was made 
a ptisoner, says, ^' In this condition things 
were growing more critical; Lord Stirling 
went over (to Long Island) ; some regiments 
were also sent," &c., &c. A prisoner says 
" My lord, who loved discipline, made a 
mistake, which probably affected us a great 
deal : he would not suffer his regiment to 
break, but kept them in lines and on open 
ground. The enemy, on the other hand, 
possessed themselves of the woods, fences, 
&c., and having the advantage of numbers, 
perhaps ten to one, our troops lost everything 
but honor : his personal bravery was very 
conspicuous." Somebody speaking dispar- 
agingly of the military achievements of Col. 
]ames Monroe (afterwards President), said 
that ** his service was as aid-de-camp to Lord 
Stirling, and his principal duties to poke the 
fire and fill his lordship's tankard." But 
this was certainly unjust, for Stirling was an 
active and excellent officer, and received the 
thanks of Congress in January, 1 776, for the 
opportune capture of the ship Blue Moun- 
tain Valley, and in addition to the battle of 
Bush wick, served at Trenton, Princeton, 
Germantown, Brandywine, Monmouth, and 
again received the thanks of Congress in 
1779, for his attack on Powles Hook. Like 
Wayne, it was his fortune to serve on the 
Court Martial which tried Andr6, and his 
kinsman should have been satisfied with the 
summary justice meted out by that distin- 
guished board to the unfortunate poet.

" The case of a person apprehended as a 
spy^ and the question or douot, whether to 
suffer as such ? may again occur, — and the 
case of Major Andr6, as entitled, from the 
respectable character of those selected to de- 
cide on his fate, referred to as precedent — 
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hence, it may be viewed as of concernment 
to the whole community of civilized na- 
tions there should be a record or report of 
it, as far as the documents still remaining 
will permit, and which alone a sufficient in- 
ducement for the compilation, as contained 
in the pages. 

At the time the Vindication was put to 
the press, the restitution of the watch of 
Major Andr6 could only be intimated as 
probable. It must be grateful to all to learn 
the fact has since been ascertained ; a per- 
son, of credit not to be questioned, relates, 
and from his own knowledge, that, a few 
Jays after Major Andr6 suffered, the watch 
came, from a person unknown, to Governor 
Robertson, in New-York, accompanied with 
the requisite message, and that he, accord- 
ingly, through Mr. White, of the Council, 
sent it to England to the family." 

The same copy was remarkable in an- 
other respect. It contained two title-pages 
pasted together — one on the back of the 
other. The explanation of this appeared 
when the titles were separated. On the 
back of the first title the notice of copy- 
right had been omitted — this appeared on 
the second.

New Jersey Two Hundred Years Ago. 
— In the year 1676 the proprietorship of 
what is now known as the State of New 
Jersey was vested in several parties in two 
undivided portions. In order clearly to 
define their respective interests, and thereby 
to enable them to grant good titles to set- 
tlers, deeds of partition were entered into 
in that year, whereby George Carteret be- 
came sole proprietor of that portion known 
as New East Jersey, and the other of that 
portion known as New West Jersey. New 
West Jersey comprised "all that side on 
Delaware River from one end to the other ; 
the line of partition is from the east 
side of Little Egg Harbour, straight north, 
through the country, to the utmost branch 
of Delaware River, with all powers, privi- 
liges, and immunities whatsoever." New 
East Jersey comprehended the remaining 
portion, and became the sole property of 
Sir George Carteret. Sir George died in 
1679, leaving a will in which he directed 
the province of New East Jersey to be sold 
to pay his debts. The following curious 
and authentic letter, the original of which 
is before us, from the Earl of Bath, one of 
Carteret's executors, to Lord Norrcys, is of 



much interest as showing the money value 
of "an entire province*' in New Jersey 
nearly two hundred years ago : 

St. Jameses A p. 16. 1681. 
My Lord (Norreys) 

Your Lord"P was pleased to tell mc 
at Oxford, that you had a desire to make a pur- 
chase in the West Indyies, about w<^*» I have also 
receaved your commands by my Lord Latimer, & 
in obedience thereto I have spoken w^*^ the per- 
sons concerned who were beginning a treaty w^ 
some others, but I being likewise one of the Trus> 
tees have put a stop for the present, & have prevailed 
that your Lord"P shall have the refusal thereof, desir- 
ing if you continue your resolutions of purchasing the 
same to rcceave y*" speedy answer concerning it ; It 
is an entire province w^** all Royalctyes priveledges 
& advantages thereto belonging as Sole Proprietor; 
8c a country almost as big as England planted already 
w^** several Towns and many inhabitants Sc likely 
very much to increase being a very healthy place, 
yt^ good harbours & the name thereof is East New 
Jersey belonging to the late Vice Chambcrlayn, S' 
George Carteret who conveyed the same amongst 
other lands to be Sold for payment of his debts leav- 
ing it to the discretion of his Trustees to sell cither 
this or some of his said other lands in England and 
the price will be betwixt 5 and 6000 £ wherein if 
I may do your Lord-^P any service you shall find me 
very ready being glad to meet any opportunity to ex- 
press how much I am w^ all truth Sc respect

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The Original Button Makers,-^An item 
is going the rounds of the press vo the fol- 
lowing effect 

The tirsc manufacturer of buttons in this country 
was Samuel Williston. While he was dragging 
along as a country storekeeper — his eyes having fail- 
ed him while studying for the ministry — his good i 
wife bethougiit her that she could cover by hand the 
wooden buttons tor the time, and thus earn an hon- 
est penny. From this time the couple advanced in 
their ambition, until they had perfected machinery 
for covering buttons — the first employed for this pur- 
pose in this country. From this sprung an immense 
factory, and then others, until Samuel Williston 
made half the buttons of the world. His factories 
are scill running at Easthampton, coining wealth for 
the proprietors, and known to every dealer in but- 
tons the world over. He b now between seventy 
and eighty years of age, is worth five or six millions, 
and has given $400,000 to Easthempton for a semi- 
nary and for churches, $200,000 to South Hadley 
Female Seminary, and $200,000 to Amherst Col- 
lege, besides lesser gifts. 

According to this it is fair to conjecture 
that Mr. Williston commenced the manu- 
facture of buttons at about the age of twen- 
ty-five years, or, considering him seventy- 
five at present — fifty years ago, which would 
be 1820. There are gentlemen living in 
this city (Waterbury), who at that date were 
old veterans in the button business. Chief 
among them is Deacon Aaron Benedict, 
who commenced the manufacture of buttons 
in 1812. 

The business now known throughout the 
country as the Scovill Manufacturing Co., 
was commenced in 1811 by J. M. L. Sco 
vill, Frederick Leavenworth and David 
Hayden, while the last named at that early 
day was called an " experienced button 
maker." This, it will be seen, was nine 
ydars before Mrs. Williston earned her first 
"honest penny by covering wooden buttons ; 
but the button makers of Waterbury can be 
traced still further back. In a biographical 
sketch contained in Bronson's " Historv of 
Waterbury," we find that Joseph Hopkins, 
who was born in the southeast quarter in 
1730, was a noted maker of silver buttons, 
and that a set of silver vest buttons, worn 
by Mr. William Garnsey, of Watertown 
(and previously by his father, Abijah Garn- 
sey), were shown to our "Senior" some- 
where about 1857, at which time they were 
ninety years old. These are now probably 
in existence, and go to prove that Mr. Jo- 
seph Hopkins made buttons in this city 
more than one hundred years ago, or at 
least thirty years before Mr. Williston was 
bom. 



The kernel of truth, which is to be found 
in the extract given above, is probably that 
Mr. Williston was the first manufacturer of 
doth buttons in this countrv, the business 
being originated by his wife, and afterward 
carried on by him quite extensively by 
hand. The use of machinery, however, 
for covering buttons was originated in Wa- 
terbury somewhere between 1828-30, by 
Daniel Hayden, and his son, Shepard Hay- 
den, and the original machines are now in 
possession of his faniily. They were rough, 
ungainly machines, and compare very poor- 
ly with the present perfected ones in use in 
all cloth button factories. The old factory 
stood where the house of Mr. William 
Brown now is, on Willow street. The 
machines were able to make some forty 
gross per day, which was a great improve- 
ment on the old method by hand. Mr. 
Joel Hayden of Haydcnville, Mass., a cous- 
in of Mr. Shepard Hayden, who was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of buttons for Mr. 
Williston visited the factory in this city, 
and here it is supposed got his first idea of 
the machinery. A year or two afterward 
he commenced the manufacture of machine 
buttons for Mr. Williston, on machines of 
his own invention. By this statement it 
will be seen that to Waterbury belongs the 
credit of the invention of the first machin- 
ery for making cloth buttons, while in the 
manufacture ot metal buttons this town was 
many years in advance of any other place 
in the country. — Waterhury American^ 
Feb, 15, 1870. 

Oistoms of the Aborigines : their Aged 
Doomed to Death, — So far as I know, the 
cruel prartice of abandoning the ailing to 
their fate, without making the smallest effort 
to relieve their increasing necessities or to 
prolong their days, but, on the contrary, to 
curtail them, is now exclusively confined to 
the New World, and to a few Polynesian 
families. One circumstance with respect to 
it, in the former locality, is particularly 
noteworthy, and may possibly afford hereaf- 
ter, or when this subject has bejn more fully 
investigated than hitherto, a clue to the 
most probable origin of the ancient popula- 
tions on the southern continent amongst 
whom it prevailed, as well as of those few 
isolated communities amongst whom it still 
prevails. It has always been restricted to 
the territories watered by the Orinoco and 
Marafion or upper Amazon, and to the 
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coasts of Brazil and that portion of the con- 
tinent which furnishes tributary streams to 
the last-mentioned river. Garcilasso, the 
Spanish historian and a contemporary of the 
conquerors, states that the ancient Peruvi- 
ans indulged in the practice, not only of 
slaying their aged and infirm parents, but of 
afterwards solemnly feasting on their re- 
mains; and according to the report of Mr. 
Clements Markham, the editor of the Voy- 
ages of Orellana and Acuna, published a 
few years since by the Hakluyt Society, and 
who has himself trodden in the footsteps of 
those two intrepid adventurers, the Coco- 
mas, a wild tribe located on the banks of 
the Marafion, still make it a religious prac- 
tice to eat the ftesh of such aged rela- 
tives whom they sacrifice, and grind their 
bones into powder which they mix and 
quaff in a fermented liquor. ** Is it not bet- 
ter," they demand of the casual and aston- 
ished traveler, "to be inside a friend than 
to be swallowed up by the black earth ?" 
It would savor of inequity to accuse those 
secluded people of the want of natural affec- 
tion, merely because of this horrid propen- 
sity. They have long since forgotten the 
real origin and purport of the custom and 
learned only to exaggerate it. As the trav- 
eller is silent on the subject of their general 
treatment of family connections, we may 
charitably assume that they are solely actu- 
ated in this particular conduct by supersti- 
tious motives. I am disposed to think that 
in no instance, whether in ancient or mod- 
ern times, was the killing of the aged and 
infirm prompted by any other feelings than 
those of genuine commiseration and kind- 
ness. In treating of barbarism the princi- 
ples of morality, of course, are beside the 
question. My view of the usage is counte- 
nanced by the present policy of the Nao- 
quapus, a demi-civilised people on the Lab- 
rador peninsula, who, as in the instance of 
the ancient Britons, act upon the expressed 
desire of the victims themselves, when old 
age leaves them incapable of exertion. Mr, 
Hind, in his explorations of that country 
(vol ii. p. 90) quotes the following language 
of his friend, Mr. M'Lcan:— 

<* I must do them the justice to say that the pa- 
rent himself expresses a wish to depart, otherwise 
the unnatural deed would never be committed ; for 
they in general treat the old people with much care 
and tenderness.'* 

The same observation applies to the In- 
nuits^ of whom we have an interesting des- 



cription from the pen of Captain Hall, the 
philanthropic voyager in search of the lost 
crews of the Erebus and Terror. That gen- 
tleman testifies to the fact of the well-mean- 
ing intention and affectionate disposition of 
those Arctic people ; yet it is, as it has been 
from time immemorial, a custom with them 
to wall up their aged sick in ice, and aban- 
don the poor creatures to their fate. Nev- 
ertheless, they are careful to place within 
their reach a cruse of water and a little food 
on a platter. 

It is difficult to conjecture, much less ex- 
plain, how such a usage as that in question 
originated in the islands of the South 
Pacific Ocean. By far the most villainous 
form of it is, or was till very lately, practis- 
ed in Viti, the largest of the Fijian group. 
Perhaps it travelled thither via the Eastern 
Archipelago, and was introduced by Mala- 
yan voyagers ; for, according to Marco Po- 
lo, he observed the custom among the Bat- 
tas of Sumatra in the thirteenth century. 
Thence it is not impossible, I think, to trace 
it northwards to the countries bordering the 
Indus (See Elphinstone's Cabul, vol. i. p. 
45), and not so very far removed from the 
scene of the first mention of it by the father 
of history. W. W. W.

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Potatoes Introducedinto England, — The 
following extract from V. Duruy's Histoire 
de France ii. 474, Paris, i860, gives a cu-

Geograt)hical Nomenclature. — It may be 
taken as an axiom that the names of mere 
settlements change with each succeeding 
race, but that the prominent natural features 
— the mountains and rivers — usually retain 
their original appellations. This principle 
will be found to apply both in ancient and 
modern times, and is nowhere more con- 
spicuous than in the United States and Can- 
ada. Thus in England the names of rivers, 
the Dee, the Don, the Wye, the Derwent, 
the Avon, the Ouse, &c. ; the names of 
mountains, Blcncathra, Helvellyn, Peny- 
gant, &c., are Celtic; whilst the vast ma- 
jority of the names of places are Anglo-Sax- 
on or Danish. 

So in America the rivers, such as the 
Connecticut, the Susquehanna, the Poto- 
mac ; the lakes, as Ontario, Michigan, Win- 
nipsicogee ; the hills, as Monadnock, Waset, 
Papakunk, are for the most part Indian ; 
whilst the names of places are unmistakably 
of European origin J. A. Picton. 

Aiississippi Bubble, — Among the many 
whimsical events to which the transactions 
of the South Sea year gave rise, as well in 
France as in England, the following odd mis- 
stake is recrdcd in the *' Lettres de Mad.

who had married his neice. The trees were 
planted in the open ground, and were pre- 
served in the winter by a moveable shed. 
They flourished about a century and a half, 
being destroyed by the hard frost in 1739 
-40.

CAN AUCTIONS. 
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The manuscripts of the ancients being written on papyrus and parchment, and put upon 
rollers, were, of course, not in a shape to admit of binding, considering the term in its modern 
accepution. By the bye, we may as well mention that the ancients made their manuscripts with- 
out even the convenience and comfort of a desk. From many manuscripts and early books, 
and especially from the Dioscorides published by Lambecius,we have representations of Scribes, 
whose only desk was their knees. We have, however, our individual doubts as to the 
universality of this uncomfortable and tedious mode. No doubt the knees were the earliest 
desk, and probably frequently employed, for a line of Homer's Iliad is, besides the early manu- 
scripts, conclusive proof. But the use of some desk or support cannot have been long delayed, 
for what Greek or Roman could be so accommodatingly constructed as to write for long 
periods without possessing sufficient of mortal weakness to feel tired with his back bended 
doable, and his knees up to his chin, or not to have possessed sufficient gumption to find 
something easier. Doctor Dibdin quietly asks if a desk can satisfactorily be proved to have 
existed before the Vllth century. So poor antiquity must suffer by default ! If thb 
digrtssion on desks be pardoned we shall proceed from the undefined embryonic to 
the nascent state of the art. Isaac Vossius says that, in his apprehension. King 
Attalus was the first who ordered books to be squared — in whose time was discovered a more 
ready process of cleaning skins on both sides, wnereas before they were written only upon one 
side. However (he continues,) although the custom of squaring commenced with Attalus,. 
the previous method of a long roll, continued till the days of Catullus and Cicero, and some 
time afterwards. Now, it requires no antiquarian ingenuity to ascertain the next natural 
step, which was the arrangement of these pieces of squared parchment into twos, fours, 
&c., as folios and quartos and then! book-binding is a tangible thing, for what could follow but 
tliat these leaves would be cared for by inclosure in some durable, protecting cover — say of 
wood, vellum, or leather. The ancients used, in the preparation of these leaves, the Pumex, 
the Cedrium and Umbilicus, severally the polisher, the antiseptic and moth-destroying cedar 
oil, and the boss, or piece of wood to which the parchment was attached. The ornameiv- 
tation and carving of this boss, no doubt, being suggestive to the later decorators of book- 
bindings. 

The ancient diptycha ana triptycha of wood, ivory, metal, &c., enclosing the waxed tab- 
lets upon which the Greek and Romans wrote with the Stilus, probably gave the form to the 
modem book. These diptycha were frequently carved and otherwise elaborately ornament- 
ed. The invention of papyrus naturally resulted in its substitution for the waxed tablets 
and the sheets of papyrus would receive a protection of the same character as that afforded to 
the tablets. Some of these diptycha have been preserved to modern times, and resemble in 
size our ordinary octavos. 



Libri Plicatiles and Volumina were ancient terms applied to manuscript parchment, indi- 
cative of inform, — consequently the modern term volume is anomalous. The name given 
to the ancient thing which merely expressed its form has been, regardless of propriety, applied 
to the modern substitute. The art of sticking or sewing together the leaves in a movable 
back between two pieces of skin, wood, ivorv, metal, &c., came into usage among the an- 
cients, so soon as they found books of a square or oblong form more convenient and comfort- 
able to read than the primitive roll. 

Ornamentation was soon applied to this early binding, at first possessing no other merit 
than solidity, and having in view no other object than the preservation of the books. This 



that the skint with which the ancients used lometimes to make their books were put together by means of • 
thread or itring only, and not with glne.* Nor must we forget the * lora rubra * of Catullus, in his splendid 
description of ancient bibliomaniacal luxury, which words (from the note of Vulpius, edit. Catulli, 1737, P.-77) 
should seem to mean thongs of red leather, to tie up the rolls in a cylindrical form — * majoris elegantiae causa. 
Hence the red-tape of the lawyer ! And Mabillon (De Re Diplom. p. 32) mentions two vellum-skin bulls of 
Pope John XIII, which were fastened together in the middle, * membraneo vinculo ;* but these are somewhat 
solitary positions and must not be considered as detracting from the reputation of the mighty Phillativs. In 
Cicero's time (from his IVth letter in the IVth book of his Epistles to Atticus), we have un- 
equivocal attestation of the use of glue. The orator tells his firiend to send him some two of his Librarians, who* 
asDoagst other things, might conglutinate his books,* &c. — Dibdin. 
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ornamenting was rapidly elevated to an intimate relation with the luxuries of Greek and 
Roman civilization. Books were \z\6,Jlat upon the shelves of the library, and the titles were 
written upon the sides. The wooden covers were not considered sufficient protection to 
books of value, and a piece of leather was placed upon the board as a protection against dust 
and the effect of attrition. The book was closed by a leather strap or thong, several times 
wrapped around it. This thong or strap was replaced at a later period by the clasp. In 
some cases the volume was enveloped in a thick wrapper, or inclosed in a shield of skin and 
wood. 

In the times of Cicero book-binding was not a very widely expanded art. Cicero, in his let- 
ters to Atticus, desires of him two of his slaves, skillful book-binders (Liga tores Libronim.) 
Some of these early books, with their ponderous wooden covers and huge bosses 
and clasps (to say nothing of their contents) were weighty enough.* Poor Petrarch pretty 
nearly got his quietus for being o'er much devoted to heavy reading, for these very Epistoix 
ad Atticum fell upon his left leg, and so wounded it, that he was threatened with amputa- 
tion. Probably the poet gave way to his inclinations to somnolence during some prolonged 
*' small hour " cogitation, and the relaxation of his muscles permitting free action to the 
gravity of the subject — became a subject of no inconsiderable gravity to the unfortunate poet. 
This manuscript, once the property of Petrarch, is preserved in the Lauren tian Library in Flor- 
ence. The work is remarkable for its caligraphy and workmanship. The binding is of the 
Vlth century. Its corners and clasps are brass. We give ready credence to the story of 
Petrarch's accident. We have before us now a folio some four hundred years old, 
with heavy wooden covers and corners of wrought iron, which could not fail, in falling from 
a table or shelf, to carry death and destruction to anything in the shape of feet or legs which 
should unfortunately interpose. Square books, notwithstanding their convenience as to form, 
had not yet generally supplanted the rolls, except in the Levant, where this accessory art had 
taken an immense stride. In the notice of the Dignities of the Empire of the Orient (Notitia 
Dignitatum Imperii), written about 450, it appears that certain officers of the empire carried 
in the public ceremonies, large square books, containing the administrative instructions of 
the Emperor. These books were bound in green, red, blue, or yellow leather, shut by leather 
straps or clasps and ornamented with little lozenge-shaped and horizontal gold lines, with the 
portrait of the Sovereign painted or gilded on the side of the cover. 

From the fifth century, bindings were richly ornamented by the goldsmith and lapidary. 
These plied their arts in the ornamentation, decoration and enrichment of the flimiture of 
churches and palaces. Glittering gold, shining silver, and sparkling jewels making ostenta- 
tious luxuries of books of religion, caused St Jerome to exclaim, " Books are covered with pre- 
cious stpnes, whilst Christ dies naked at the gate of his temple." 

It is one of these rich bindings which still covers the Greek prayer-book given to the Bas- 
ilica de Monza, by Theodolinda, Queen of the Lombards, about the year 600. These lavish 
goldsmiths' bindings were, however, almost exclusively confined to books of a religious char- 
acter. Though manuscripts adorned with precious metals and stones were kept as reliques in 
the treasuries of churches, abbe) s, and palaces, books for ordinary use were simply covered 
with wood or skin, but aot without the bestowing of considerable attention in view of the 
preservation of the volumes. Many documents still exhibited in monasteries are witness to 
the minute care with which books were bound and preserved. 

After the books had been pressed and bound between two pieces of hard, sound and dura- 
ble wood, various kinds of skin were employed to cover them. In the North the skins of 
seals and sharks seem to have been in much use — elsewhere the skin of a sow seems to have 
had ' preference. 

* Did we repose the tame faith in the verity of the statements of the juicy, jolly old author of Pantsgniel, 
as does a late writer on American Antiquities, we should quote, as apropos of weight, books, ** the hufe 
pantofied breviary ** of that famous stufFer Gargantua : — *' its weight, what in grease, clasps, parchment, and 
cover, little more or less than eleven hundred vid six pounds.** 
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been the cause of the destruction of a multitude of precious 
of cities, covers enriched by the goldsmith's and lapidary's art, 



Lazurious bindings have been 
jnanuscripts. At the sacking 

were well adapted to excite the cupidity of pillagers, nothing loth to yield to the temptations 
exposed to them in the riches of monasteries and palaces. Of course, jewels were plucked out 
and the covers ruthlessly torn up to have the silver and gold broken away and melted. On 
the other hand, the sumptuous, the magnificent bindings of bibles, prayer-books, missals, &c., 
which have been the property of royal or wealthy persons, have certainly secured the preser- 
vation of a number of these curious manuscripts, which otherwise would have been mutilated, 
defaced, or entirely destroyed. Thus is preserved to our times the famous manuscript of Sens, 
bound in two plates of ivory, sculptured in relief, representing the fetes of Bacchus. 

Many of the antique cameos are of considerable interest to the student of Greek and 
Roman archaeology. 

The great collections of Europe, whose fortune it is to possess, exhibit with pride, 
these rare and venerable bindings, ornamented with gold, silver, or copper, carved or inlaid 
with precious stones, colored glass, cameos and antique ivories. (See the illustration a re- 
presentation of the binding of a prayer-book of the 1 1 th century, gold, ornamented with pre- 
cious stones, representing Christ crucified and the Virgin and St. John at the foot of the 
cross.)* 

The richest specimens of binding are traceable to the age of Charlemagne, when such an 
impulse was given to everything connected with literature that the decoration of manuscripts 
was carried to a high degree of perfection. Among the books of this period must be promi 
ncntly mentioned the book of Hours, written with letters of gold upon purple parchment, 
bound with red velvet, given by Charlemagne himself to the city of Toulouse, now preserved 
in the Louvre ; also the prayer-book given to the Abbey of Saint Riquier, *' covered with 
plates of silver, and ornamented with gold and gems," and that of St. Maximin de Treves, 
which belonged to Ada, daughter of Pepin and sister of Charlemagne. An engraven agate 
set in the binding of this last book represents Ada, the Emperor, and his sons. 

History makes mention of a great number of beautiful prayer books, written on purple vel- 
lum in letters of gold and silver, and which were no less remarkable for the magnificence of 
their bindings — the majority belonging to the epoch of Charlemagne and his successors.

Dibdin in his Library Compauion, 1824, when in Mr, 
Moore*s possession.

Dibdin thus discourses upon the folios : 
** Of early quartos we shall presently speak, and 
alike of folios ; but in regard to the frst folio edition 
of 1623, it may not be irrelative or unamusive to ill- 
ustrate the advantages of an ** unsoiled '* copy, by 
the following anecdote from Steevens, in his Va- 
riorum edition of 1793, repeated in the two sub- 
sequent and enlarged editions by Reed, and in Ma- 
lone*s edition, by Boswell, vol. 11., p. 658. The usu- 
ally soiled condition of this precious folio has been al- 
luded to, at p. 727, (327) ante. The following is 
Steven*s account of it. ' Of all the volumes, those of 
popular entertainment are soonest injured. It 
would be difficult to And four folios that are oftener 
found in dirty and mutilated condition, than this first 
RMemblage of Shakespeare's Plays^ God's Revenge 
against Murder, the Gentleman's Recreation and yohnson's 
Lives of the Highwaymen. Though Shakespeare was 
not, like Fox, the Martyrologist, deposited in churches, 
to be thumbed by the congregation, he generally took 



post on our hall tables, and that a multitude of his 
pages have '< their effect of gravy'* may be imputed to 
the various eatables set out every morning on the same 
boards. 

It should seem that most of his reader* were to 
chary of their time, that (like Pistol who knows his leek 
and swears all the while,) they fed and studied at the 
same instant. I have repeatedly met with Mm flakes 
of pie-crust between the leaves of our author. These 
unctuous fragments remaining long in close confine- 
ment, communicated their grease to several pages 
deep on each side of them. It is easy enough to coa« 
ceive how such accidents might happen ; how Aunt 
Bridget's mastication might be disordered at the sud- 
den entry of the ghost into the Queen's closet, and 
how the half chewed morsel dropped out of the gap- 
ing Squire's mouth, when the visionary Banqno seated 
himself in the chair of Macbeth. Still it is no small 
elogium on Shakespeare, that his claims were more 
forcible than those of hunger. Most of the folios now 
extant are known to have belonged to ancient faxnilies 
resident in the country. Since our breakfasts have 
become less gross our favorite authors have escaped 
with fewer injuries; not that, (as a very nice friend 
of mine observes,) those who read with a cofie-<Qp 
in their hands, are to be numbered among the con- 
tributors to bibliothical purity. I claim the merit of 
being the first commentator on Shakespeare, who 
strove with becoming seriousness, to account for the 
frequent stains that disgrace the earliest folio edition of 
his Plays, which is now become the most expensive 
single book in our language; for, what other English 
volume without plates, and printed since the year 
1600, is known to have sold more than once fiir 
35/. 14s. 

To the latter part of these observations Mr. Boi- 
well has added the following remarks : 

It has become still more expensive. Ipse miserrimia 
gave a much larger sum at Mr. K.emble*s sale; bat I 
could not bring myself to a cold calculation of the valoe 
of a copy which was at once a memorial of Shake- 
speare and of Kemble ; yet another word about earlf 
quartos and folios of Shakespeare. It is said above 
that these *' moved the bile** of Prynne ; that tbej 
did so is unquestionable; for hear what he says of 
them in the preface, *< to the Christian Reader** of 
his HistriomastiSf published in 1633, 4C0 — the year 
ensuing the second folio of Shakespeare. Some Plav-^ 
BOOKS, since 1 first undertook this subject are grown 
from quarto into folio^ which yet bear so good a price 
and sale, that I cannot, but with grief relate ic ; they 
are now new, printed on far better paper than 
octavo or quarto Bibles, which hardly find such 
as they; this is accompanied by the two foUowiaf 
marginal annotations ; among others, ' Shakxspbuis** 
Plaies are printed on the best crowne paper, far better 
than most Bibles* 'Above 40,000 Play-bookea have 
been printed and vented within these two ycarcs. If 
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the fact be as Prynne states it, how fruitless the at- 
tempt to bibliographise thoroughly, the department of 
The Drama !" 

Dibdin mentions tAirty copies of the first folio, which 
he separates into three distinct classes, according to 
conation. Mr. Moore is counted in the first. 

Garrick*s copy cost i/. i6s., and was sold for, in 
(1813,) 34/. OS. 6d. Dr. Wright's copy, in 1787, 
brought 10/. The Duke of Roxburghe*s copy cost 
him 35/. 14s., and sold for 100/. (See Blbl. Decam.) 
Kemble*s copy was purchased, in 1812, by Jas. Bos- 
well, tor 112/. 7s. in 1824, Mr. Thorpe catalogued 
thz four folios for 1 00/, and Mr. Pickering at 95/. 

The copy which had belonged to Steevens, and was 
purchased at the sale of his library, by Dr. Burney, 
wanted the title and portrait ; the latter being sup- 
plied by a ^c-simile drawing by Steevens. The verses 
were from the second edition ; many of the leaves 
have stains and ink marks ,* it has a MS. note by 
Steevens, which inform us that the copy was given to 
bim by Jacob Tonson, in 1765, and that it had passed 
Chroagh the hands of Theobald, and Dr. Johnson, 
the latter not having improved its condition. ** 

** An old Birmingham second-hand book catalogue 
of 1793 tempts Mr. Cadby, of that city, to quote some 
of its prices, to show the change in the value of 
books: a Folio Shakespeare or 1664, by Heminge 
and Condale, in good preservation, 30s., worth more 
than that in pounds now ; Hey wood's * History of 
Women/ %s. 6 J. (perhaps 3/ now;) Dugdale*s War- 
wickshire, 3/. (now 35/.), Penny Histories, at yd. per 
^aire, and Ballads at ^^a. or 31 6d. the ream (turn 
pence into pounds for the present price,) — The Funny 
Jester, 6 J. One book has gone down in price, Cham- ■ 
oer*s Dictionary, 5 vols, folio, 10 guineas in 1793; it 
cannot be worth loi. now.** — Athenaum. 

Mr. Daniel's copy of the second impres- 
rion "The largest example known (13} by 
9} in.)" brought ^148 ; Mr. Boone was the 
purchaser. 

This third folio, ** an unmatchable copy, 
measuring (13I- by 8f,)" brought but £46. 
Lilly the buyer. 

The fourth edition, ''a magnificent copy, 
(14! by 9},) 21/. loj. ; bought by Boone. 

There are copies of the fourth folio, the 
title pages of which vary in several particu- 
lars, Mr. Lenox (a sight of whose folios would 
drive any Shakespeare collector to some act of 
desperation,) has two copies of the fourth fo- 
lio with variations.* 

Dr. Bliss's second folio, with unique title page, and 
Lord Stuart de Rothsay^s third folio of which the 
peculiarity is the Urge type (Jonson) verses. See 
Bihliop, page 100.

THE LENOX COLLECTION OF 
SHAKESPEARE FOLIOS. 

I have in my possession a very remarkable set 
of the different editions of Shakespeare's plays 
in folio ; of which I propose to give a descrip- 
tion, so far as they vary from the collation 
in Lowndes' Bibliographer's Manual, printed 
in 1824. Taking his account as a guide, ] 
will note where any additions or corrections 
are to be made. In a few instances, when 
he is not sufficiently explicit, some furthei 
details will be given in order to distinguish 
one edition from another. My copies arc 
of large size and in fine condition ; — every 
leaf of them is genuine. 

First Edition, 1623. 

Of this edition I have two copies. One 
of them belonged originally to John Lichfield, 
Esqr., and is mentioned by Dr. Dibdin in his 
Library Companion, page 811. It is also 
referred to by Lowndes as the Baker copy. 
He states that it has .the title-page with the 
date 1622, and, in addition, two cancelled 
leaves in the play of " As you like it." It 
is 1 2^ inches tall, and 8 J inches wide. There 
are two copies of the leaf with Ben Johnson's 
verses; one is a perfect leaf without any 
watermark — the other has the verses perfect, 
and with the watermark of a crown, but the 
verses are inlaid.

The versos of all the titles are blank. 

Lowndes says : " The way to discover 
the genuine state (of the Portrait) is by ob- 
serving the shading in the face to be ex- 
pressed by single lines, without any crossing 
whatever." This remark is inaccurate; it 
should read thus : the genuine portrait is 
known by observing that the cross lines do 
not occur on the right side of the face. The 
copper-plate in this state served for the first 
three editions, but in the third it is much 
worn : — the cross lines were added for the 
fourth edition. 

The title-page with the date 1622 is in- 
laid at the bottom, below the imprint : if by 
this means the last figure has been tampered 
with, the alteration is very successfully con- 
cealed. 

There are seven preliminary leaves which 
follow the title-page ; the versos of five are 
blank, viz. :

In the same play, pages 229, 230 are double.

In " All's well that ends well," pages 237, 238 
are double. In one, 237 is correctly num- 
bered — in the other it is 233. 

In Richard the Second, pages 37, 38 (the 
second series of pagination) are double. 
In one, page 37 is correctly numbered — 
in the other it is 39. In all the copies 
of this edition the following errors occur : 

Merchant of Venice, page 170. The last 
line of the 2nd column, *^ How shall I 
know if I doe choose the right ? " is re- 
peated as the first hne of page 171. 

Richard the Second, page 26, second series 
of pagination, *' The flye flow houres shaU 
not determinate " for *^ flye slow." The 
fl and fl being joined together in the old 
printing, the one has been used for the 
other. 

Henry the Eighth, page 229. Lowndes in 
his enumeration of the mistakes and omis- 
sions in the signatures, does not notice 
that x'. the signature of this leaf is 
omitted. 

The reprint in 1807 of this edition cor- 
responds generally with Lowndes' collation 
of the original. The pages are numbe 
a lecond time throughout in the centre 
the bottom, and in 2' from 1 to 223*, a 
blank leaf completing the last signature. The 
date occurs only in the watermark, anfl 
is best seen on the portrait and last Iea£ 
This mark is Shakespeare | J. Whatman | 
1806 I and sometimes 1807. The print- 
er's name is on the verso of the title-page at 
the bottom — Printed by E. and J. Wright, 
St. John's Square. And at the bottom of 
the last page, J. Wright, Printer, No. 38 
St. John's Square. 

I have also a copy, large size,- of this re- 
print of 1806, on India Paper, of which 
only three were printed. It has the portrait 
by Droeshout in fac-simile, that of Philip, 
Earl of Pembroke, and a proof of the bust 
of Shakespeare from his monument. 

Second Edition, 1632. 

This edition also begins with a leaf^ the 
recto blank, and Ben Johnson's verses on the 
verso. There are two mistakes in Lowndes* 
transcript of chese verses : — the word ** Brasse** 
in the 6th line should be spelt with a final 
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e, and the word "Reader" is omitted in 
the 9th line. *' But, since he cannot. Reader 
looke." 

I have seven different copies of the title- 
page.

This gentleman had met Miss Honora Soeyd at 
Buxton or Matlock, and had paid his addresses to her, 
without at first meeting with any discouragement from 
Mrs. Andre, the young gentleman'* mother, or, 1 be- 
lieve, ftom Mr. Sneyd. But when the parents 00 
both sides came to consider more coolly, they saw 
that a match, even where each party seemed well 
suited to each other, should not be determine npon 
'till a sufficient fortune for a comfortable maintenance 
could be provided between them. As Mri. Andie 
and Mr. Sneyd had the good sense to raise no obsta- 
cles between their children, making only a kind and 
reasonable statement of the imprudence of marrying 
young without a sufficient fortune, no romantic diffi- 
culties urged them to resistance, and they, by tacit 
consent, kept at a distance from each other, except 
when accidental circumstances brought them together. 
Thefirettime Isaw Major Andre atthepalace, I did not 
perceive from his manner, or from that of the young 
lady, that any attachment subsisted between them. 
On the contrary, from the great attention that Miss 
Seward paid to him, and from the constant admira- 
tion which Mr. Andre bestowed on her, I thought, 
that, though there was a considerable disproportioa 
in their ages, there might exist some courtshfp be- 
tween them. Miss Seward, however, undeceived roe. 
I never met Mr. Andre again; and from all that I 
then saw, and have since known, I believe that Miss 
Honora Sneyd was never much disappointed by the 
conclusion of this attachment. Mr. Andre appeared 
to me pleased and dazzled by the lady. She admired 
and estimated highly his talents ; but he did not pos- 
sess the reasoning mind, which she required. Misa 
Seward, in a note to her, *' Monody on the Death rf 
Major Andre;^ has asserted, that Mr. Andre, in 
despair upon the marriage of Honora Sneyd, quitted 

his business as a merchant, insinuating that he waa 

" Out with it V'—jilted by that lady,— and that, in 
consequence of this disappointment, he went into the 
army, and quitted this country. 

The ^ct is, that Major Andre's first commission 
was dated March the 4th, 1771, and Miss Honora 
Sneyd was married the 17th of July, 1773— that is,, 
two years after Mr. Andre went into the army. De^ 
spair, on hearing of the marriage of Honora Sneyd, 
could not have driven him to quit his profession, 
his country ; he having quitted both two years b 
that marriage." p. S. H. 

(Our correspondent will find this already incorpo- 
rated in Sargent's Life and Career of Major John 
Andre. See page 30. As Richard Lovell Edgeworth 
was himself the successful suitor of Honora Sneyd, 
could his evidence as to the strength of the attach- 
ment between Andre and Miss Sneyd be accepted as 
conclusive or as altogether duinterested ?)

Brydges^ estimate of Miss Seward, — The 
following ought to be added to your Andr6- 
ana : 

*' Miss Seward had not the art of making friends, 
except among the little circle whom she flattered, and 
who flattered her. I never saw her myself, but judge 
only from the manner in which she was spoicen of. 
My friend Shaw, {Stebbing Shaw, the historian of 
Staflfordshire ?) whom she noticed thought her the 
greatest of poetesses. She both gave oflfence and pro- 
voked ridicule by her aflFectation, and bad taste, and 
pompous [pretensions. It cannot be denied that she 
sometimes showed flashes of genius; but never in con- 
tinuity. She believed that poetry rather lay in the 
diction than in the thought ; and I am not acquainted 
with any literary letters, which exhibit so much cor- 
rupt judgment, and so many false beauties as hers. 
Her sentiments are palpably studied, and disguised and 
dressed up. Nothing seems to come from the heart, 
but all to be put on. / understand the Andre fam- 
ily say that in the " Monody on Major Andre ^^ all 
about his attaehment^ and Honora Sneyd^ &c.y is a non- 
sensical falsehood of her oivn invention. Among her 
numerous sennets, there are not above Ave or six which 
are good; and I cannot doubt that Dr. Darwin's hand 
is in many of her early poems. The inequalities of 
all her compositions are of the nature of patchwork.**

Major Andre and Voss^ the Poet. Major Andre 
had a cousin, Mr. John Andre, residing at Olfenbach, 
near Frankfort-on-the-main, whom he visited. 
After he entered the British army, he was employed 
by the ministry to conduct a corps of Hessians from 
Hesse Cassel. When in Germany he formed an in- 
timacy with Voss, the poet. The following memorials 
of their friendship are taken from the *< German Mu- 
uum, or Monthly Repository of the Literature of Ger- 
many" (3 vols. 8 vo., London, 1 800-1) vol. II., page 
18. The editor observes : 



*< The ode which the German poet composed on 
him, proves the excellency of his character. How 
well he could express his own feelings, the following 
poem, which he wrote at Hanau, and presented to 
Voss, at parting, will shew.** 

PARTING. 

1 3, June, 1773. 

« The boat was trimm*d,the tilt outspread^ 

The main shone silver bright, 
And on the fatal moment sped, 

That tore her from my sight. 

The gay umbrella caught the sun, 

To shade the friendly train,

(An Occasional Book-hunter will find these verses 
in the Historical Mag. for Sept., 1862. We print 
them now, however, with the hope that some one 
interested in the subject will follow the suggestion of 
our correspondent, and give the readers of the Bibli- 
opolist a translation of the lines of Voss. 

Major Andrews Execution, — As a con- 
scant reader, I have observed in ** N. & 
Q." three different notices of this unfortu- 
nate officer, sent by your correspondent 
Serviens. Desirous as he is of obtaining 
further information, I send the following 
notice of Major Andr6'8 execution, which I 
have taken from Harper's Magazine for 
August, 1855, pp, 419, 420.: — 

'* On * Independence Day* we took steamer for 
the County of Rockland, determined to pass the 
Fourth in peace and quietness, and desirous of re- 
freshing our patriotism amidst scenes hallowed by the 
sacred memories of the revolution. We visited 
Washington's headquarters at the little village of 
Tappan ; the * Seventy-Six House,* where Andre 
was confined, the place where he was executed, the 
grave where he was buried, and whence he was ex- 
humed. We conversed with a venerable lady who 
gave him four beautiful peaches on the morning on 



which he went forth to die. * He thanked me with 
a sweet smile,' she said j * but somehow or 'nothcr 
he didn't seem to have no appetite. He only bit 
one of 'em.* 

*' Standing by his grave, we could see, across the 
broad Hudson the very place where he was arrested 
by Van Wart, Williams, and Paulding, and the 
gleaming of the white monument erected to their 
memory; the place where Washington stood when 
Andre went forth to die, and the stone-house whence 
he was taken to die upon a gallows. 

*' The following account of Major Andre's execu- 
tion is one of the most minute and interesting that 
we have ever read. It was furnished to Mr. Wil- 
liam G. Haeselbarth of Rockland County the histo- 
ry of which he is engaged in writing. It was taken 
down from the lips of a soldier in Col. Baldwin's 
regiment, a part of which was stationed a short dis- 
tance from where poor Andre suffered : — 

^* ' One of our men, whose name was Armstrong, 
being one of the oldest and best workmen at hit 
trade in the regiments, was selected to make hit 
coffin; which he did, and painted it black, as wat 
the custom at that period.' 

'* ' At this time Andr^ was confined in what wat 
called the Old Dutch Church, a small stone build- 
ing with only one door, and closely guarded by six 
sentinels. When the hour appointed for his execu- 
tion arrived, which was at two o'clock in the after- 
noon, a guard of 300 men were paraded at the place 
of confinement. A kind of procession was formed 
by placing the guard in single file on each side of 
the road. In front were a large number of Ameri- 
can ofiicers of high rank on horseback. These were 
followed by the wagon containing Andre's coffin; 
then a large number of officers on foot, with Andr4 
in their midst. The procession wound slowly up a 
moderately rising ground, about a quarter of a mile 
to the west. On the top was a field without any 
enclosure ; and on this was a very high gallows, 
made by setting up two poles, or crotchets, and lay- 
ing a pile on the top. The wagon that contained 
the coffin was drawn directly under the gallows. In 
a short time Andre stepped into the hind end of the 
wagon, then on his coffin, took off his hat and laid 
it down ; then place(^ his hands upon his hips, and 
walked very uprightly back and forth, at the same 
time casting up his eyes to the pole over his head» 
He was dressed in a complete British uniform'. His 
coat was of the brightest scarlet, faced and trimmed 
with the most beautiful green. His under clothes, 
vest and breeches, were of bright buflf; he had a long 
and beautiful head of hair, which, agreeably to the 
fashion, was wound with a black ribbon, and hung 
down his back. 

*^ ' Not many minutes after, he took his stand on 
the coffin ; the executioner stepped into the wagon 
with a halcer in his hand, one end of which was 
what the soldiers in these days called a hangman's 
knot, which he attempted to put over the head and 
around the neck of Andrt^, but, by a sudden move- 
ment of his hand this was prevented. Andre now 
took otf the handkerchief from his neck, unpinned 
his shirt collar; and deliberately took the cord of the 
halter, put ic over his head, and placed the knot di- 
rectly under the right ear, and drew it very snugly 
to his neci^. He then took from his pocket a hand- 
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kerchief, and tied it before his eyes. This done, the 
officer who commanded spoke in rather a loud voice, 
and said, << his hands must be tied." Andr^ at once 
pulled down the handkerchief which he had just 
put over his eyes, and drew from his poeket a second 
handkerchief which he gave to the executioner. 
Having again bandaged his eyes, the executioner 
tied his arms just above the elbow, and behind his 
back. The rope was then made fast to the pole over 
head. The wagon was very suddenly drawn from 
under the gallows, which together with the length 
of the rope, gave him a most tremendous swing back 
and forth, but in a few minutes he hung entirely 
still. During the whole transaction he seemed as 
little daunted as John Rogers, when be was about to 
be burned at the stake, although his countenance 
was rather pale. He remained hanging from twenty 
to thirty minutes, and during that time, the cham- 
bers of death were never stiller than the multitude 
by whom he was surrounded. Orders were given to 
cut the rope, and take him down without letting him 
fall. This was done, and his body carefully laid on 
the ground. 

'*' Shortly after the guard was withdrawn, and 
spectators were permitted to come forward to view 
the corpse; but the crowd was so great, that it was 
some time before I could get an opportunity. When 
I was able to do this, his coat, vest and breeches had 
been taken off, and his body laid in a coffin covered 
by some under-clothes. The top of the coffin was 
not put on. I viewed the corpse more carefully than 
I bad ever done that of any human being before. 
His head was very much on one side, in consequence 
of the manner in which the halter had drawn up his 
neck. His face appeared to be greatly swollen, and 
Tery black, resembling a high degree of mortification. 
It was indeed a most shocking sight to behold. 
There were at this time two young men of uncom- 
mon short stature, standing at the foot of the coffin. 
They were not more than four feet high. Their 
dress was extremely gaudy. One of them had the 
clothes just taken from Andr^ hanging on his arms. 
I took particular pains to learn who they were; and 
was informed they were his servants, sent up from 
New York to take care of his clothes, but what other 
business I did not learn. 

" ' I now turned to take a vigw of the executioner, 
who was still standing by one of the posts of the gal- 
lows. I walked near enough to him to have laid 
my hand upon his shoulders, and looked him directly 
in the face. He appeared to be about twenty-five 
years of age; his beard of some two weeks growth, 
and his whole face covered with what appeired to 
me to have been taken from the outside of a grease 
pot. A more frightful looking creature I never be- 
held. His whole countenance bespoke him to be a 
fit instrument for the business he had been doing. 
I remained upon the spot until scarcely twenty per- 
ions were left; but the coffin was still beside the 
grave, which had previously been dug. I returned 
to my tent with my mind deeply imbued with the 
•hocking scene which I had been called on to wit-

In the above extract, we find an inter- 
esting and truly painful description of the 



last moments and death of a most gallant 
and unfortunate officer. But it should be 
remembered that he had a fair trial for his 
life before a court martial, and was not con- 
demned on any doubtful authority. The 
papers and drawings found concealed in his 
boots, at the time of his capture, but too 
certainly proved his crime, and sealed his 
fate. He is sent on a desperate service who 
acts as a spy in the time of war. Any one 
engaging in it well knows, whether he be 
civilian or soldier, that if he succeeds in his 
object, his fortune is made ; if he fails, he 
goes to his grave. Major Andr6 failed, and 
perished ; and a brave young American offi- 
cer, who was captured within the British . 
lines, having volunteered for a similar des- 
perate service, failed also ; and met, in as 
cool and courageous a manner, a sinular 
fate. His biography has not, that I am 
aware of, been written ; neither has a mon- 
ument been raised to his memory. 

Before closing this note, which I fear may 
occupy too much space in the " N. & g.," 
I would only remark, that a lineal descend- 
ant of a most distinguished American officer, 
who sat on Major Andre's court martial, is 
now in the English army, and has served 
with distinction in the present war.

Major Andre. — H. H. and J. R. Haig, 
who take so much interest in the unfortu- 
nate Major Andr6, will not be displeased 
by my informing them that I possess an en- 
graving, dated Oct. 4, 1780, bearing the 
following inscription : 

" A Representation of Major John Andre, Adjv- 
tant-General to the King's Forces in North Amer- 
ica, going from the 'Vulture* Sloop of War Co the 
Haversrraw Bay in Hudson's River, the night of the 
23d of September, 1780, in a Boat which was sent 
for him (accompanied by a Mr. Smith) under the 
Sanction of a Flag of Truce, by Major-Generai Ar- 
nold, who then commanded the Rebel Forces in 
that District. 

** The above is an exact Copy of a Drawing tketcii- 
ed with a pen by Major Andre himself the Morning 
on which he was to have been executed, with a de- 
sire, it is supposed, of perpetuating a Transaction 
which terminated most fatally for him ; and Ibnad 
on his table with other Papers the next day (bong 
that of his death) by his Servant, and delivered by 
him on his arrival at New York, to Lt.-CDl. Crotbie 
of the 22d Regt, who has caused this Engraving to 
be taken from the Original in his possession, as a 
small mark of his Friendship for that very ralDable 
and unfortunate Officer.** 

I will only observe that the sketch of this 
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night- scene is a very spirited production, 
and was given to my father by his friend 
General Simcoe, some time Governor of 
Upper Canada. May it not be the portrait 
to which your correspondent H. H. refers 
as having been drawn by himself on the 
morning intended for his execution ?

Where he was buried we 
cannot tell. He died full of crime; and his name is 
corered with infamy by the execration of the nation 
he betrayed, and the nation which paid him for his 
traitor^s work.'* 

What became of the family of Arnold, 
after his escape from West Point ?

[Arnold is said to have died in Gloucester Place, 
London, on the 14th June, 1801. As a partial an- 
swer to the query of our correspondent we transcribe 
the following from the appendix to Sargent's Andre : 
*'She (Mrs. Arnold) came to her father at Philadel- 
'* phia, and was anxious to remain with him ; offering 
*' security to write no letters to her husband during 
" the war, and to send all received firom him at once 
*' to goyernmcnt. The civil authorities refused her 
" appeal, and enforced their order of exile during the 
**war. She was compelled to go to New York, 



" where her distressed and dejected air was very ob- 
**servable for a time. When her spirits however 
" were restored she shone, we are told, in society as 
" **a star of the first magnitude/* and expectation even 
" in London was excited by the asservations '* that 
" she was the handsomest woman in England/* 
*' From Boynton's History of West Point we learn 
that James Robertson Arnold, the son of Benedict, 
after passing through several grades in the English 
service is finally enrolled as a Lieutenant General in 
the British Army List for March, 1853."] 



Eliofs Indian Bible. — We often find our 
friends "turning up" in strange places — 
accordingly we meet old Eliot in the Letters 
from an American Farmer, [Hector St. 
John], 1793, what a goodly company he is 
in! 

'' I found very few books among these people ; 
they have very little time for reading ; the bible and 
a few tracts, both in the Natlic and English langua- 
ges, constituted their most numerous libraries. I saw, 
indeed, several copies of Hudibras, and Josephus; 
but no one knows who first imported them. It is 
something extraordinary to see this people, professedly 
so grave, and strangers to every branch of literature, 
reading with pleasure the former work, which would 
seem to require some degree of taste and antecedent 
historical knowledge. They all read it much, and 
can by memory repeat many passages; which yet I 
could not discover that they understood the beauties 
of. Is it not a little singular to see these books in 
the hands of fishermen, who are perfect strangers al- 
most to any other? Josephus's history is indeed in- 
telligible, and much better for their modes of educa- 
tion and taste ; as it describes the history of a people 
from whom we have received the prophecies which 
we believe, and the religious laws which we follow.** 

Marriage Ceremonies Among the Carib- 
bees. — P. GuMiLLA, in his book entitled 
I'Orignogue Illustree, says, the Caribbees 
make their daughters fast four days preced- 
ing their marriage. The ceremonies of 
their marriages are very singular. The men 
and women are crowned with flowers, and 
they assemble in a wood at the sound of a 
great number of various instruments, with 
their chief marching in front ; and before 
they quit the wood, a plate of meat is 
brought, which the chief throws upon the 
ground, saying these words, '* There, take 
that, thou wicked demon, and leave us in 
tranauility this day.^' 

Tne company then goes dancing all the 
way to the door of the new married couple; 
they find them walking in a circle of old 
women, half of them crying, and the other 
half laughing heartily ; the first party sings 
these words : ** Oh, my child, if you knew 
the trouble and embarrassment of taking 
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care of a family ^ you would not have taken 
a husband'^ The second party sings, 
'^ Ah, my child, if you knew the pleasure 
of taking care of a family, you would have 
taken a husband long since,'^ 

Thus, the young men and women dance, 
the old women cry and laugh, the musicians 
make a great noise, the children cry loudly, 
and the new married couple remain silent 
spectators; at length they arrange them- 
selves round a table covered with turtles ; 
they all get drunk, and remain drinking till 
next day. 

The Mode of Electing Chiefs Among 
the Caribbees. — The manner in which these 
people elect their chiefs, the necessary qual- 
ifications to entitle them to supreme com- 
mand, and the torments which they must 
suffer before 'they are elected, are no less 
extraordinary than their marriage ceremo- 
nies. 

The person who offers himself for a chief 
must give the whole nation proofs of his 
swiftness, address, and valour ; for which 
purpose he is conducted naked to the mid- 
dle of a broad plain, when the other chiefs 
and great Indians, each in their turn, lash 
him with a whip until they are tired, for 
all of which he must not utter a single sigh. 

The next day they make him lay in a 
hammock, into which each throws a handful 
of large stinging insects, and they stick so 
close to their prey, that he is obliged to cut 
them in two to make them quit their prize. 

The third proof is with fire; they sus- 
spend the candidate unto a tree, and under 
him the other chiefs light some large fag- 
gots, and when they perceive the unhappy 
probationer cannot sustain the torture any 
longer, they gradually diminish the quantity 
of fire. If the least complaint escapes him 
during these three trials, he is declared un- 
worthy of being at the head of the nation. 
— Anecdotes Hist, and Lit,, 1 796.

Amusing myself recently 
by making an index to the diary in MSS of 
my great-grandfather T. H., governor of the 
then province of Massachusetts Bay, rang 
ing from June 1, 1774, to his death in 1780, 
I came upon a passage relating to the Frank- 
lins.

philosopher is this : — 

" Dr. Franklin being mentioned, my Lord said 
that he [Franklin] carried his grandson (which, by 
the way, is the natural son of his natural son, boih 
by street women) to Voltaire, who said to the Boy — 
Lo've God and Liberty. I observed to his Lordship, 
that it was difficult to say which of those words had 
been most used to bad purposes. He seemed pleased 
with my remark." 

Here is a pretty geneology. Perhaps E. 

L. S. can identifv the father of the bov with 

the person of whom he speaks.

"Dr. Franklin's eldest son William died 
in London, Nov. 1813. His wife, whom 
he married in London, 1762," just after he 
was appointed governor of New Jersey died 
in 1777. As he took the side of the loyal- 
ists in the revolution he went to England 
after the war, received a pension from the 
king, and remained there till his death. He 
had an only son, William Temple, who died 
without issue. (See Appendix to the Life 
of Franklin by Jared Sparks, i. 545. Bos- 
ton, 1840.) In Franklin's will the name of 
his grandson, William Temple Franklin, 
appears several times. (See Life of Benja 
min Franklin^ Appendix, i. w)i. Sparks, 
1840.) I hope E. L. S. will pardon my 
correction relative to the exact relationship 
of Temple to Benjamin Franklin.

Is not E. L. S.'s memory somewhat at 
fault as regards the relationship of Mr. 
Temple Franklin to the celebrated Doctor 
Benjamin Franklin, of whom Turgot said so 
forcibly — "Eripuit ccelo fulmen, sceptrum- 
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que tyrannis " ? His son William Franklin, 
Esq., was in 1770 governor of New Jersey, 
North America ; and when Dr. Franklin 
was sent over to Europe in a diplomatic ca- 
pacity, his grandson William Temple Frank- 
lin accompanied him as an amanuensis. It 
was he who subsequently 

" Piesented to the Republic of Letters the authen- 
tic and mo6t interesting memorials of Benjamin 
Franklin, illustrative of his Life and Times." 

There is no question as to the legitimacy 
of both son and grandson. Of the former 
it is said : — 

*<GoTernor Franklin filled his high and honoura- 
ble situation with equal credit to himself and advan- 
tage to the province till the commencement of the 
American revolution, when, unlike most of the gov- 
ernors of the other provinces at that eventful period, 
he remained undismayed at his post, till he was seiz- 
ed by the revolutionary government, conveyed to a 
distant part of the country, and rigorously detained 
as a prisoner for near two years, when he was eventu- 
ally liberated in 1778 in exchange for an American 
general officer. His loyalty and monarchical princi- 
ples remained undiminished to his death in 18 13.** 

In a letter of Dr. Franklin to his son, of 

Oct. 6, 1773, ^^ ^*y^ • — 

** I know your sentiments differ fi'om mine on 
these subjects. You are a thorough government man, 
which I do not wonder at, nor do I aim 0/ converting 
J9U. I only wish you to act uprightly and steadily.*' 
They were of course estranged by this 
during the whole of the American contest, 
but later were reconciled. May I be al- 
lowed, in confirmation of this assertion, to 
transcribe the feelingly expressed sentiments 
of the great philosopher in a letter address- 
ed to his son from Passy, Aug. 16, 1784. 
the rather that it shows the high esteem the 
grandson, William Temple Franklin, was 

held in abroad : — 

" Dear Son, I received your letter of the 22d ult., 
and am glad to find that you desire to revive the 
afiectionate intercourse that formerly existed between 
ss. It will be very agreeable to me ; indeed noth- 
ing has ever hurt me so much, and a^'ected me with 
such keen sensations, as to find myself deserted in 
my old age by my only son ; and not only deserted, 
bnt to find him taking up arms^ against me in a 
cause wherein my good fame, fortune and life, were 
all at stake. You conceived, you say that your duty 
to your king and regard for your country required 
this. I ought not to blame you for difference in sen- 
timent with me in public affairs. We are men, all 
subject to errors. Our opinions are not in our own 
powerF; they are formed and governed much by cir- 
cumstances that are as often as inexplicable as they 
are irresistible. Your situation was such that few 
would have censured your remaining neuter — though 

^ Governor Franklin (it is believed) formed and 
commanded the Corps of Loyalists at New York. 



thtre are natural duties lohich precede political ones^ 
and cannot be extinguished by them. This is a disa- 
greeable subject. I drop it. And we will endeavor, 
as you propose, mutually to forget what has happened 
relating to it as well as we can. I send your son 
over to pay his duty to you. You will find him much 
improved. He is grea tly esteemed and beloved in 
this country, and will make his way anywhere," &c.

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Your note on the Basques in the number 
of Notes and Queries for January 22, is of 
more than passing interest. Since the elab- 
orate researches of Lacien Bonaparte and 
those whom I may call his scholars it is 
impossible to doubt for a moment that both 
in grammar and vocabulary Basque is a sistre 
tongue of the Fin, Mogul and other Ugrian 
languages. This is perfectly clear. It is 
also clear that William Humboldt, one of 
the profoundest of modern philologers, has 
proved that the ancestors of the Basques 
were the Iberians, and further that the Ibe- 
rians, far from being a mere colony in an 
obscure corner of Spain and France, were 
spread all over Southern Europe, from Al- 
bania to Cape Finisterre, and even more 
widely. These two facts are now almost 
elementary axioms of ethnology. It is im- 
possible, therefore, to accept the position 
that the Basques are a colony from beyond 
the Atlantic. But this by no means con- 
cludes the question as to the connection of 
the Basques and the Carib population of the 
West Indies. It is by no means a new con- 
jecture. Many of the earlier pioneers of 
philology speak of such a connection as well 
ascertained, and even compare certain lists 
of words. But the subject has slumbered 
for nearly a century. I am at present en- 
gaged in writing a series of papers for the 
Ethnological Society on the earlier ethno- 
graphy of Europe and Asia, and hope to 
deal with the question by-and-bye. Mean- 
while, I should feel very grateful if some of 
your correspondents who take an interest in 
ethnology would put aside all a priori prob- 
abilities, and compare the grammar and vo- 
cabulary of Basque and Cric, I believe the 
result would repay them amply.

Temperature at the Pole and Equator. 
— The sensations of heat and cold by no 
means originate entirely from what we call 
difference in climate; innumerable other 
circumstances contribute to excite them. 
Algarotti observes, that when the French 
King sent some mathematicians to measure 
a degree under the polar circle, and the 
King of Spain sent others for the some pur- 
pose to the line, to ascertain the true figure 
of the earth, who would have imagined, 
that those under the equator would suffer 
most by cold, and those under the arctic 
circle most by heat ; and yet this was actu- 



ally the case. The cold on she summits of 
the Andes was intense, and the heat occa- 
sioned by the length of the polar days, was 
hardly to be borne. P. — Andrezvs* Anec-

Origin of the Basques. — There is no 
reason for supposing an American origin of 
the Basques or the Iberians. In his late 
lecture Professor Huxley has well vindicated 
their high position in the human race, as 
physically and mentally equal to that of the 
Aryans. There is no ground for assuming 
the Basque language to be abnormal. It is 
certainly not so in its grammatical stractore, 
and the absence of allied roots in other lan- 
guages is not in reality a matter of philologi- 
cal importance. The languages of the 
Ugro-Taritr stock exhibit great diversity 

The position of the Iberians in Europe 
and Asia is relativelv recent, and does not 
compel us to seek a forced origin so remote 
as that assigned by the reviewer. In a pa- 
per read before the Ethnological Socictj, I 
gave evidence of the presence of the Iberi- 
ans in Asia Minor, which must have barely 
preceded the invasion by the Hellenes, and 
I have suggested that the Trojan war rep- 
resents the last struggles of the Iberians ^r 
empire in those countries. The Amazon 
or Tibeto-Caucasian nations appear to have 
preceded the Iberians in Asia Minor, where 
they remain as a permanent population. 
There are philological evidences as to the 
Iberians in Greece, Italy and the great is- 
lands of the Mediterranean.

The Sale of the Dickens Pictures, &c. — 
The sale of pictures, drawings, and objects of 
art belonging to the late Mr. Charles Dick- 
ens proved to be one of the most remark- 
able on record. The salesroom was filled to 
overflowing, a very large proportion of the 
spectators being from the provinces, and the 
prices paid for the majority of the articles 
sold were so extravagantly high that nothing 
in the history of Messrs. Christie's rooms has 
ever equalled them. The desire to secure 
mementoes of the great novelist led purchasers 
to give twenty, thirty, and, in one or two 
cases, even a hundred times the intrinsic or 
marketable value of what, under ordinary 
circumstances, would be deemed a common- 
place article. Below we specify a few of the 
lots and prices realized : — 

Drawings, — " The Britannia," the vessel 
in which Mr. Dickens first went to America, 
was bought by Lord Darnley for 105 gui- 
neas. ''Little Nell and her Grandfather 
making bouquets," by Topham, 275 guineas. 
"Little Nell's Home," by Cattermole, 160 
guineas. " Little Nell's Grave," the com- 
panion, 180 guineas. 

Pictures.— " What are the Wild Waves 
Saying ?" by James Hamilton, an American 
artist, by whom it was presented to Mr. 
Dickens, 45 guineas. " Le Garde Cham- 
petre," by Zamacois, a pupil of Messonier, 
bought for $700 on the occasion of Mr. 
Dickens' last visit to America, 240 guineas. 
" An Autumnal Scene," by Cropsey, an Am- 
erican artist, by whom the picture was pre- 
sented to Mr. Dickens, 26 guineas. Webster's 
well-known work, " Dotheboys Hall," the 
brimstone and treacle scene, 510 guineas. 
"Pickwick and Mrs. Bardell," a small work 
by Leslie, in grisaille, and with which all 
England is familiar, 1 3 1 guineas. The prin- 
cipal picture in the collection was Frith's 
" Dolly Varden,'* the most " roguish, comely, 
bright-eyed, enticing, bewitching, captiva- 
ting, maddening little puss in the world." 
The past history of this picture is curious, 
and another singular episode was added to it 
on Saturday. It originarlly cost Mr. Dick- 
ens £20 ; on Saturday it was bought by Mr. 
Agnew for 1000 guineas. If a sporting term 
may be applied to picture-buying, one can 
only describe the competitors for the works 



as so many rival " plungers." The bids were 
sometimes an advanceof 50 guineas at a time, 
and after the applause which followed Mr. 
Agnew's last bid of 1,000 guineas, it sounded 
like a piece of satire to hear a feeble voice 
cry out " A thousand and one." When the 
laughter which followed this oflFer had sub- 
sided, Mr. Agnew disputed the right of the 
auctioneer to accept a bidding of less than 5 
per cent. ; the spectators supported Mr. 
Agnew ; and as there was no further advance 
the picture was knocked down to him. A 
companion work, painted by the same artist 
for the same amount of money — ** Kate 
Nickleby at Madame Mantilini's " — realized 
200 guineas. Maclise's well-known portrait 
of Mr. Dickens, painted in 1839, and pre- 
sented by the publishers of" Nicholas Nickle- 
by," on the completion of that work, was 
bought by the Rev. Sir E. R. Joddrell, Bart., 
for 600 guineas, a much smaller sum than 
the picture was generally valued at. 

The most spirited competition dur ng the 
sale was for Mr. Dickens' favorite raven, the 
"Grip" of " Barnaby Rudge." The first 
bid of 25 guineas for an indifferently stuffed 
black crow, in a common glazed case, was 
thought a bold oiFer, but in less than half a 
minute a dozen or more competitors had run 
the figure up to 60 guineas. The price, 
however, continued to advance, and first one 
opponent and then another were shaken ofl*, 
till at 75 guineas there were only two com- 
petitors in the field. " Eighty, and knock it 
down," cried the bolder of them, thinking so 
large an advance would not be challenged, 
but " eighty-one " speedily followed, and for 
full five minutes the spectators watched the 
duel. One of the spectators bid by two, 
three or five guineas at a time, the other 
quickly followed, tortoise fiishion, with his 
single guinea, but in the end he succumbed 
to 1 20 guineas, at which enormous (igure the 
historic bird was bought by Mr. Nottage of 
Tulse Hill. 

The last set of articles offered for sale was 
the Pickwick ladles, half a dozen small silver 
toddy spoons, each having a gilt figure handle 
representing some character in ** Pickwick." 
The ladles were presented to Mr. Dickens 
by Messrs. Chapman & Hall on the com- 
pletion of that work. Four of the six were 
bought by Mr. Agnew, and the prices may be 
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iken as some criterion of the relative popu- 
srity of Mr. Dickens' subjects. While Sam 
teller fetched £64, Mr. Winkle only realiz- 
jd JC23, and Mr. Jingle was sold for £30. 
kc the highest price for these small ladles 
ras given by Mr. A. Halliday, for the figure 
if Pickwick, £69. The last of the lot was 
>ought by Mr. Dickens* son for £34 guineas. 
Though it was not in the catalogue, the auc- 
ioneer then discovered that the morocco case 
or the ladles was for sale. After a spirited 
adding, it was bought by Mr. Permain for 
hrcc guineas. The sale realized £9,410. — 
'jmdon Times,

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BOOK-BINDING. 

(CONTimJED.) 



HE adornment and decoration of ancient boobs was not cxcIuutcIv' con- 
fined to their binding* proper. Rich and costly volumes were trequnilt 
protected by an extra case or covering, frequently of a character vrwccly 
ksa sumptuous than (hat of the cover which it was to protect. The Book 
of Hours of Charlemagne, now in the Louvre, was found originally encased 
in a liitlc silver gilt box, upon which was engraved, in relief, a representtiiai 
of the Myiteriss nf the passion. Some valuable books were enveloped in a sort of pocitet 
or " chemise." The " Heures de St. Louis," now in the Mus^e des Souverains, still eiisik 
protected by its "chemise" of red sandal wood. 

The " Catcnati," or books which were chained in churches and libraries, were genenQy 
Bibles and Missals, in wooden binding and heavily ornamenied with metallic comcra. The 
bindings, embellished by the goldsmith's and lapidary's arts, were not so chained ; they woe 
of a private character, and not so exposed to the depredations of the joint disciples of BiUo; 
and cleptomania. Nevertheless the books were of sufficient value to make this saf^aard of 
iron very desirable. This would seem a reflection upon the pious of the middle ages, bat 
it may be thai some other purpose was subserved in keeping such bulky volumes in fixed posi- 
tions. Volumes frequently turn up, indeed we have possessed several, which still retained the 
of chain attached to the ring, which was formerly slipped over an iron rod running along the lOJi 
ofadcsk. Upto theseventeenih century the booksin the University of Leyden were lo cfaii»< 
cd, the shelf and reading desk being combined. Owing to the ponderous properties of in ancient 
folio it was a matter of greater convenience to change position than to have the book cnr> 
veyed to the reader. The corners, plates, clasps and nails rendered the volumes so heafyi 
that in order to enable the reader to turn the leaves of more than one, with Scility, ilaf 
books were occasionally placed upon revolving desks, having apace tor many open folios 
the same time; probably some locomotive turn-table arrangement, or monitor's lurret, out 
which volleyed and thundered ye ancient fathers. 

Richly ornamented books were generally the property of a monastic inslitulioD or sotnl 
titled or wealthy individual, and the church being the centre and chief influence o( litem] 
productions, we find that, with the occasional exception of classical subject! 
tion of bindings of early books took a decidedly religious caste of charade: 
frequently occurred, relieved upon the sides of the volume, and representations of the V

Of thae ancient bibliopegiiticil apedo 
board preseired cnidCiet, I do aot remember to bare >een more (bas o»e tpedmca, — DMm. 
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Dibdin refers to a Latin Psalter with an interlineary Saxon version^ in the MS. ILHrary at 
Scowe, probably one of the oldest Psalters extant in England^ and thought to be of the IX th 
^ntury, whose binding " consists of oaken boards , upon the exterior of the £rst of which is 
t larg^ brass crucifix, formerly, perhaps, covered or washed with silver. The cruciHx 
measures, to the best of my recollection, about seven or eight inches in height. The work- 
manship is clumsy. Regarding this Psalter there is a tradition that ' it is the book upon 
which the Kings and Queens of England took their coronation oath previous to the reforma- 
tion.' It is sufficient to observe further that it was formerly entered in the exchequer as *'a 
little booke with a crucifix." Dibdin then makes mention of another book in the Stowe 
collection, a ** MS of the Latin Gospels of the Xth or Xlth century, bound in oaken cov- 
ers, the outside of one of which is inlaid with pieces of carved ivory ; which specimens of 
ivory sculpture I conceive to be of a later period — being probably inlaid by the piety of 
lomc subsequent owner. They are, however, very curious, and deserve explicit notice. 
The first consists of our Saviour, with an angel above him ; the second, of the Virgin, with 
Christ in her lap — the Virgin is in half length; the third is a small whole length of Joseph, 
with an angel above. A gilt nimbus is around the head of each, but that which encircles 
the Virgin is perfect, and the compartment in which she appears (about fivt inches high) is 
twice the size of each of the others. The draperies throughout are good ; it is altogether a 
choice and precious specimen of ancient binding." 

Mr. Asde speaks of " a booke of Gospelles garnished and wrought with antique worked 
silver and gilt with an image of the crucifix, with Mary and John, poiz together cccxxij oz." 
Also, in the Jewel House in the Tower, "a work of gold enameled, clasped with a ruble; 
having on th* one syde a crosse of dyamounts, and vj other dyamounts, and th' other syde a 
lower de luce of dyamounts, and iiij rubies, with a pendante of white sapphires and the 
irmes of Englande, which booke is garnished with small emerades and rubies hanging to a 
cheyne, pillar fashion, set with XV knottes, every one conteyning iij rubies (one lacking)." 
Archaeologia, vol. xiii, 220. 

'* Oone Gospell booke, covered with tissue and garnished on th' onside with the crucifix 
and the Queene's badges of silver guilt, poiz, with wodde, leaves and all cxij oz," is a de- 
icription of a prayer booke said to have been in the possession of Queen Elizabeth in the 
uxteenth year of her reign. The cross and other Christian emblems were so much in keep- 
ing with the character of the majority of early manuscripts that we are not surprised to find 
them so frequently occurring. 

It was not until the latter part of the fifteenth century that books were bound in thick 
boards, covered with leather stamped in arabesque and other curious patterns. Vellum 
bindings appear to have been stamped at the close of the fifteenth century, succeed- 
ing the solid old boards covered with stamped leather. During the fifteenth century vellum 
was used as a plain binding, with the margin frequently lapping over, and sometimes meet- 
ing on the edges of the book, thus forming a moot excellent protection against dust and 
injury. Arabesques were the prevailing ornaments for stamped binding during the fifteenth 
century. Towards the sixteenth century historical subjects or portraits were occasionally em- 
ployed. In the early part of the sixteenth century they are of frequent occurrence. 

Among the most beautiful bindings of the eleventh and twelfth centuries, we must not for- 
Rt to mention the covers of books in enamelled copper. (See the illustration, representing a 
urge painted initial letter in a manuscript in the Royal Library at Brussels, showing the arrange- 
ment of the binding, in enamelled metal, of a book of the Gospels, ninth or tenth century.) 
The museum of Cluny, Paris, posseses two plates of incrusted enamel of Limoges, which must 
have belonged to one of these bindings; the first has for its subject the "Adoration of the 
Magi;" the other a representation of the monk, Etienne de Muret, conversing with St. 
Nicholas. The Cathedral of Milan contains in its treasury the covering of a book still 
nore ancient and much richer, about fourteen inches in length and twelve wide, profusely 
covered with incrusted enamel and mounted and ornamented with precious stones of various 
colors. Among the curiosities of binding may be mentioned a specimen of literature in the 
ihape of a book whose leaves were lead. Montfaucon, in his Palaeographia Graeca,.repre- 
icnts Job, Suetonius, Frontinus and Pliny, in support of the existence of books formed en- 
drely of lead. Montfaucon says he only saw " one of these leaden books, which contained 
eight leaves, including its cover or binding, also of the same material. Rings are fastened 
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through the side extremity of each leaf, in such a manner that a leaden rod or hinge nui- 
ning through the rings binds the Book. Montfaucon "found ihe original during his residence 
in Rome and presented it to Cardinal de Bouillon. It was about four inches long and two 
and a half wide. The leaves were covered with hieroglyphic ornaments, of which fac- 
similes and ingenious solutions were given by the learned antiquary." Against the weight of 
the material was urged the ductility of the surface. What a material for pocket editions^ or 
readers of light literature! Think of sending books to the blacksmith's shop to be bound I 
and repaired ! 

A most extraordinary volume, of extreme interest to English antiquaries, is known as St. 
Cuthbert's Book, " said to be executed for that Saint when he was Bishop of the chorck 
of Lindisfarne. Ethel wa Id, one of the monks of the same monastery, smit with the per- 
fection of the calligraphy, procured an artist of the name of Bilfrith to execute the illami* 
nations and ornaments, and caused the volume to be bound with gold and precious stones* 
An inscription regarded as coeval records the names of Eadfrith, Oethelwald, Bilfrith and 
Aldred, as completing and ornamenting this volume of the Gospels to God and Cathbert; 
its age will therefore necessarily be towards the middle of the seventh century, and as it 
stands so perfectly insulated — so completely different from every other book of an admitted 
later date executed in our own country — that that antiquary will probably hare a tough knot 
to untie who shall strive to overthrow its chronology." 

For some account of the prices paid for ancient bindings see foot note.* 

Scholars and priests frequently bound their own books, which accounts for the relativdy 
small number of professed bookbinders during the early ages. The monasteries, the princi- 
pal centres of book-making, had one or many members of their community, whose special 
function it was to bind the books written within their walls. Tritheimus, Abbot of Span- 
heim at the end of the fifteenth century, does not forget the bookbinders in the enumeratioo 
he makes of the different employments of his monks : — " Let one," says he, " fasten the 
leaves together and bind the book with boards. You prepare these boards, you dress the 
leather, you the metal plates which are to adorn the binding." Hearne " has published a 
grant from Rich, de Paston to Bromholm Abbey, of twelve pence a year rent charge on lus 
estates to keep their books in repair." 

In the year 1 299, when a tax was imposed upon the inhabitants of Paris for the exigen- 
cies of the King, it was ascertained that the number of bookbinders then in town amonnted 
only to seventeen, who, as well as the scribes and booksellers, were directly dependent on the 
University, the authorities of which placed them under the surveillance of four sworn book- 
binders, who were considered the agents of the University. 

We must except, however, from this jurisdiction the acknowledged bookbinder to the 
" Chambre des Comptes," who, before he ccmld be appointed to this office, had to make an 
affirmation that he could neither read nor write. 

In the musters, or processions, of the University of Paris,'the bookbinders came after die 
booksellers. 



* In 1386, Martin Lhulllcr, a bookseller at Parig, received from the Duke of Burgundy 16 francs, e^«a- 
lent now in modern French money to about $25, for binding eight books, of which six were covered in graiDci 
leather. On Sept. 19, 1394,'the Duke of Orleans paid to Peter Blondel, goldsmith, la livrcs, 15 toll, f^ 
aving wrought, besides the duke^s silver seal, two clasps for the book of Boece. 

Edward the Third used to have his books bound. Here is a bill of costs: 

** To Alice Claver, for the making of xvi laces and xvi tassels for the garny thing of divers of the Klag^ 
books, ijs, viijd. 

And to Robert Boillet, for blue paper and nailles for closing and fastenyng of diuers cofyns of ffyre wbereki 
the Kings boks were conveyed and caried from the Kings great wardrobe in London unto Eltham afsrcsaid, vd.

de Foy, and the other called the book of Josephus, iij s, iiij d. And for binding, gilding and drcssiog of a 
booke called the bible historial, xx s."

ANDREANA. 

The Family of Gen. Benedict Arnold. — 
W, T. K. is referred to Sabine's American 
Loyalists for an account of the femily of 
Aniold, after his treason, — and for further 
particulars to Mrs. Caulkins' History of Nor- 
wich, Conn,, (1866), pp. 412-414. 

His only sister, Hannah Arnold, never 
married. She lived with her brother, at 
New Haven, took care of his family, and 
managed his business while he was serving 
the American army. Miss Caulkins speaks 
of her as " an accomplished lady, pleasing in 
her person, witty and affable." She followed 
her brother into exile, and died in 1803, at 
Montague, in Canada. 

The following letter, addressed by her to 
Silas Deane, a delegate from Connecticut to 
the Congress of 1775-6, is from the Deane 
Correspondence, in the second volume of the 
Collections of the Connecticut Historical 
Society (about to be published), pp. 356-58. 
Mr. Deane had, by her brother's request, 
remitted to her the balance found due him 
by the Congress, for expenses and disburse- 
ments in the expedition against Ticonderoga 
and Crown Point. 

To Hannah Arnold.* 

Philadelphia, 24th Jany, 1776. 
Deak Madam, — Your brother, on setting out on 
his expedition to Canada, transmitted me an acco< of 
hb expenses and disbursements in the taking of Crown 
Point and Ticonderoga ; on which, after all he could 
obtain from the Massachusetts Assembly, there wes 
a balance of ^245 14^. od. due to him; and desired 
my assistance in procuriug a just settlement, by 
submitting it to Congress. Reasons unnecessary to 
be inserted in this letter Induced me to put off the 
settlement until a few days since, when I obtained the 
balance above, being Eight hundred and Nineteen 
Dolln , which I yesterday took out of the Treasury 
and now send you, by Mr. Wheat of Norwich. As 
I gave my Rect , you will be so kind as to acknow- 
ledge the receiving the same in behalf of your brother, 
who directed me to send it to you when received. I 
shall ever consider the opportunities I have had of, 
in any measure, serving your gallant brother, among 
the most happy incidents of my life, and his friendship 
and confidence as a particular honor.

Deak Sir, — This acknowledges the receipt of your 
friendly letter of 24th ulto. together with the money, 
(Eight hundred and nineteen dollars,) by Mr. Wheat 
of Norwich, for which I gave him my receipt. You 
will please to accept of my most sincere thanks for 
this attention to my brother's interest, and thus 
bringing his unhappy and troublesome business to a 
close. Indeed, my brother engaging in the second 
Expedition, and being obliged to have recourse to the 
Continental Congress to obtain that equitable adjust- 
ment of his public accounts which he had a right to 
expect fiom the Provincial Congress at Watertown, 
made it absolutely necessary for some friend to man- 
age this affair for him, and he knew no one in whom 
he could place so thorough a confidence as yourself. 
The same reason induces me to apply to you, desiring 
your further friendship and assbtance in saving my 
brother a part of his interest in another way. The 
case is simply this: He last summer purchased a 
quantity of lumber, as a cargo for a Brig of about lao 
tons which he then expected home from the West 
Indies. She arrived in July, when he lay sick with 
the gout ; of course was unable to attend to business. 
As soon as he was able to ride, found it necessary to 
go to Cambridge, in order to settle his Ticonderoga 
and Crown-Point expedition, — intending to fit away 
the Brig as soon as he came back. I suppose you 
are no stranger to the delays he met with there ; and 
the expedition to Quebec in the mean time being 
determined on, he engaged in it ; so found no time to 
return to his family, or to attend to his own private 
concerns. By this means the vessel is unemployed, 
and the lumber still on hand, and must inevitably be 
lost unless I can procure liberty to ship it to the West 
Indies. My brother being detained so much longer 
in his march to Canada than what he at first expected, 
together with many other unforeseen and disagreeable 
circumstances attending that important and necessary 
Expedition, makes it impossible for him to come home 
this winter, or to attend to his mercantile aflFairs. Tm 
therefore necessitated to do it for him. Beg yoo 
would therefore use your influence in Congress, that 
liberty be granted him to ship out to the Foreign 
West Indies this lumber, being about sixty thousand 
hoops and staves; the net proceeds to be returned in 
powder or any other article they may be pleased to 
order. 

Tm unacquainted with the modes of introducing 
these matters to Congress ; must leave it to you to do 
it in such manner as you shall think most likely to 
succeed. Had my brother been home and neglected 
to ship the lumber within the limited time, he would 
not have had the sagne plea for desiring this favour. 
I hope the honorable Congress will consider him as 
suffering sufficiently already, (both in health and in- 
terest,) and will relieve him from this part of it, — 
especially as he is likely to lose a vessel and cargo at 
Quebeck. Had we not the lumber on hand, should 
be content to let the Brig lie idle ; as it is, I think 
myself bound in justice to my brother to make thia 
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application. YouUl be kind enough to let me know 
what success 1 may hope for in this business ; and as 
soon as possible, as a little time may make it unsafe 
to send her out.

This little volume is now scarce, — some cata- 
logue-makers might call it "very rare." I 
have given a more particular account of it 
in the (yet unpublished) Historical Magazine 
for December, 1868. "Andr6's Ghost" is 
not much worse than some other poems that 
were written on the same theme, — which is 
about all that can be said of it. Its author

THE MATHER BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

From the Souom Advertiter, 

There is no family in this country upon 
whose writings so much labor and money 
have been spent by antiquaries and collectors 
as the Mather family. Nobody yet knoivs 
what a complete list of their published wri- 
tings is. The list of Increase Mather's printed 
books and tracts appended to his life by 
Cotton Mather numbers eighty-seven separate 
publications. The list of Cotton Mather's 
publications, appended to his life by Samuel 
Mather, numbers three hundred and eighty- 
two. These lists are far from being complete. 
Mr. John Langdon Sibley has been laboring 
for years in making a list of the w^ritings of 
the Mathers for his valuable biographical 
work, which is soon to appear, on the early 
graduates of Harvard College ; and even his 
unwearied efforts, with the help of many 
collectors, have led to but imperfect results. 
Of Cotton Mather's writings two hundred 
and forty-two are in the Boston Athenaeum, 
American Antiquarian Society, Massachusetts 
Historical Society, and the Prince collection 
now in the Boston Public Library. The 
number possessed by each library ranges from 
eighty to one hundred and thirty. Of one 
hundred and fourteen there is but a single copy 
in all the libraries which have been named. 
The British Museum and the Bodleian Libranr 
at Oxford, have made a specialty in collect- 
ing Mathers ; but we have no information as 
to the number they possess. Mr. George 
Brinley, of Hartford, has over two hundred 
of Cotton Mather's books; and his b pro- 
bably the largest collection in the world. 
The cost of some of these tracts would aston- 
ish persons who have not taken the field as 
collectors. " Worth their weight in gold ** 
is generally regarded as the acme of valuation, 
but here the simile fails. We will not ruffle 
the sensibilities of rare-book buyers and their 
families by further revelations on this point. 

There is an interesting question in this 
connection upon which we may be able to 
throw some light. When did Cotton Mather 
begin to print books? The earliest book 
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whica appears la ihc list by his son, is *' The 
Call of the Gospel," 1686. He was then 
cw^enty-three years of age. But a person who 
entered college at the age of eleven years and 
six months, with more classical knowledge 
than the average of graduates have to-day ; 
who graduated at fifteen, was made a freeman 
and began to preach at seventeen, had ample 
qualifications and time to write books before 
he reached the venerable age of twenty- three. 
Did he print any books before 1686, and if 
so, what were they ? *' Elegies on Collins," 
printed in 1685, was identified in London a 
few years since, and this, we believe, is the 
earliest up to this time which has been found. 
He was then twenty-two years of age. In 
the " Mather Papers," recently printed by 
the Massachusetts Historical Society (p. 44), 
is a letter dated May 31, 1683, from Natha- 
niel Mather, then in Dublin, to his brother 
Increase, in which he says : ** The last I had 
from you was dated October 15, 1682, and 
with it Mr. Oaks his sermon on Ecc'es. and 
two oi your son's poems on him, for which 
I thank you." Cotton was, therefore, 
writing poems at nineteen years of age ; but 
this does not show that they were printed. 
August 13 th, the same year, Nathaniel writes 
again (p. 47) : ** Both yours of June 1 3, with 
two of your books on Comets [Cometo- 
graphir], one Diatribe [Diatriba de Signo 
Filii Hominis], and one Almanack, I re- 
ceived by Mr. Smith, August 7." What 
almanac is that ? Another letter may explain. 
The Rev. Simon Bradstreet, settled at New 
London, writes (p. 479) (without date, which 
Prince supplies as follows : " I suppose this 
dated about March or April, 1683") "I 
received the verses and Almanacks you 
sent, and thank yourself and my cousin 
your son. I think his verses were in time 
and tune, and his Almanack too, only I 
must confess I see (though I well know 
what is said by some) no religion in He- 
brew months, nor irreligion in calling a 
vessell Castor and Pollux." At the word 
Almanack, Prince, in the original letter, which 
we have seen in the Boston Public Library, 
made this note, " Mr. Cotton Mather pub- 
lished an Almanack for 1683, beginning 
with March." 

In the Massachusetts Historical Society's 
Library we find an Almanac for 1683, begin- 
ning with March, with the following title :

S[ewall] 1683." The almanac is a neatly 
printed i6mo. 24pp., with no folios. It is 
catalogued without the name of the author. 
There is much internal evidence that this is 
Cotton Mather's Almanac. The style, the 
learning, and the spirit of the book are his ; 
and no writer displays more marked individu- 
ality than he. The author's main purpose, 
as his motto indicates, was what he calls the 
'• happy snare " of imparting religious instruc- 
tion and warning sinners. The literary 
matter is introduced by a history of almanacs 
and " the connection of the Hebrew months 
with our Julian ones." This explains the 
allusion of Mr. Bradstreet that he sees no 
religion in Hebrew months, etc., " Though 
we don't go with Schiller to put Christian' 
names upon the constellations, let us not be 
absurd to beseech the Readers of an Alma- 
nack to become Christian men." Then 
follows *' A probable account in what order, 
at what time, and by what hands the body 
of the Bible might be written ;" then " A 
serious reflection on man's mortal and mo- 
mentary life." Here is the meat of the 
whole matter. He says, *' The Shrub that 
is now writing had not stept cut of his road, 
and devoted a few of his Hor^e Subsecivae 
to try what he could do in the foregoing 
mathematical composure, if he had not 
therein foreseen an opportunity to approve 
himself a friend to thine everlasting wel- 
fare." This is followed by *^A Description 
of the Last Year's Comet," in which he 
combines godliness and thrift by announcing 
a forthcoming work by his father : " Wc 
must acquaint the reader that there is in 
the press a Discourse of the nature and 
events of Comets, with two Sermons, occa- 
sioned by the two late Blazing Stars ; the 
Ilaborate composure of the Reverend Mr. 
encreaie Mather." 

This work was prepared when the author 
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was nineteen years of age. His younger 
brother, Nathaniel, a youth of much promise 
who died in 1688, prepared "The Boston 
Ephemeris ; an Almanack for 1 686," when 
he was but sixteen years of age, a copy of 
which is before us. It is devoted strictly to 
the legitimate purposes of an almanac, and no 
attempt is made at religious instruction. From 
the fact that Increase Mather sent the poems 
of his son Cotton to several persons, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that they were in print, 
and they may yet be recovered. 



PEIRSON'S INDIAN CATECHISM. 

From tke Hartford Courant, 

The Rev. Abraham Peirson, minister of 
Branford in the old New Haven Colony, (and 
afterwards of Newark, N. J.) began the study 
of the Indian language as early as 1 65 1, with 
a view to the religious instruction of the na- 
tives. In 1654, the Commissioners of the 
New England Colonies wrote to England, 
that he was " preparing a Catechism to suit 
these southwest parts, where the language 
differs from theirs who live about the Massa- 
chusetts." The first copy of this Catechism, 
completed in 1656 or '7, was lost at sea, 
with the ship by which it had been sent to 
England to be printed. The next year, Mr. 
Peirson prepared another copy, and the first 
sheet was printed at Green's press in Cam- 
bridge, (Mass.) in the autumn or early winter 
of 1658. The work was not finished before 
September, 1659, — in a little volume of 67 
pages, small octavo (or modern i6mo). The 
title is as follows : — 

" Some Helps for the Indians, showing 
them How to improve their natural Reason, 
To know the True God, and true Christian 
Religion. 1. By leading them to see the 
Divine Authority of the Scriptures. 2. By 
the Scriptures, the Divine Truths necessary 
to Eternal Salvation. Undertaken at the 
motion and published by the order of the 
Commissioners of the United Colonies, By 
Abraham Peirson, Pastor of the Church at 
Branford. Examined and approved by that 
Experienced Gentleman (in the Indian Lan- 
guage), Captain John Scott. — Cambridge: 
Printed by Samuel Green, 1658." 

[Some copies read ; — " Examined and ap- 
proved by Thomas Stanton, Interpreter- 
General to the United Colonies for the Indian 



Language, and by some others of the most 
able Interpreters amongst us. "J 

An English interlinear translation of the 
Indian text is given. The language is that 
which was spoken by the Indians about 
Quinnipioc (New Haven), and of the coast 
westward to New York. This differs con- 
siderably, as the Commissioners observed, from 
the Massachusetts dialect, in which Eliot's 
translation of the Bible was made. Hardly 
a trace of this language of " these southwest 
parts " has been preserved elsewhere than in 
this Catechism. It has, therefore, a peculiar 
interest to Connecticut scholars. 

The little volume is now extremely rare. 
Indeed, only two copies are known to be pre- 
served, one of which is in the British Museum 
a^d the other in the library of a well-known 
American collector. All who are interested 
in such matters, will be glad to leam that 
Mr. J. Hammond Trumbull is about topiint, 
for the use of students of the American lan- 
guages, a few copies of this Catechism. The 
title page and one or more pages of the text 
will be reproduced by photo-lithography. 
The reprint will correspond, page for page, 
with the original, and will be literal, even to 
errors of the press. An introductory noce 
will give some account of the work and its 
author, and point out the peculiarities of the 
dialect in which the Catechism was composed. 



Origin of the word Quiz. — Very few 
words ever took such a run, or were saddled 
with so many meanings, as this monosyllable ; 
and, however strange the word, 'tis still more 
strange that not one of our lexicographen, 
from Bailey to Johnson, ever attempted an 
explanation, or gave a derivation of it. The 
reason is very obvious : it is because it has no 
meaning, nor is it derived from any language 
in the world ever known, from the Babylon- 
ish confusion to this day. When Richard 
Daly was patentee of the Irish theatres, he 
spent the evening of a Saturday in company 
with many of the wits and men of fashion of 
the day ; betting was introduced, when the 
manager staked a large sum that he would 
hear spoken, all through the principal streets 
of Dublin, by a certain hour next day. Son- 
day, a word having no meaning, and being 
derived from no known -language — wa ge rs 
were laid, and sukes deposited. Daly re- 
paired to the theatre, and despatched all the 
servants and supernumeraries with the word

" QUIZ," which they chalked on every door 
and every shopwindow in town. Shops being 
shut all next day, everybody going to and 
coming from their different places of worship 
saw the word, and everybody repeated it, so 
that " quiz " was heard all through Dublin ; 
the circumstance of so strange a word being 
on every door and window caused much sur- 
prise, and ever since, should a strange story 
be attempted to pass current, it draws forth 
the expression — you art quizzing mt.

The Evening Telegraph (Philadelphia) 
gives the following explanation of the term 
•* Keystone State/' by which Pennsylvania is 
designated : 

" Long before our Revolutionary era, the 
arch and its keystone were symbols of union 
and strength. Hence, the idea fastened it- 
iclf upon the minds of the Pennsylvania ns 
Jiat our state occupied the positions of the 
Ky stone of the Union. There are many 
ncidents in our history well calculated to 
levelop this idea. At the time of the adop- 
pon of the Declaration of Independence, 
Pennsylvania was the dividing State between 
^orth and South, there being six on each 
Ide of her. 



** In the Congress of Independence, the 
representatives to the Colonies sat in a semi- 
circle around the Speaker's chair, Pennsyl- 
vania occupying the centre of the arch; she 
was also the last or thirteenth State to vote, 
and thus resembled the keystone of an arch, 
which is always inserted last, and without 
which the arch could not stand. These 
well-known facts undoubtedly presented them- 
selves to the minds of many, and the title of 
** Keystone " gradually worked its way among 
the people until it finally became an acknow- 
ledged title by every one.*' 

American Knights. — ^A book recently 
published in this country. The Old World 
compared zvith the New, by George Alfred 
Townsend, asserts that Dr. Franklin's son 
William and Benjamin West the painter were 
knighted in England. Is not this statement 
incorrect?. As West was a Quaker, the ac- 
ceptance of such an honor would have been 
inconsistent with his principles. Bar-Point.

Portraits of Puritan Divines — The 
printed works of the Puritans generally con- 
tain an engraved likeness of the author ; such 
engravings were executed from oil portraits, 
which for the most part still exist, cither in 
chapels, institutions, or in the possession of 
private individuals.

Next in order we have the "extensive 
and valuable Library formed by the Hon. 
George H. Holliday, of Carlinville, 111." 
The catalogue makes 247 pages, and includes 
a large collection of books purchased at very 
high prices, and indicates clearly that the 
bookseller had a good deal to do with form- 
ing this Library. A glance at the index will 
at once exhibit the miscellaneous character 
of the collection. We have, for instance, 
not a little theology, but in order to balance 
that there is about an equal supply of facetiae, 
some of it being of a decidedly salacious 
character; Greek and Latin classics are, 
more than counterbalanced by a supply of 
fiction. Piety and biography are about 
equally distributed. There is a liberal sup- 
ply of so-called privately printed books. We 



say so-cdued because generally they are not 
privately printed. For how can a book be pri- 
vately printed concerning which circaJars ut 
Issued to the elect few (?), advising them that 
fifty or mor^ copies are printed for their spedil 
edification, and requesting them to subscribe. 
These seemed to meet with much disfavor, 
for they sold at very low prices. Many 
bboks printed by Mr. Munsell were said to 
be printed on India paper and to be one of 
five copies so printed. We bought some, 
and found they were simply Mr. Monsell's 
proof sheets, or q/Jtce copies, which copia 
are got up carelessly and not usuaUy sold, 
being regarded as worthless. These were 
carefully bound in half morocco by Brad- 
streets, and when Mr. Holliday bought them 
the books were not the only things sold. 

Many other departments are about equally 
represented, the whole forming a collection 
of fine books; but it would be difficult to dc^ 
cide from the catalogue what particular inten- 
tion Mr. Holliday had except to possess a lot 
of books. There is no evidence of scholarly 
design, but an abundant testimony that he 
permitted the bookseller to supply him ex- 
pensive, but not always valuable, books.

After Mr. Huygens had thus invented 
these pendulum watches, and caused several to 
be made in Holland, Mr. Fromantil, a Dutch 
clock maker came over into England, and made the 
first that were ever made here ; which was about the 
year 1662.** 

A. C. M., Lond. 1759, 4th ed. p. 106. 

By the above it evidently appears that the first 
clock which was made in England, was constructed 
in or about the year 1662; which is the fourth year 
after the death of Oliver Cromwell. The similarity 
of the namei of the maker is remarkable, and b z 
testimony pf the truth and correctness of the above 
quotation. Added to this, the clock by its internal 
construction, proves itself of a later date than the life- 
time of Cromwell. Nevertheless, it may have be- 
longed to him, as four years are but of little conse- 
quence. It is, no doubt, at least a hundred and 
forty years old. (1804)

Milton^s Watch in America. — In the 
British Museum is a watch which belonged 
to Milton. It was made by William Bunting, 
Pope's Head Alley, Cornhill, whose name 
appears in the tables of the Clockmakcr's 
Company of that period. The face is in- 
scribed " loanni Miltoni, 1631." It shows 
the days of the month, and the hours, and 
has a glass. This watch was bequeathed to 
the maker by Sir Charles Fellows, who had 
owned the finest collection of watches in 
England. It is said thai a poor family in 
Yorkshire received a box from America, as 
part of the effects of an aged relative whose 
ancestors, had emigrated to that conti- 
nent soon after the time of the common- 
wealth. The box contains several coins and 
the last mentioned watch, and the family to 
whom the bequest came, being poor, sold the 
whole to a silversmith, who was also a watch- 
maker. The purchaser gave the full price 
for the coin, but refused to give more for the 
watch than the value of the silver case, 2s. 
9d. The works, with the face on, which 
looked like iron, being so much tarnished, 
was put away in a drawer, which was fre- 
quently opened. The friction after a time 
sho^^ed the face or dial to be of silver, with 
an inscription on it. This, on being deci- 
phered, after cleaning, was found to be as 
above given. — Wood's Curiosities of Clocks 
and Watches.

we not say is? — of the greatest interest, as 
one of the most trustworthy sources fiOm 
which the prevalent opinions as to the origin 
of printing are derived. Among the early 
Ipetimens of typography there was a copy 
of the first German Bible, printed by Men- 
telin, about 1466, but undated; also three 
early Latin Biblcj by Mentelin, Jenson» and 
Eggestein, the last bearing the manuscript 
date 1468. There was, besides a rare copy 
of Virgil, by Mcntelin, a still rarer Com- 
mentary of Scrvius upon that poet, printed 
by the celebrated Valdarfer; a Jerome's 
"Epistles," by SchoefFer, 1470; and about 
four thousand other books printed before the 
beginning of the sixteenth century. There 
were only two or three illuminated MSS. of 
any great value. We trust, therefore, that 
the rarest volumes were place.4 in safety 
before this unhappy event, and that at least 
the little folio manuscript which has so long 
been the chief bibliographical treasure o 
Strasbourg has been preserved. 

Aldus. — What was the inscription on his 
printing-house, requesting his friends to dis- 
patch their business with him as soon as 
possible, and then go about their business ?

Over the door of his tanctum Aldus placed the fol- 
lowing inscription : 

Whoever you are, Aldus earnestly entreats you to 
dispatch your business as soon as possible, and then 
depart; unless you come hither, like another Hercu- 
les, to lend him some friendly assistance ; for here 
will be work sufficient to employ you, and as many as 
enter this place.** 

This inscription was afterwards adopted, 
for a similar purpose, by the learnned Opho- 
rinus, a printer of Basil. 

Curious Epitaph, — The following portion 
of an epitaph from the tomb of Thomas Carter, 
1 706, in the church of St. Gregory, Sudbury, 
will doubtless interest some of our readers ; it 
is as well to premise that he was a very char- 
itable man, as the whole Latin inscription 
(which would occupy about forty lines) fully 
records : 

" Traveller, I will relate a prodigy. On the day 
whereon the aforesaid Thomas Carter breathed out 
his soul, a Sudbury camel passed through the eye of 
a needle. Go, and if thou art wealthy, do thou like- 
wise. Farewell.** 

The allusion is of course to St. Matthew 
xix. 24. W. Sparrow Simpson, B.A.

** We are informed t)^at tl^e five classes pf (he In,- 
ftitttte of France have unanimooaly resol«ed to dnw 
up « protest in view of the possible bombardment of 
the Monuments, Libraries and Museums of Paris \ 
and that the protest will be addresed to every Acad- 
emy in the world, inviting them to give their a4- 
hesion to it. 

We venture to assure the members of the Insti- 
tute of France that the National Monuments. Li- 
braries and museums will be held as * sacred' by the 
German armies as they are held by themselves. An 
army consisting of the flower of the manhood and 
youth of Germany, recruited from all ranks of soci- 
ety, and therefore, as a matter of course, teeming 
with scholars, savants and students — classes which 
are hardly represented in the French army — will go 
very, very differently to work than the French very 
likely would have done had they been able to accom- 
plbh their March upon Berlin. There are thounnds 
upon thousands of soldiers in the German army who 
are well aware what European culture owes to 
France, and to whom the accumulated treasures of 
French art and science will be hardly less dear than 
those of their own beloved country. We may, by 
way of parenthesis, state as a fact that there are now 
in the German armies six very accomplished Sanskrit 
scholars— Dr. Thibaut, Dr. Goldsmidt, Dr. Von 
Thielmann, Dr. Goeke, Dr. Pischel and Rich. 
Kiepert. An appeal on the part of the members of 
the French Institute to men of this stamp — many of 
them Associates of German Academies, Institutes, 
and Universities — seems to us quite uncalled for. 
Such men know the responsibilities which they owe 
to the world of letters probably better than the 
French * savants/ not one of whom had a word to 
say about the *sacredness* of 'Gentlemen of the 
Pavement' of Paris, and the silent approval of its 
learned bodies. 

As regards the literature of the war, it is truly re- 
freshing to read the dignified and manly manifestos 
of such leaders of German Science and Literature u 
Max Muller, D. F. Strauss, Theodore Mommsen, 
Emil Du Bois-Reymond, Berthold Auerbach, and 
others, by the side of the wild and incoherent screech- 
ings of the Victor Hugos, Edmond A bouts, Ed, 
Girardins, etc. 

Since writing the above, and in curious confirma- 
tion of our remarks, an account of the battle of 
Sedan, in Sanskrit^ written to a friend at Berlin, on 
the day after the battle, has appeared in the Spener 
^iche Zeituttg of the i8th September. The following 
is the text of this curious letter, to which we append 
an English translation ; — 

* Sedan, 2 Sept. 1870. — Hyo mahayud abhavat, 
^atravah sarve ntrjitah, sarva tesham sena, mahar^i 
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ca ivay^m, baddhah. Tvathta no vajram ivaryam 
tataksha; ahanma ^him svavilau fifriyanam (Rig-

yoddhum faknuvanci, turanginas tu na *rhanti. Ma- 
hatyam sevayam bhavatah ^ishyah.' 

' Yesterday a great battle took place. The enemy 
wai thoroughly beaten ; their whole army and the 
great king (Maharaja Emperor) himself made pris- 
oners. TvasAtar (Vulcan) forged for us the flaming 
thundebolt} we defeated the j4Ai (Pithon), who hid 
myself in his cave (Rigveda, i, 32). I am all 
right ; was not, during the iight, in great danger. 
because in this very mountanious country the infantry, 
not the cavalry, have to bear the brunt of the battle.* 
It is certainly characteristic of the Prussian army 
and its component elements, that on the day after 
such a battle, a Hussar officer has succeeded in report- 
ing on it in essentially correct Sanskrit, quoting, at 
the tame time the rigveda. The gentleman who has 
performed this astonishing feat is the Doctor Juris von 
Thielmann, a Junior Judge in the Berlin Court of 
Appeal, who, whilst devoting himself to the duties of 
his office, finds still time to occupy himself seriously 
with the literature and language of ancient India. 
Already, in 1866, he had fought in Bohemia; and 
the war of 1870 found him again in the ranks of the 
army. Truly an army containing such material is a 
precious one ! May a happy return be vouchsafed to the 
gallant writer I 0», svasti I 



The Defoe Monument. — The cable an- 
nounced to us last month that a monument 
had been erected in Bunhill Fields, to Alex- 
ander Defoe. Of course this was an error 
for Daniel Defoe. The Christian World 
(English newspapeO interested itself regard- 
ing the monument. It says : " Upon seeing 
the shabby stone that marked the grave of 
Defoe, it occurred to several gentlemen that 
something ought to be done to place upon 
the grave a more enduring memorial." The 
Christian ^orid suggested that the boys of 
England, the readers of Robinson Crusoe, 
should subscribe six pence each, to the mon 
ument. Later, owing to an under estimate 
of the cost, it was necessary to appeal to 
others, boys and girls in heart. The monu- 
ment is of Sicilian marble, 18 feet high. 
Inscribed : 

DANIEL D£FO£, 

BORN, 1 661. DIED, 173 1, 

Author of Robinton Crusoe, 
This monument is the result of an appeal in the 
Christian World newspaper, to the boys and girls of 
England for funds to place a suitable memorial upon 
the grave of Daniel Defoe, It represents the contri- 
bntions of seventeen hundred persons. 
September, 1870. 

The Saturday Review, commenting on 
this as a novel mode of advertising, says : 



** The Egyptian obelisk commemorates, it 
will be seen, Defoe and the Christian World, 
A marble immortality has been gained for 
tke great litterateur and the religious penny- 
worth, and the Christian World has dene 
a good stroke in advertising. • ♦ » 
Grateful as we are for the penny newspaper, 
of which, we are told, Defoe was the Pio- 
neer, and which the Christian World rep- 
resents in the regions of piety, still we can- 
not forget some particulars about Defoe 
which Mr. Clark found it convenient to- 
ignore. • • • And so it comes to this, 
that Defoe is a typical man, a Christian 
saint — and we take the Christian World*s 
word for it — and it is now written on marble 
that the Christian World vouches for De- 
foe. Defoe was a very remarkable man; 
and literature owes a great deal to him. He,, 
was, as one of the speakers at ** the inaugu- 
ration*' seems to have felt dimly, the pre- 
cursor of the " literary man" of our times. 
He was an indefatigable projector and ad- 
vertiser, and wrote on all sorts of subjects,, 
and on all of them very well. He would 
have made a first-rate Special Correspondent,, 
and would have edited, and, for the matter 
of that, written half-a-dozen magazines and 
newspapers, and driven them all six-in-haod; 
and they would all have been readable. He 
wrote on all sides in politics, on a good many 
sides in religion. Hie was versatile, flexible, 
and original. Some of his works, one t£ 
them at least, will last a» (ong as the English 
language; though we suspect that for a 
thousand people who talk about Robinsati 
Crusoe, there are hardly two who* have read 
the whole work through. But to talk of tke 
author of Moll Flanders and Roxana as s 
Christian hero is only to be excused by tfce 
tact that Defoe is not really known in his 
whole literary career, and to talk of this spy 
and traitor as a political hero is to be ac- 
counted for by the incapacity of all political 
partisans to see the faults and \'ices of their 
champions. With all his talents and abili- 
ties, with all his reading and acquirements,, 
with all his sociability and charm of style, 
Defoe was an untruthful man. Either the- 
form in which he cast his literary, as apart: 
from his political, works gradually wore out 
his estimate of truth, or, being morally and 
constitutionally incapable of truth, he selected, 
a particular form of writing because it most 
suited his natural character. There is a: 
common quality in Defoe's fictioBS in whicb 
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most of their power and interests consists. 
They were published anonymously ; and 
were meant to be read, and were certainly 
written for the express purpose of being taken 
as real narratives, and generally, of course, 
real biographies. This method requires 
great powers, and never were they so success- 
fully exerted by any writer or in so many 
instances as by Defoe. The History of the. 
Plague, the Memoirs oj a Cavalior, Rob- 
inson Crusoe, Moll Flanders, Captain 
Carleton, all are fictions, but they were 
written as, and intended to be taken for, 
real and genuine books. The apparation ot 
Mrs. Veal was a downright lie, written for 
so many guineas on a commission from a 
bookseller, to sell off an unsaleable book, 
Drelincourt on Death. No man of the 
highest moral feelings could have constructed 
such a series, however clever, of literary im- 
positions as Defoe produced. We have not 
the least objection to a monument to Defoe ; 
but if he is to be saluted as one of the great 
lights of Nonconformity, it is only fair to 
recall what the man, whole and entire, was. 
Defoe's life illustrates what in religious lan- 
guage, and pious circles, is called the noth- 
ingness of gifts without graces. The lesson 
has its value, and, for aught we know, the 
great Dissenting cemetery is the very place 
for teaching it, as Defoe is the most conspic- 
uous instance to illustrate it." 

Algernon Charles Swinburne has pub- 
lished in London an ode on the Proclamation 
of the French Republic. The Saturday Re- 
T/iew says : 

*' Mr. Swinbarne is indeed such a *' quiver fellow" 
that he can compose an ode almost as fast as the 
people of Paris can establish a republic. We have 
little doubt that the duration of the one will be al- 
most as long as that of the other. Six days after the 
Republic was proclaimed this ode was published. It 
may perhaps be the case that both poet and publisher 
were anxious to avoid an awkward contingency, and 
were fearful lest the Republic should have collapsed 
before the ode had been printed. We shall not do 
Mr. Swinburne the injustice to suppose that be kept 
fhis ode by him ready for anything that might turn 
«p9 whether in France or Italy. We have no doubt 
that, as he has a complete command over words and 



as complete an indifference to sense, he can strike off 
some three hnndred lines as easily as Hotspur killed 
you «8ome six or seven dozen of Scots at a breakfast.' 
We must do him the jusiice to admit that his non- 
sense is at all events melodious nonsense. We have 
often wished, however, that he could have been a 
second Mendelssohn, and could have composed his 
songs without words. We should never, in that 
case, have been stopped in our enjoyment of his 
melody by awkward reflection, about his meaning, 
We consider, indeed, that nature intended Mr. Swing 
burne much more for a musician than a poet. A man 
may take liberties with his fiddlestick that he cannot 
take with his pen, and so long as he pleases the ear 
need not consider the understanding. As it is we 
can never read Mr. Swinburne for long together with- 
out getting thoroughly weary of him. His perfect 
rhythm becomes at last tiresome, and we do not find 
any relief in the worse than indecency of which he is 
too often guilty. As we read him we are reminded of 
one of Boswcirs stories : — *• A gentleman who intro- 
duced his brother to Dr. Johnson was earnest to 
recommend him to the Doctor's notice, which he 
did by saying, * When we have set together some 
time, you'll find my brother very entertaining.' *Su' 
(said Johnson), I can wait.' We read through one 
of Mr. Swinburne^s poems, and hope that they will 
in time grow entertaining and, we may add, intelli- 
gible, but, unlike Johnson, we do not find \hat we 
can wait. No doubt Mr. Swinburne has written not 
a little that is very beautiful. But even his finest 
poems have passages which are conspicuous by a re- 
markable absence of anything like sense." * * 

Wealth op American Poets. — Bryant is 
reputed worth $500,000, made chiefly by 
journalism; Longfellow is estimated at $200,- 
000, the gift of his father-in-law, Nathan 
Appleton, besides the very considerable profit 
of his poems ; Holmes is rated at $100,000, 
hereditary property, increased by lecturing 
and literature ; Whittier, who lives frugally, 
is worth $30,000, inherited and earned by 
his popular pen ; Saxe is reputed worth $70,- 
000, inherited and earned in law, lecturing 
and literature ; Lowell is said to be worth 
$30,000 or $40,000, hereditary, and acquired 
in his chair as Professor in Harvard College ; 
Boker is rich by inheritance, and worth pro- 
bably $ 1 00,000 ; Bayard Taylor is a man 
of independent property — the profits of his 
literature and lecturing, and dividends from 
his Tribune stock. Verily, American poets 
are a prosperous set of fellows. — Exchange,

The Catalogue commences with an ex- 
tract from Wynne's "Private Libraries of 
New York," descriptive of the Library ; but 
for the number of " it's " • in it we should 
suppose Mr. White had himself written the 
article, for Wynne had but little knowledge 
of books. 

The Catalogue is singular in this respect — 
it enumerates all of Mr. White's books, but 
certain of them, which are indicated by a 
ttar (•) were not sold. This circumstance 
caused much annoyance to the buyers, for in 
many instances the stars were attached to the 
most desirable books. The arrangement in 
classes was subject to the objection which all 
luch arrangements entail. No arrangement 
can be suggested which will meet the views 
of all readers, and the searcher is often com- 
pelled to turn over his catalogue under many 
divisions before he finds the needed book.

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BOOK-BINDING. 



CONCLUDED. 



HE History of book- binding in the fourteenth and Brtecnth centuries man 
aked for, and eliminated from, the archives, accounts and invea- 
of Kings, Princes, and Royal Officer!. The magnificent libn- 
thc Dukes of Burgundy and Orleans, now partly destroyed 



and scattered among the public 

tich in specimens of costly binding. As a specimen of a binding of 
the fifteenth century, we present a fac-simile of an engraved and stamped 
binding, in an unknown material, representing the mystical Chase of the Unicorn, the iib- 
mal takinp refuge in the lap of the Virgin. The original is in the Public Librarj' of RoneD. 

The old style of thick, heavy and, in some sort, armour-plated binding, could not exist lonj 
after the invention of printing, which while multiplying books, reduced their size, and gaft 
them a less intrinsic value. Wooden boards were replaced by compressed cardboard ; naii 
and clasps were gradually laid aside, and stuffs of different kinds nolonger employed, only ikio, 
leather, and parchment were used. This was the beginning of modern book-binding, bat 
book-binders were as yet but mechanics, working for the booksellers, who when they had ot 
their premises a book-binding room, assumed in their editions the double title of bookseller- 
bookbinder. In 1 578, Nicholas Eve, still placed on his books and his sign-board, " Bool- 
teller to the Univenity of Paris and Bookbinder to the King." No volume was sold ii»- 
bound. 

The Arabs had, for a long time, known the art of dressing, dyeing, stamping, and gilding 
the skins which they used to make covers foi books ; and the Crusades, which introduced into 
Europe many luxurious customs, must have exerted considerable influence upon the art •>( 
binding. The covers of the books of the Arabs took the name of Ala: (wings) probably 
Irom a resemblance in beautiful colors to the wings of a bird of rich plumage. Furopeaa 
workmen could not fail to take hints from the specimens of Oriental binding which the cm- 
taderg brought back from their expeditions. A revolution which had taken place in the 
formation of royal and princely libraries, had its correllative influence upon binding. BiMcs 
and missals, and reproductions of ancient authors, and trca^tises on theology, no loi^ 
formed the only books. 

A new language had given rise to histories, romances, and poems, forming the delight of 
a (ociety becoming more and more polished every day. For the pleasure of readcn, the gal- 
lant of one sejf and the (air of the other, books were required* more agreeable to the eye, 
and less rough to the touch than those used for the edification of monksand the instructional 
Kholars. The creations of fancy needed a softer arid niore refined binding than the hai4 
end metallic coverings of dry theology. The cumbrous folios were changed to sizes mMt 
convenient for the courtly reader. Fine and smooth vellum was used for writing, and boob 
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were covered in velvet, silk, or woolen stuffs. Paper, a recent invention, opened up a new 
era for libraries, though two centuries were to elapse before pasteboard had entirely taken 
the place of wooden covers. 

From the end of the fifteenth century, although book-binding was always considered as an 
adjunct to the bookseller's shop, certain amateurs who had a taste for art, required richer and 
more recherch6 exteriors for their books. Italy set the example in beautiful bindings in mo- 
rocco, stamped and gilt, imitated, however, from those of the Koran, and other Arabian 
manuscripts, which Venetian navigators frequently brought back with them from the East, 
The expedition of Charles VIII., and the wars of Louis XII., introduced into France, not 
only Italian bindings, but Italian binders also. 

Without renouncing, however, at least for the Livre d'heures, the bindings ornamented 
with goldsmiths' work and gems, France had very soon binders of her own, surpassing 
those who had been to them as initiators or masters. Jean Grolier, of Lyons, loved books 
coo much not to wish to give them an exterior ornamentation worthy of the wealth of knowl- 
edge they contained. 

Treasurer of War, and Intendant of the Milanese, before the battle of Pavia, he had 
begun to create a library which he subsequently transported to France, and did not cease 
to enlarge and enrich till his death, which occurred in 1565, His books were bound in 
morocco from the Levant, and it is probable that this period inaugurated and, we might say, 
perfected the application of morocco as a binding. Such care and taste were displayed 
under the supervision of this cultivated and exacting amateur, that book-binding at this time 
rose to the height of perfection. His binders were constrained to be careful, for it is re- 
marked that the Grolier-bound books rejoice in an ample margin. His ornamentation was 
generally in the best taste — simple, elegant, and flowing. The superiority and tastefulness of 
his design, no doubt created numerous imitators, and now the Grolier pattern, well imitated 
by a modern binder, is something which an amateur deems himself fortunate in possessing. 

One of the immediate followers of Grolier, and one of much celebrity, was Maioli. Spec- 
imens of his bindings are eagerly sought for by the cognoscenti. Indeed, fabulous sums 
have been expended for the sake of securing original specimens of a Grolier or Maioli bind- 
ing, though the book bound may have been in itself but of moderate va'ue. Olive and brown 
appear to have been the favorite colors of Grolier. Many of the patterns of this noble 
bibliophile were formed by inlaying leather of different colors. 

Both Maioli and Grolier must have been good-natured bibliomaniacs, for their bindings are in- 
scribed with their names, ** et Amicorum," seeming to indicate that the books were not solely 
for their selfish delectation and amusement. No doubt such a privilege was envied the for- 
tunate friends; — lending libraries for the general public being then little imagined. 

Princes and ladies of the courts prided themselves on their loved books, and the desire to 
acquire them ; they founded libraries, and encouraged the work of good book -binders, who 
produced masterpieces of patience and ability, in decorating the covers of books, either with 
enamelled paintings, or with mosaics made of different pieces inlaid, or with plain gildings, 
stamped on the surface with small irons. The sixteenth century produced the most splendid 
binding in all styles, and the French book-binders of that period have never been surpassed, 
or even equalled. The painter, the engraver, and even the goldsmith, co-operated with the 
book-binder by furnishing him designs for his ornaments. The designs in fashion at the be- 
ginning of the sixteenth century were often drawn by distinguished artists, such as Jean 
Cousin, Stephen de Laulne, etc. Nearly all the French Kings, and more especially the 
Valois, were passionately fond of splendid bindings. Catherine de Medicis was such a con- 
noiseur, that authors who presented her with copies of their works, sought to make their 
presents eminent by the beauty of the binding, made especially for her. Henry III., who 
appreciated handsomely bound books no less than his mother, invented a very singular bind- 
ing, when he instituted the order of ** Penitents." This consisted of death's heads and cross- 
bones, tears, crosses, and other instruments of the Passion, gilt or stamped on black morocco, 
and having the following device, " Spes mea Deus " (" God is my hope "), with or without 
the arms of France. 
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Diana of Poicticrs.* the famous mistress of Henry II. was contemporay with Grolicr. 
She indulged a funJucss Ibr fine books and bindings. Her bindings rank among the mote 
beautiful, — they were no doubt designed by Petit Bernard the artist who made drawings for , 
her jewelry. Her chief ornaments were in conformity with her name, — the bow, the quiver 
the arrow and the crescent. These, with the initial D, repeated and incorporated wick 
the initial letter H, of her royal paramour generally adorn the sides of her books. This same 
ornament or monagram, she had inscribed on all the furniture in her dwelling. 

In the Reign of .Henry VIII about 1538, Grafton undertook to print the GitEAT Bibu. 
Not finding types and men enough in England, he went to Paris to commence the work. He 
was soon stopped there, for working on such an heretical book, and he then brought back to 
England the printers, binders, types and presses, arid finished the book in 1539. The 
edition was 2,500 copies. One was set up in every church in England. The book pasang 
through seven editions must have made thousands of folio volumes ; the binding of which 
certainly gave the Art some importance in England, even at that early date. Henry the 
VIII. possessed many splendid volumes bound in velvet, with gold bosses and ornamentiw 
In his reign, too, the stamping of tools in gold appears to have been first introduced in Eng- 
land ; and beautiful rolls, probably of Holbein's design, were used on the sides as well as on 
the gilded edges of books still in existence. 

In the reign of Elizabeth some exquisite bindings were done in embroidery. The Queen 
herself used to work covers with gold and silver thread, spangles, and colored silk for biblci 
and other devotional works, which she presented to her maids of honor, and her friends. 

To proceed to French binders, De Thou, President of the Parliament of Paiis next 
invites our attention. 

De Thou* was extremely particular in the choice of his books; especially in regard to their 
size. His library consisted of the rarest and most curious books, sought and purchased rc^ 
gardless of expense. (The library has been dispersed.) The favorite binding of De Thou 
was red morocco. His bindings were not covered with the same species of arabesque orna- 
ment employed by Grolier. His coat of arms generally appears in the centre of the side. 

Padaloup, L'Abbe du Sueil and De Rome are binders of eminence who prominentlj 
succeeded De Thou. Padaloup was fond of red morocco outsides and insides, with a fillet 



* *' Diana was forty when she was the professed mistress of Henry II. that monarch being at the ti 
•nly eighteen years of age ; she ruled him for 20 years with entire ascendancy^ but it has been urged xhM 
although on the one hand, Henry lost, in the society of hu accomplished mistress, that Tiolence and evca 
brutality of disposition, for which he was distingished, yet on the other he contracted a love of ezpeiise if 
•how and extravagance which deranged his finances and shook the credit of his goTernment. There it oai 
piece of extravagance of which she was probably guilty, and from which the most virtuous bibilomiaiar 
will readily grant her absolution. It is the suggestion, ( I verily believa it came from her,) of having oae 
copy of every book, to which the royal privilege was extended printed upon vellum and handsomely boead, 
to be deposited in the royal library. This Edict was issued by Henry in 1556, but Diana was assuredly at tfaebot- 
torn of it. In 1551 Henry employed Philibert de Lorme, to build the famous chateau d*Anet for his miscres 
There are several birdseye views of this building in the Plus Excellens Bastimens de France, of Aadnwl 
1576 folio, and Lenoir, in his Monumens Francais, has exhibited specimens of some of the furniture of the 
Castle to which said Castle, on the death of Henry in 1559, our Diana of Bibliomaniacs wholly fedred oD 
her death in 1566. Dibditu 



*His early life wu sickly and the care of his health was the chief occupation of his attendants up to hisicacb 
year. It is said his chief amusement during his youthful illness was the exercise of his pencil in illnminanag 
precious little scraps of old vellum MiS. He was brought up to the church under his uncle, tn the doisteiKif 
Nostre Dame. Here he ** began to lay the foundation of his library, which, in the end, was to vast aal 
celebrated.'* 

*'In 1593 De Thou succeeded Amyot to the principal Librarianship of the Royal Collection, and had beoi 
scarcely seated two years in the velvet chair of presidenuhip, when he was accessory to the restitution of tbe 
famous manuscript Bible of Charl es the Bald^ which the rogues of 'religious,* at the Abbey of S:. Denis, wes 
about to dispose of for filthy lucre. De Thou had purveyors in all countries to secure large paper or line paper 
copies. Yet Marville goes farther; he not only says that * when any work was printed at Paris or abroad, he 
took care to secure two or three copies upon fine or large paper, expressly fot himself and at hit own cxptMf 
but chat he usually purchased several copies, firom which he selected the most beautiful thecti and frea 
them, composed one super-eminent copy.** 
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or border of gold upon each. His fly-leaf was frequently of gold. His ornaments consisted 
chiefly of small dots, and his elegant forms when found in good order, look like gold lace 
upon the sides and back of the book. De Sueil resembles him somewhat, though his style it 
bolder. He was fond of a variety of colors upon his morocco covers. 

Regarding De Rome Dibbin says : ** I frankly confess that a * rod has been preserved in 
pickle ' within three feet of my writing desk for the last three years. De Rome was liice his 
predecessors of the i Sth Century, 2l gkeat cropper; for cropping was the ' watchword and 
reply' of the French School of binding." The Doctor seems to have had his bibliomania cal 
ire aroused by some of the solidly gilded edges of this artist. De Rome's execution is very ex- 
act — the boards are square and the workmanship is true. His decorated patterns of the 
Louis Quatorze style with elegant dentelle borders are considered very fine. 

In England, since the beginning of the Eighteenth Century, binding advanced to a high 
fntch of excellence in mechanical skill, yet the standard of ornament was not of a very high 
character. Roger Payne* was the first Englishman who produced a really good binding, and 
for the time in which he lived, the ornament on his books was very praiseworthy ; some of 
hiB best works, such as French romances, were powdered with fleur de lis. His books on 
chivalry had suitable devices, such as helmets, spurs, gauntlets^ and the like ; and on poetical 
works he used a simple lyre. He did all with his own hands, from the folding. Seating, 
sewing, cutting, mending, headbanding, coloring his end-papers, to the making of his own 
tools and letters. His ornaments were the boast of his binding. They were chaste, beau- 
tiful, and most correctly executed ; and his side-covers were the field in which he shone 
most conspicuously. The backs of his books were somewhat irregular and clumsy. 

He was an extremely dissipated man. With his genius, a proper attention to business, 
would have rendered him happy and prosperous ; but he was so fond of guzzling, that he 
seemed to prefer garments all tattered and torn, to go slip-shod, and appear dirty, ragged and 
forsaken, than to give up his "ale, the true liquor of lifeV His appearance bespoke squalid 
wretchedness, or a foolish and fierce indifference to the received opinions of mankind. His 
hair was unkempt ; his visage-elongated ; his attire wretched ; and the interior of his workshop 
— where, like the Turk, he would bear no brother near his throne, harmonized but too justly 
with the general character and appearance of its owner. With the greatest possible display 
of humility in speech and in writing, he united quite the spirit of quixotic independence. 

Roger, proud of his talents and regardless of his dress, at one time thrust himself upon the 
Countess Spencer when she was dressing for court, very much to the consternation of her 
hair-dresser. Such a compound — such a motly union was never probably before concen- 
trated in one individual. 

Earl Spencer became a patron^ of Payne, and many of his finest productions ornamented 
the shelves of the Spencerian library. __«^_ 

Sobriety seems to be as good 'policy* as *honesty*; for, from the lack of that virtue, poor 
Roger soon grew ragged and wretched, and such was the state of his penury, that he was often 
obliged to make his own tools— -and those of iron ! Yet is this fact probably the greatest com- 
pliment to his genius; for, in despite of such tools, he occasionally ^turned out' woHc 
which astonished the uninitiated and of which the Beauclerks^ Cracherodes, and Stanleys 
of the day were absolutely enamored. 



*Ac the mention of this magical name, in the Annals of Bibliopegism, uprise also the spirit and hearth 
Uood of the Bibliomaniac, * * *Roger betook himself to Eton when he grew to man's estate, later he was 
drawn to London. There he was escabl'ished in buisness by the aid of a bookseller, * * At what precise 
period Roger's love of Barley broth,** in preference to *sack* began to evince itself, has not been thoroughly 
■Kertained; but the fact has been too une()ui vocally substantiared that instead of laying by money for *chartot 
or coach* our Roger bethought himself only of the said barley broth. Like Falstaff our bibliopegestic knight 
preferred his drink to his meat. Mr. Payne, the worthy Bibliopolist, and Son of the Protector of Roger^ 
hath a 'pleasavnt conceited jest* hereupon. He rememberth well a memorandum of 'monies spent* of our 
Roger, which was endited after the following fiuhion. 

For Bacom, ....... l halfpenny. 

For Uquor I thilling tit 
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The French did not, after the age of Louis XIV, keep up their reputation as the most 
tasteful binder^. Even the books bound for the Emperor Napoleon I, are said to be coarse in 
tooling and clumsy in execution. Later the art has been revived, and Thouvenin formed 
the foundation of an improvement which has raised the art in France to a high pitch of per- 
fection. The most Celebrated French binders of modern times, are Trautz et Bauzonet 
Cap6, Duru, Lortic, Hardy Mennil, David ; some of whom are living, and others having 
successors now in Paris. Most of their bindings are excellent in qualities of solidity, square- 
ness, freedom of joints, and delicacy of finish. The gilding of the rounded edges adds to 
the solid richness of their appearance. The material employed and manipulated to such per- 
fection being generally rich Levant Morocco. 

Bauzonet is highly praised for his perfect finishing and the faultless execution of the tooling 
of his designs, which are generally modified Grolier patterns. 

Baumgartcn and Benedict, Germans, — and Dawson, of Cambridge, werebmdersof emi- 
nence in England, in che eighteenth century. To these succeeded Mackinlay, Kalthoebcr, 
Staggemeier, Walther, and Hering. Charles Hering was, after Roger Payne, for some 
twelve or fifteen years, the leader of his brethren His style is more noted for its soundness 
and solidity than for elegance or classical taste. 

Charles Lewis is highly eulogised by Dr. Dibdin, as a " true disciple of the school of 
Roger Payne. Some may think the scholar has eclipsed the master. The particular talent 
of Lewis consists in the taste of Roger Payne, with a freedom of forwarding and squareness 
of finishing peculiarly his own. His joints (I should say the joints of his bookSy for bis own 
ye 80/newhat clumsy) are beautifully squared, and wrought upon with studded gold, and ia 
kis inside decorations he stands without compeer." • 
' Tree calf was the specialty of Riviere and Clarke. 

Hayday is another great name in the annals of book-binding. One of his bindings,* i 
very chef d'oeuvre, is a book in an English library, Blakeways ** Sheriffs of Shropshire." 

Mr. F. Bedford, of London, is the first English binder of our time. We have always 
found his work exceedingly satisfactory, especially in regard to the quality and strength of 
his material. For delicacy and refinement of tooling our preference is for the Parisian ar- 
tists, as Lortic, Hardy Mennil, David. Nw York boasts a binder of no mean talents, 
Mr. Mathews, formerly of London. His amateur work requires a personal supervision, 
which precludes his performing the amount of work which the dillctanti of this country 
would be happy to give him. It is a favor to obtain his attention, and he declines to extend 
the number of his favorites. The binding of Messrs. J. M. Bradstreet & Son, (also of 
New York,) merits most favorable mention. It is however, an unfortunate fact that the 
cost of securing and maintaining the talent, and employing the time and genius for superin- 
tending and directing the operations of clcgiint binding, render it by no means so rcniih 
nerative as turning out slop work, slovenly calf gilt backs, and stamped mutton morocco. 



*"The binding is of blood-coloured morocco, extending an inch and a half all round the inside ofthecorer, 
on which is placed a bold but open border tooled in gold, forming a line relief to che rest of the inside, which 
la in purple, elegantly worked all over in hexagons running into eaclv other In the Venetian style. Ia each 
compartment is placed the lion rampant and fleur-de-lis alternately. The fly-leaves aie of vellum^ ornamrnted 
with two narrow gold lines, and the edges are tooled. The back consists of hexagons. inUid with purpk, 
containing the lion and fleur-de-lis aforesaid, but somewhat smaller than those in the interior. The design 
on the outside is a triumphal arch, occupying the entire side, highly enriched, with its cornices, mooldingi, 
fcc, executed in suitable small ornamental work; from its columns, (which are wreathed with laurel J and 
other parts of the structure, are suspended the shields of the Sherifls, seventy in number, the quarreriB£s of 
which, with their frets, bends, &c., are curiously inlaid in diflferent colours of morocco, and, with che orna- 
mental p.irts of the bearing.*, have been blazoned with heraldic accuracy on both sides of the volume, Wbea 
we state that more thin 57,000 impressions of tools have been required to produce this wonderful exemplar 
ingenuity and skill, some idea may be formed of the time and labour necessary for its execution.**

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Mrs. Hogg, widow of the Ettrick Shep- 
herd, died at Linlithgow, on Tuesday last, 
aged about eighty. The deceased lady had 
been thirty-five years a widow, her husband, 
the Ettrick Bard, having died on the 21st of 
November, 1835. For many years Mrs. 
Hogg subsisted on the profits of her husband's 
•writings, and an annuity of £40 generously 
granted her by the D^ke of Buccleuch. Some 
fifteen years ago^ the Rev. Charles Rogers, a 
-Scottish clergyman, and an admirer of her 
husband's works, raised several hundred 
pounds for a monument to the Shepherd, 
which has been erected at St. Mary's Loch, 
in Yarrow, and about the same time procu- 
red, through the intervention of Lord Dal- 
housie and others, a Civil List pension for 
liis widow. Mrs. Hogg has for many years 
resided at Linlithgow, where she was much 
esteemed. The poet's family, it is said, are 
well provided for. 

Obituary.— AW the lovers of ^Inrfc ^tt- 
ttt volumes will sincerely lament the death 
of their old friend, Joseph Lilly, of London. 
His death is a loss in more senses than one. 
Ic is believed his stock is to be sold. If this 
is the case, and the business to be discon- 
tinued, we shall have seen the last of the 
many interesting and instructive catalogues 
which have issued under his name. His ab- 
sence is already felt in the auction rooms. 
'The other day an antiquarian volume was 
•going cheap, when some one said : " If old 
Joseph Lilly were here, he couldn't bear to 
•see that book go so low." 

On a hot summer's day, years ago, (when 
"" Boz " was in his bloom) our old friend (is 
tie not every one's friend ?) George Cruik- 
9HANK was busily engaged upon a plate for 
Oliver TzvisL Somehow or other he was 



sorely puzzled for a portrait of Fagan the 
Jew. How should he draw a face that tke 
reader would recognize ? The warm drops 
oozed from his brow, and George's genius 
for a moment faltered. But lor a moment, 
thanks to these warm drops ! He seized his 
ready handkerchief to dash them away, wha 
in the movement, he caught instantaneously 
his own portrait in the opposite mirror, ani 
an inspiration of the face oj the immortal 
Fagan. This is the story of an old London 
bookseller, who firmly believes that the por- 
trait of Fagan is, accordingly, nothing else 
than a caricature of the artist himself Our 
readers must verify this supposition for them- 
selves. The best and most authentic por* 
trait of Ciuikshank is by himself in his Taik 
Book, 

Another story of " an old London book- 
seller," is the following about Macaulay and 
Dyce. " I knew Dyce and Macaulay well 
Both were great book buying men. But a 
greater difference in their way of buying 
couldn't be possible. Macaulay never wasted 
words or time. His favorite plan was to have 
a lot of books spread out on a table before- 
hand. Then he would sit down and mii 
through them in a wonderfully short time, 
laying aside such books as he wanted, which 
he would order home. Sometimes he would 
drop a line : " Lay out some books for me, I 
will call this P. M." He would come ia, 
and in ten or twenty minutes select proba- 
bly a hundred volumes. Dyce was just the 
opposite. Sometimes he would linger about 
the shelves half a day, and then go away 
with one or two volumes, rarely more, and 
often without anything at all. On these last 
occasions he would remark : ** I do not sec 

anything to-day, Mr. ; but will cafl 

again very soon," — much to the " consterna- 
tion " of the " old London bookseller," it is 
added. 

Our readers must not criticise too severdy 
the details of these "stories," of which there 
will be more forthcoming, when we have the 
space.

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Obituary. — It is our painful duty to re- 
cord the death of our friend, neighbour, and 
fellow-bookseller, Mr. Wm. Gowans. He 
died Sunday, Nov. 27, from the effects of 
an apoplectic stroke, which left him sense- 
less on the sidewalk, on the evening of Nov. 
23. A want of space prevents our printing 
in* this issue the extended notice due to his 
prominence as a bookseller, the peculiarities 
of the man, and the events of his life. In 
the next issue of the Bibuopoust we shall 
pre:>ent our tribute of remembrance. 

Tke Library of Strasburg. — The ac- 
counu hitherto received represent the de- 
struction of this invaluable library as total; 
but now that the fortress has surrendered, 
more detailed and it is to be hoped, more 
consolatory intelligence will be communi- 
cated to the world of letters. In the mean 
time it may prove of interest to place on 
record in " N. & Q^" some details of the 
contents of the library as drawn up by a 
former librarian, M. Schweighauser, whose 
name is so well known to scholars by his 
editions of Herodotus, Polybius, Athenasus, 
Appian, &c. The library was commenced 
in 1765 by Schoepflin, the author of Alsatia 
Dipiomatica and Alsatia Illustrata, who 
presented the city with his own library, con- 
sisting of nearly eleven thousand volumes, 
together, with his collection of medals and 
antiquities, chiefly formed in Italy, on condi- 
tion of receiving a small yearly allowance 
during his lifetime. The library was after- 
ward considerably augmented after the Rev- 
olution by the suppression of the religious 
esublishments and the confiscation of the 
property of emigrants. At the time when 
Schweighauser published his account of the 
library (which must have been after 1806, 
when he was appointed to the post of libra- 
rian, and he died in 1S30), the library con- 
sisted of 180,000 volumes, not including the 
manuscripts. There were, besides, two 
thousand works printed in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. The MSS. amounted to 12,000 vol- 
umes, which were chiefly obtained from the 
old Commandery of the Knights of St. 
John of Jerusalem. Another important 
manuscript collection, for which the library 
was indebted to Schoepflin, consisted of a 
series of chronicles and other records relating 
to the history and political constitution of 
Alsace. A detailed catalogue of Schoepflin 's 



library, in 4 vols folio, is placed among the 
archives of the city of Strasburg. 

Silbermann's Notices Manuscrites con- 
tain many very curious details respecting 
numerous localities in Alsace, with pen and 
ink sketches. 

The gem of the library is the Horttis 
Deliciarvm of the Abbess Herrade de 
Landsperg, a large folio MS. of the twelfth 
century, ornamented in almost every page 
with extremely curious miniatures. An ac- 
count of this MS. was given by M. A. Lc 
Noble in the first volume of VEcolc (Us 
Chartes, 

Among the MSS. are also to be found the 
celebrated depositions of the witnesses in the 
lawsuit between Gutenberg and the brother 
of his associate Dritzohn — z minute of the 
"Grand Conseil," 1439. 

It is not very clear, from Schweighauser *$ 
account, whether the library of the former 
university (founded in 1621 by the Emperor 
Ferdinand II.) was contained or not in the 
library now destroyed. Many of the books 
were printed by Fust, ShefFer, and Mentelin, 
and several of them, perhaps, by Gutenberg. 
The earliest-printed German Bible, by Men- 
telin, without date, in folio, is among them.

[We may ai well append to the interesring com- 
munication of our valued correspondent the account 
of the destruction of this library inserted in Th§ 
T^mes of Oct. 8, and 12: — ** Strasburg surrendered 
on the self-same day on which, 189 years before, by 
fraud and treachery, Loub XIV. became its master. 
One of his first acts was to dislodge the Protestaati 
from the Cathedral, which they had occupied from 
the period of the Reformation. The Dominican 
church, which had long been secularized, was allot- 
ted to them in lieu, and had Its name changed to that 
of Le Temple Neuf. Here was one of the most fa- 
mous organs of Silbermann. In the choir, divided from 
the nave, was lodged the special glory of Alsace— -its 
library, the finest on the Rhine, in which the archives 
antiquities, topography, and early printing collections 
were treasured. All have perished. Since the apoc- 
ryphal burning of the Library of Alexandria, perhapc 
no equally irreparable loss has occurred. The wall- 
are standing; all else is a mass of ruins. In the en- 
trance vestibule was a collection of Gallo-Roman 
antiquities, altars, inscriptions, bas-reliefs, statuary; 
a few of these may be restored. A stone cut into the 
wall in which was cut a head of Louis XVI.. and a 
notice that it had been taken firom the cachots of the 
Bastille, had a portion destroyed. In the interior of 
the choir nothing was visible but heaps of ruin and 
I charred paper. I picked up some fragments, on which 
the old Aldine and early German types were still leg- 
ible. In the nave of the church the vaulted roofing 
had fallen to the ground in a huge mountain of ruins { 
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everything bad perished save the old monuments let 
into the walls, that of Tauler, the mystic preacher, 
being the most interesting. The utter destruction of 
this library seemed to me so incredible that I have 
yesterday and to-day repeatedly put the question, 
" Was nothing saved ? * Pas untfeuilU ' was the ener- 
getic reply from the chief bookseller of Strasburg. 
Not a single leaf. There was a fatality about the 
library. No catalogue of its many treasures exists. 
An elaborate one in MS. had been prepared by the 
librarian. It has perished. M. Silbermann, pub- 
Ibher of the Courrier du Bai-Rhh^ tells me that a 
whole library of MS. of his grand work, the Alsace 
jintiquary^ has perished, among them sixteen folio 
Tols. of MS. upon Strasburg. Greatest loss of all 
it that of the most precious record connected with 
the discovery of printing — the documents of the legal 
process of Guttenburg against the heirs of his partner 
Dreisehn, to establish his right as the inventor of 
typography. The Bibliothcque lies exactly parallel 
with the Cathedral, about 200 yards north of it.'* 

" On the 23d and 24th of September the horrors 
of the bombardment culminated. At 8 o*cloclc on 
the night of the latter, the great fabric of the Temple 
Neuf, which housed the Strasburg Bibliotheque, a 
library famed for its treasures throughour Europe, to- 
gether with the Museum of Paintings in the Place 
Kleber, was on fire; the destructiou was complete in 
both cases. Next morning not a leaf, a parchment 
•croU, a solitary fragment of Its unique manuscripts 
were visible in the Bibliotheque ; the floor was en- 
cumbered with piles of charred debris^ in which two 
caibonized bindings only were discernible. It is 
impossible to acquit the Municipality of Strasburg of 
the discredit which attaches to them for the disap- 
pearance of these collections. They had had ten 
days disastrous experience of the bombardment, and 
the fullest warning of the ravages it might occasion. 
The Natural History Museum was now hurriedly 
deposited in the cellars of the Academy.*' — Ed.]

He is certainly 
amusing as a no\elty, but seems not possessed of any 
benevolence, is beyond all description awkward, and 
more beastly in his dress and person than an\ thing I 
ever beheld. He feeds nastily and ferociously, and 
eats quantities most unthankfutly. As to Boswell, 
he appears a low-bred kind of being.'* — lAtters of 
the First Earl af Malmsbury^ &c, (1870) i.

The Siege of Metz, — It is perhaps not 
generally known that Metz was once be- 
sieged by King Arthur. It was defended by 
the Duke of Lorraine ; some of whose men 
complained that he had defrauded them of 
their pay, and urged him to treat for 
peace. The duke refused, and charged Ar- 
thur's knights upon a dromedary. Arthur's 
knights assaulted the city, throwing down 
stone steeples and most of the inns. At last 
the city surrendered, and Arthur (to quote 
Mr. Perry's words) "provides for the gor- 
ernment of Lorraine, which he had con- 
quered." See the -long account in Morie 
Arthure (ed. Perry, 1865, for the early 
English Text Society), pp. ji-^x. The 
whole passage is very curious.

Historic Chairs, — It is not long since a 
worthy follower of the art which Walton 
loved, secured for a comparatively low price 
the chair which had belonged to him, and in 
which perhaps worthy Isaac was wont to at 
while writing his admirable biographies, and 
inimitable Angler, It appears, trom the 
Binningham Daily Gazette^ that a like m- 
tercsting and valuable relic of the greatest 
actor who ever adorned the Britii^h stage is 
now in possession of Mr. Fred Williams of 
Saltley, Birmingham. It consists of an an- 
tique chair of solid oak, curiously carved, 
bearing on the border of its back panel the 
inscription "David Garrick, 1774, Grub 
Street," and upon the panel itself the Shat 
pearian motto, " All the world 's a stage. 
A large chair adorned with the name and 
titles of Sir Godfrey Kneller, carved in some- 
what similar fashion, is also in possession of 
Mr. Williams.

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" / have spoken in a former, letter of the 
voracity of the Grcrmans for maps. I have 
recently learned that they put maps of an in- 
vaded country on a par with arms, and seize 
the former as quite as dangerous as the latter. 
As to the fondness of the soldiers just as 
much as the generals for maps, it is quite 
comical. There is an unfortunate bookbind- 
er in Versailles who, finding that few persons 
wanted books re-bound just now, he turned 
his attention to the kindred occupation of 
map-mounting. Some half-a-dozen maps are 
nearly always to be seen hanging up in his 
window, the property of generals, staff offi- 
cers, &c., who have sent them to be mounted 
or repaired. The consequence is that the 
unfortunate Frenchman is ceaselessly troubled 
by Prussians of all ranks coming in, anxious 
to purchase the ' Karten.' In vain the un- 
fortunate bookseller indicates in French and 
by signs, that he has no maps for sale, and 
that he cannot dispose of those in his shop : 
his persecutors pull out their thaler notes, 
and explain that in this case they had no 
idea of l-equisitioning, and that (rare event 
for a German) money is no object. The 
poor man has put up two notices to the effect 
that he has no maps for sale. But his trou- 
bles go on, as his notices are in French. 
Certainly the maps he displays are very 
tempting, and I noticed a staff-map of Paris 
and its fortresses, which made me inconti- 
nently break that part of the Decalogue which 
relates to one's neighbour's goods. Why does 
not some enterprising English publisher get 
t really good map drawn up, and send an 
agent out here with it ? I can promise he 
will pay the expenses of his journey, and 
have something over to go into Paris with 
when the capitulation comes." — Correspon- 
dent oj P, M, Gazette, at Versailles,

It was in Portugal," said Ferdinand Columbus, the 
son and biographer of the most illustrious navi- 
gator that the world has seen, — " it was in Portu- 
fil that the admiral began to surmise that, if the 
ortuguese sailed so far south, one might also sail 
westward, and find lands in that direction. The 
period of Christopher Columbus' sojourn in Por- 
tugal was from 1470 to the close 1484, during 
which time he made several voyages to the coast of Guinea in the Por- 
tuguese service. While at Lisbon he married Felipa Moffiz de Peres- 
irello, daughter of that Bartholomeu PercstrcUo to whom Prince Henry 
had granted the commandership of the island of Porto Santo. 

For some time Columbus and his wife lived at Porto Santo with the 
widow of Perestrello, who, observing the interest he took in nautical 
tnatters, spolce much to him of her husband's expeditions, and handed 
over to him the papers, journals, maps, and nautical instruments which 
Perestrello had left behind him.*

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*'It was not only," says Ferdinand Columbus (see Vida^ cap. 8), 
this opinion of certain philosophers, that the greater part of our globe is 
dry land that stimulated the admiral; he learned also from many pilots^ 
experienced in the western voyages to the Azores and the island of 
Madeira, facts and signs which convinced him that there was an un- 
known land towards the west. Martin Vicente, pilot of the King ot 
Portugal, told him that at a distance of four hundred and fifty leagues 
from Cape St. Vincent, he had taken from the water a piece of wood 
sculptured very artistically, but not with an iron instrument. This 
wood had been driven across by the west wind, which made the sailors 
believe, that certainly there were on that side some islands not yet div- 
covered. Pedro Correa, brother-in-law to the admiral, told him, that 
near the island of Madeira he had found a similar piece .of sculptured 
wood, and coming; from the same western direction. He also said that 
the King of Portugal had received information of large canes having 
been taken up from the water in these parts, which between one knot 
and another would hold nine bottles of wine, and Herrera (Dec. i, lib. 
i. cap. 2) declared that the King had preserved these canes, and caused 
them to be shown to Columbus. The colonists of the Azores related, 
that when the wind blew from the west, the sea threw up, especially in 
the islands of Graciosa and Fayal, pines of a foreign species. Others 
related, that in the island of Flores they found one day on the shore two 
corpses of men, whose physiognomy and features differed entirely from 
those of our coasts. Herrera, perhaps from the MSS. of Las Casas, 
says, that the corpses had broad faces, differing from those of Christians. 
The transport of these objects was attributed to the action of the west 
winds. The true cause, however, was the great current of the Gulf, 
or Florida stream. The west and north-west winds only increase the 
ordinary rapidity of the ocean current, prolong its action towards the 
east, as far as the Bay of Biscay, and mix the waters of the Gulf stream 
with those of the currents of Davis Straits and of North Africa. The 
same eastward oceanic movement, which in the fifteenth century carried 
bamboos and pines upon the shores of the Azores and Porto Santo^ 
deposits annually on Ireland, the Hebrides, and Norway, the seeds of 
tropical plants, and the remains of cargoes of ships which had been 
wrecked in the West Indies.* 

While availing himself of these sources of information^ Columbus 
studied with deep and careful attention the works of such geographical 
authors as supplied suggestions of the feasibility of a short western 
passage to India. Amongst these, the ^^ Imago Mundi" of Cardinal 
Pierre d'Ailly (Petrus de Aliaco) was his favorite, and it is probable 
that from it he culled all he knew of the opinions of Aristotle, Strabo, 
and Seneca, respecting the facility of reaching India by a western route. 
Columbus' own copy of this work is now in the cathedral of Seville, 
and forms one of the most precious items in the valuable library, origin-

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ally collected by his son Ferdinand, and bequeathed to the cathedral on 
condition of its being constantly preserved for public use. It contains 
many marginal notes in his own handwritjjng, but of comparatively little 
importance. 

The fondness of Columbus for the works of Pierre d'Ailly, a French- 
man, has caused a recent French writer, M. Margry, to put forth the 
empty pretension that the discovery of America was due to the influence 
of French teaching, whereas, not only was the "Imago Mundi" itself 
a compilation from ancient authors, but the first edition was not printed 
till many years after Columbus had devoted himself to the purpose 
which ended in his great discovery, for his famous correspondence with 
Toscanelli, of whicho^I shall presently speak, occurred in 1474. M. 
Margry, indeed, asserts^ but without giving his authority, that in the 
Columbian Library at Seville are D'Ailly's treatises printed at Nurem- 
berg in 1472. This is in contravention of all the bibliographers — Panzer, 
Ebert, Hain, Serna Santander, Lambinet, and Jean de Launoy. 

The earliest date assigned to the first edition of the "Imago Mundi," 
is about 1480 by Serna Santander, 1483 (?) by Lambinet, while Jean de 
Launoy, in his "Regii Navarrae Gymnasii Parisiensis Historia," Parisiis, 
1677, torn. ii. p 478, distinctly gives it the date of 1490. Humboldt, 
who had Columbus' copy in his hands, and who, as the subject was 
especially his own, cannot be suspected of sleeping over such an impor- 
tant point, adopts De Launoy's date of 1490, while Lambinet gives the 
queried date of 1483 from actual collation with another work printed in 
that year, at Louvain, in the very identical type, by John of West- 
phalia. In the recently published second volume of the "Ensayo de 
una bibliotheca de libros espanoles raros," por Don Bartolome Gallardo, 
is a list of the books in the Columbian Library, but D'Ailly's •• Imago 
Mundi" is not therein mentioned, although his " Quaestiones," printed 
much later by Jean Petit at Paris, a far less important book, is inserted. 
The omission is to be regretted, as we might have hoped for some illus- 
trative comments from the author. 

But perhaps it may be suggested that Columbus may have possessed, 
or seen, a manuscript copy of Pierre d'Ailly at a yet earlier period. We 
will willingly suppose it for the sake of the argument; but even then 
the reasoning will fail, for I find that the very portion of the " Imago 
Mundi," written in 1410, which is assumed to have supplied the inspira- 
tion for the discovery of America, and which Columbus quoted in his 
letter to Ferdinand and Isabella from Haiti in 1498, is taken by Pierre 
d^Ailly^ without acknowledgment^ almost word for word^ from the *'^ Opus 
Majus^* of Roger iS^r^n, written in 1267, a hundred and forty-three years 
before, as will be seen at page 183 of that work, printed Londini, 1733, 
fol. See Humboldt, Examen Critique, torn. i. p. 64-70. 

Unfortunately Roger Bacon was not a Frenchman, but there remains 
for M. Margry the consolatory fact that no Englishman is likely to 
avail hiitiself of the circumstance which I have just enunciated, to claim 
for his countrymen the honor of having inspired Columbus with the idea

which led to the discovery of America, although^ by M. Margry's pro- 
cess of reasoning, he might do so if he would. True, Roger Bacon bad 
been a student in the University of Paris; but this fact did not commu- 
nicate the character of French inspiration to the ancient authors whose 
statements he quotes. True also (but this is a circumstance either 
unknown or unnoticed by M. Margry), Ferdinand Columbus tells us 
tliat his father was principally influenced in his belief of the smallness 
of the space between Spain and Asia, by the opinion of the Arab astron- 
omer Al Fergani, or Alfragan, to that effect; and it is further true, that 
Alfragan is treated of by Pierre d'Ailly, in his ^< Mapa Mundi." This 
is a separate work from the ^^ Imago Mundi," although it happens to 
have been printed with it, at a period which we have shown to be 
posterior to Columbus' correspondence with Toscanelli, in 1474. It 
follows, therefore, that either; ist, the great explorer obtained his 
knowledge of Alfragan's opinion through one of the Arabo-Latin trans- 
lations, to which he seems to have had recourse during his cosmographi- 
cal studies in Portugal and Spain (see Humboldt, Examen Critique, torn. 
'• P* 83)) in which case French influence is eliminated; or 2ndly, he 
derived it from a manuscript of Pierre d'Ailly before 1474, which there 
is no evidence to show ; or 3rdly, he derived it from his printed copy 
of Pierre d'Ailly, in which case the influence of Alfragan on his mind 
could not have been primarily suggestive, but onlv corroborative of 
conclusions to which he had come several years before that book was 
printed. And in either of the two latter cases, the information supplied 
by Alfragan would not become French because adduced by a French- 
man, unless we introduce into serious history a principle analogous to 
the old conventional English blunder of giving to the toys manufactured 
in Nuremberg the name of ^^ Dutch toys," because imported through 
Holland. 

The suggestions derived from these works were corroborated by the 
narratives of Marco Polo and Sir John Mandeville, whose reports of 
the vast extent of Asia eastward led to the reasonable inference that the 
westward passage to the eastern confines of that continent could not 
demand any considerable length of time. The natural inclination of 
Columbus for nautical enterprise being thus fostered by the works that 
he studied, and by the animating accounts of recent adventurers, as well 
as by the glorious prospects which the broad expanse of the unknown 
world opened up to his view, we find that in the year 1477 his ideas 
had formed for themselves a determined channel, and his grand project 
of discovery was established in his mind as a thing to be done, and done 
by himself. The combined enthusiasm and tenacity of purpose which 
distinguished his character, caused him to regard his theory, when once 
formed, as a matter of such undeniable certainty, that no doubts, oppo- 
sition, or disappointment, could divert him from the pursuit of it. 

It so happened that while Columbus was at Lisbon, a correspondence 
was being carried on between Fernando Martinez, a prebendary of that 
place, and the learned Paolo Toscanelli of Florence, respecting the 
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commerce of the Portuguese to the coast of Guinea and the navigation 
of the ocean to the westward. This came to the knowledge of Colum- 
bus, who forthwith despatched by an Italian then at Lisbon a letter to 
Toscanelli, informing him of his project. He received an answer in 
Latin, in which, to demonstrate his approbation of the design of Colum- 
bus, Toscanelli sent him a chart, the most important features of which 
were laid down from the descriptions of Marco Polo. The coast's of 
Asia were drawn at a moderate distance from the opposite coasts of 
Europe and Africa, and the islands of Cipango, Antilla, &c., of whose 
riches such astonishing accounts had been given by this traveller, were 
placed at convenient spaces between the two continents. 

While all these exciting accounts must have conspired to fan the flame 
of his ambition, one of the noblest points in the character of Columbus 
had to be put to the test by the difficulty of carrying his project into 
effect. The political position of Portugal, engrossed as it was with its 
wars with Spain, rendered the thoughts of an application for an expen- 
sive fleet of discovery for the time worse than useless, and several years 
elapsed before a fair opportunity presented itself for making the propo- 
sition. 

At length, as we have already seen, about the year 1480, iVIartin 
Behaim rendered the astrolabe useful for the purposes of navigation, 
and, shortly afterwards, Columbus submitted to the King of Portugal 
his proposition of a voyage of discovery westward. The King at first 
received him discouragingly, but was at length induced to refer the 
proposition to a council consisting of the great mathematicians and geo- 
graphers, Roderigo and Josef, and Cazadilla, Bishop of Ceuta, the 
King's confessor, who treated the question as an extravagant absur- 
dity. 

The King, not satisfied with their judgment, then convoked a second 
council, consisting of a large number of the most learned men in the 
kingdom ; but their deliberations only confirmed the verdict of the first 
junta, and a general sentence of condemnation was passed upon the 
proposition. As the King still seemed inclined to make a trial of the 
scheme of Columbus, some of his councillors, who were enemies of the 
Genoese, and at the same time loath to offend the King, suggested a 
plan which suited their own views, but which was as short-sighted as it 
was dishonest. Their design was to procure from Columbus a detailed 
account of his plan that it might be submitted to the council, and then, 
under the false pretext of conveying provisions to the Cape Verde 
Islands, to despatch a caravel on the voyage of discovery. King JoSo, 
deviating from his general character for prudence and generosity, yielded 
to their insidiuous advice, and their plan was acted upon; but the caravel 
which was sent out, after keeping on its westward course for some days, 
encountered a storm, and the crew, possessing none of the lofty motives 
of Columbus to support their resolution, returned to Lisbon, ridiculing 
the scheme in excuse of their cowardice. So indignant was Columbus 
at this unworthy manoeuvre, that he resolved to offer his services to 
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some other country, and, towards the end of 1484, he left Lisbon 
secretly with his son Diego. 

It is not difficult to understand why the fCing of Portugal should have 
hesitated to accept the proposition of Columbus. Nearly seventy years 
of continued effort on the part of the Portuguese to realise the great 
conception of Prince Henry, afforded substantial proof of their convic- 
tion of the soundness of that conception. Many years before Colum- 
bus proposed to reach India by the sea. Prince Henry had finished a life 
which had been spent in aiming at the same result by another route. 
That route, therefore, though by no means free from great dangers, 
was identified with their hopes in the future, as well as their predilec- 
tions in the past. What wonder that they refused to resign a course 
so hopeful, comparatively so simple, and so essentially their own, in 
favor of a project replete with danger, and which they regarded as the 
chimera of a visionary? 

The learned and careful Mufioz states his opinion that Columbus 
went immediately from Portugal to Genoa, and made a personal propo- 
sition to that Government, but met with a contemptuous refusal. Great 
obscurity, however, hangs over his history during the fiist year after his 
leaving Portugal, but from calculations based on his own statements, 
it would seem that it was in 1485 that he made his first application to 
the court of Spain. It is well known that the lively interest which the 
worthy prior of the Franciscan convent of Santa Maria de Rabida, Fray 
Juan Perez de Marchena, took in his guest, and his anticipated influence 
with his friend Fernando de Talavera, prior of the monastery of Prado, 
and confessor to the Queen, was the cause that first induced Columbus, 
in the spring of i486, to venture to the Spanish court, in the hope of 
gaining a favorable audience. On reaching Cordova, however, he had 
the mortification to find that Talavera regarded his design as preposter- 
ous. I'he court was also engrossed with the war at Granada, so that 
all hope of gaining attention to his novel and expensive proposition was 
out of the question. At length, at the close of i486, Mendoza, Arch- 
bishop of Toledo, and grand cardinal of Spain, became Impressed with the 
high importance of the scheme as set forth by the earnest and lucid 
reasoning of Columbus. He adopted his cause, and became his staunch 
protector and friend. Through his means an audience with the sov- 
ereign was procured, and it was resolved to submit the proposition to 
the judgment of the literati of the country. But here again Columbus 
found himself in a painful predicament. He was to be examined at 
Salamanca by a council of ecclesiastics, whose ignorance of cosmography 
and blind conclusions from misinterpreted texts of Scripture stood in 
strong opposition to his arguments, and he began to find himself in dan- 
ger of being convicted not only of error, but of heresy. Fortunately, 
one learned man of the number, Diego de Deza, tutor to Prince Juan, 
and afterwards Archbishop of Seville, appreciated the lucid arguments 
of the adventurer, and, aiding him with his own powers of language and 
erudition, gained for him not only a hearing, but even approval from 
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aome of the most learned of the council. At length, in 149 1, after a 
succession of vexatious delays, Talavera, the chief of the council, was 
commanded to inform Columbus that the cares and expenses of the 
war precluded the possibility of their Highnesses engaging in any new 
enterprises, but that, when it was concluded, there would be both the 
will and the opportunity to consider the subject further. Regarding 
this as nothing better than a courteous evasion of his application, Col- 
umbus retired, wearied and disappointed, from the court; and were it 
not that an attachment which he had formed at Cordova made him 
reluctant to leave Spain, it is probable that he would have gone to 
France, under the inducement of an inviting letter from that quarter. 

The interval, till 1492, was spent in a succession of appeals to the 
Spanish court, and in contending against all the vexatious variety of 
obstacles that ignorance, envy, or a pusillanimous economy could 
suggest. 

At length, having overcome all obstacles, he set sail with a fleet of 
three ships on the 3rd of August, 1492, on his unprecedented and 
perilous voyage. The ordinary difficulties which might be expected 
to occur in so •novel and precarious an adventure were seriously ag* 
gravated by the alarming discovery of the variation of the needle, as 
well as by the mutinous behavior of his crew ; and his life was 
upon the point of being sacrificed to their impatience, when the for- 
tunate appearance of land, on the morning of the 12th October, con- 
verted their indignation into compunction, and their despondency into 
■unbounded joy. 

In this first voyage the discovery was made of the islands of St. 
Salvador, Santa Maria de la Concepcion, Exuma, Isabella, Cuba, Bohio, 
the Archipelago off the south coast of Cuba, called by Columbus the 
Jardin del Rey, or King's Garden, the islands of St. Catherine and His- 
paniola. On this latter Columbus erected the fortress of La Navidad, 
^nd established a colony. He set sail on his return voyage on the i6th 
January, I493> ^"^> ^^^^^ suflFering severely from a storm, and a weari- 
•i.ome struggle with the trade winds, reached the island of St. Mary's on 
the i8ch of February. Scarcely had he and his tempest-tost crew com- 
4iienced their thanksgivings for their safe return to the abode of civilized 
tnen, when the governor of the island, acting under the general orders 
of the King of Portugal, surrounded them and took them all prisoners. 
This reception of the admiral, on his return to the old world, is well 
(described by Washington Irving, as an earnest of the crosses and 
troubles with which he was to be requited through life for one of the 
greatest benefits that ever man had conferred upon his fellow- beings. 
iHe was at 'length liberated, with an apology, invited to the court, and 
(received most graciously by the King and Queen, but not without evi- 
<lent manifestations of jealousy and chagrin on the part of some of the 
4Tourtiers, and .propositions to take away his life. The magnanimity of 
the King prevented this injustice, and, leaving Portugal in safety, on 
the J3thvof Mancb^ CuljiiDbu^ ;»rrived on the 15th, at the little port of 
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Palos, from whence he had jailed on the 3rd of August in the preced- 
ing year. His reception in Spain was such as the grandeur and dignity 
of his unrivalled achievement deserved, and his entrance into Barcelona 
was scarcely inferior to a Roman triumph. 

The description of his voyage, which he had addressed to the Spanish 
sovereigns through their treasurer, caused so much excitement, that 
numerous editions of it were issued in the same year (1493) f^^^ ^^^ 
various great printing; cities of Europe; and the narrative, embodied in 
ottava rima by the Florentine poet, Giuliano Dati, was sung about the 
streets, to announce to the Italians the astounding news of the discovery 
of a new world.* 

It is not my duty here to lead the reader through details of the ex- 
plorations made by Columbus in his four voyages. It has been my 
purpose to show the correctness of my assertion in the first chapter^ 
that ^^ while this vast achievement of Columbus was the link that 
united the old world with the new, the explorations instituted by Prince 
Henry of Portugal were, in truth, the anvil on which that link was 
forged." It was an event in which, all humanity was concerned, but 
one which was recompensed with the basest ingratitude even from those 
most closely and beneficially interested in it. 

The seductive adulation of the court and the people shown for the 
moment to Columbus, did not divert his thoughts from the preparations 
for a second expedition. A stay of six months sufficed to make all 
ready for this purpose, during which period a papal bull was obtained 
which fixed the famous line of demarcation, determining the right of 
the Spanish and Portuguese to discover lands; which line was drawn 
from the north to the south pole, at a hundred leagues west of the 
Azores and Cape de Verde Islands ; the discoveries to the westward were 
to belong to Spain, and those to the eastward to Portugal. It may be 
well here to remark that the success of Columbus in obtaining a second 
armament gave rise to a malignant feeling towards him on the part of 
Juan Rodriguez Fonseca, Bishop of Badajos, who had treated him as a 
visionary, which eventually led to such disgraceful ill-usage of the 
admiral, as will remain a stain upon the character of Spain while the 
name of Columbus exists in the memory of man. 

On the 25th of September, 1493, Columbus sailed westward, taking 
his departure from Cadiz with a fleet of three large ships of heavy 
burthen, and fourteen caravels, and, after a pleasant voyage, reached 
the island of Dominica on the 2nd of November. In this voyage he 
discovered the Caribbee Islands, Jamaica, an archipelago named by 
Columbus the Queen's Gardens, and supposed to be the Morant Keys^ 
Evangelista, or the Isle of Pines, and the island of Mona. 

He sailed with his fleet, finally, for Spain, on the 28th of April, 1496,. 

* Believing at the time that the copy of this extremely scarce and curious poem, then recently 
purchased by the British Museum, was unique, I reprinted it as an appendix to the IntxodnccioA 
to my " Select Letters of Columbus,** printed for the Hakluyt Society in 1842* 
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and, after working his way for nearly two months against the whole' 
current of the trade winds^ during which provisions became so reduced 
that there was talk of killing, and even eating, the Indian prisoners, he 
reached the Bay of Cadiz on the i ith of June. The emaciated state 
of the crew when they disembarked, presenting so mournful a contrast 
with the joyous and triumphant appearance which they were expected 
to make, produced a very discouraging impression upon the opinions of 
the public, and reflected a corresponding depression upon the spirits of 
Columbus himself. He was reassured, however, by the receipt of a 
gracious letter from the sovereigns inviting him to the court ; a letter 
the more gratifying to him that he had feared he was fallen into disgrace. 
He was received with distinguished favor, and had a verbal concessiort 
of his request to be furnished with eight ships for a third voyage. He 
was doomed, however, to have his patience severely tried by the delay 
which occurred in the performance of this promise, which was partly 
attributable to the engrossing character of the public events of the day, 
and partly to the machinations of his inveterate enemy, the Bishop 
Fonseca. 

It was not till the 30th of May, 1498, that he set sail from Sair 
Lucar, with six of the eight vessels promised, the other two having been 
despatched to Hispaniola with provisions in the beginning of the year. 
When oflF Fcrro, he despatched three of his six vessels to the same- 
island, with a store of fresh supplies for the colony, while with his 
remaining three he steered for the Cape Verde Islands, which he reached 
on the 27th of June. On the 5th of July, he left Boavista, and pro- 
ceeded southward and westward. In the course of this voyage the- 
crews sufFered intensely from the heat, having at one time reached the- 
fifth degree of north latitude, but, at length, land was descried on the 
31st of July — a most providential occurrence, as but one cask of water 
remained in the ship. The island they came to formed an addition to* 
his discoveries ; and as the first land which appeared consisted of three 
mountains, united at their base, he christened the island, from the name- 
of the Trinity, La Trinidad. It was in this voyage that he discovered 
Terra Firma, and the islands of Margarita and Cubagua. On reaching 
Hfspaniola, to which he was drawn by his anxiety, on account of the 
infant colony, he had the mortification to find that his authority had 
sufFered considerable diminution, and that the colony was in a state of 
organized rebellion. He had scarcely, by his active, and, at the same 
time, politic conduct, brought matters to a state of comparative tran- 
quillity, when a new storm gathered round him from the quarter of the 
Spanish court. The hatred of his ancient enemies availed itself of the 
clamor raised against him by some of the rebels who had recently re- 
turned to Spain, and charges of tyranny, cruelty, and ambition were 
heaped unsparingly upon him. The King and Queen, wearieU with 
reiterated complaints, at length resolved to send a judge to inquire into- 
his conduct — injudiciously authorizing him to seize the governorship in» 
the place of Columbus, should the accusations brought against h'ltn 
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prove to be valid. The person chosen was Don Francisco de Bobadilla^, 
whose character and qualifications for the office are best demonstrated 
by the fact, that, on the day after his arrival in Hispaniola, he seized 
upon the government before he had investigated the conduct of Colum- 
bus, who was then absent ; he also took up his residence in his hou^e, 
and took possession of all his property, public and private, even to his 
most secret papers. A summons to appear before the new governor 
was despatched to Columbus, who was at Fort Concepcion ; and in the 
interval between the despatch of the summons and his arrival, his 
brother (Don Diego) was seized, thrown into irons, and confined on 
board of a caravel, without any reason being assigned for his imprison- 
ment. No sooner did the admiral himself arrive, than he likewise was 
put in chains, and thrown into confinement. The habitual reverence 
due to his venerable person and exalted character, made each bystander 
shrink from the task of fixing the fetters on him, till one of his own 
domestics, described by Las Casas as ^^a graceless and shameless 
cook," filled up the measure of ingratitude that he seemed doomed to 
experience, by riveting the irons, not 'merely without compunction, but 
with alacrity. In this shackled condition he was conveyed, in the 
early part of October, from prison to the ship that was to convey 
him home; and when Andreas Martin, the master of the caravel, 
touched with respect for the years and great merit of Columbus, and 
<leeply moved ac this unworthy treatment, proposed to take off his 
irons, he declined the offered benefit, with the following magnanimous 
reply : ^^ Since the King has commanded that I should obey his gover- 
nor, he shall find me as obedient to this, as I have been to all his other 
orders; nothing but his command shall release me. If twelve years' 
hardship and fatigue ; if continual dangers and frequent famine ; if the 
•ocean first opened, and five times passed and repassed, to add a new 
■world, abounding w th wealth, to the Spanish monarchy; and if an 
•infirm and premature old age, brought on by these services, deserve 
these chains as a reward, it is very fit I should wear them to Spain, and 
keep them by me as memorials to the end of my life." This, in truth, 
he did, for he always kept them hung on the walls of his chamber, and 
desired that when he died they might be buried with him. 

His arrival in Spain in this painful and degraded condition produced so 
^general a sensation of indignation and astonishment, that a warm mani- 
festation in his favor was the immediate consequence. A letter, written 
by him to Dona Juana de la Torre, a lady of the cou.rt, detailing the 
wrongs he had suffered, was read to Queen Isabella, whose generous 
mind was filled with sympathy and indignation at the recital. The 
-sovereigns immediately commanded that he should be set at liberty, anJ 
ordered two thousand ducats to be advanced for the purpose of bringing 
ihim to Court with all distinction and an honorable retinue. His recep* 
tion at the Alhambra was gracious and flattering in the highest degree; 
the strongest indignation was expressed against Bobadilla, with an assur- 
ance th^it he should be immcdiatelv dismissed from his command, while 
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ample restitution and rewards were promised to Columbus, and he had 
every sanction for indulging the fondest hopes of returning in honor and 
triumph to St. Domingo. But here a grievous disappointment awaited 
him ; his re-appointment was postponed from time to time, with various 
plausible excuses. Though Bobadilla was dismissed, it was deemed 
desirable to refill his place for two years, by some prudent and talented 
officer, who should be able to put a stop to all remaining faction in the 
colony, and thus prepare the way for Columbus to enjoy the rights and 
dignities of his government both peacefully and beneficially to the crown. 

The newly selected governor was Nicolas de Ovando, who, though 
described by Las Casas as a man of prudence, justice, and humanity, 
certainly betrayed a wslnt both of generosity and justice in his subse- 
quent transactions with Columbus. It is possible that the delay mani- 
fested by the sovereigns in redeeming their promise might have con- 
tinued until the death of Columbus, had not a fresh stimulant to the 
cupidity of Ferdinand been suggested by a new project of discovering a 
strait, of the existence of which Columbus felt persuaded, from his own 
observations, and which would connect the New World which he had 
discovered with the wealthy shores of the East. His enthusiasm on 
the subject was heightened by an emulous consideration of the recent 
achievements of Vasco de Gama and Cabral, the former of whom had, 
in 1497, ^*^und a maritime passage to India by the Cape, and the latter, 
in 1500, had discovered, for Portugal, the vast and opulent empire of 
Brazil. The prospect of a more direct and safe route to India than 
chat discovered by De Gama, at length gained Columbus the accom- 
plishment of his wish for another armament ; and, finally, on the 9th of 
May, I502> he sailed from Cadiz on his fourth and last voyage of dis- 
covery. 

It is painful to read the description given of the splendor of the fleet 
with which Ovando left Spain to assume the government of Hispaniola, 
and to contrast it with the slender and inexpensive armament granted 
to Columbus for the purpose of exploring an unknown strait into an 
unknown ocean, the traversing of whose unmeasured breadth would 
complete the circumnavigation of the globe. Ovando's fleet consisted 
of thirty sail, five of them from ninety to one hundred and fifty tons 
burthen, twenty-four caravels of from thirty to ninety tons, and one 
bark of twenty-five tons ; and the number of souls amounted to about 
two thousand five hundred. The heroic and injured man, to whose 
unparalleled combination of noble qualities the very dignity which called 
for all this state was indebted for its existence, had now, in the decline 
of his years and strength, and stripped both of honor and emolument, to 
venture forth with four caravels — the largest of seventy, and the smallest 
of fifty tons burthen — accompanied by one hundred and fifty men, on 
one of the most toilsome and perilous enterprises of which the mind can 
form a conception. 

On the 20th of May, he reached the Grand Canary, and starting 
from thence on the 25th, took his departure for the west. Favored by 
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the trade winds, he made a gentle and easy passage, and reached one or 
the Caribbee Islands, called by the natives Mantinino (in all probability 
Martinique), on the 15th of June. After staying three days at this 
island, he steered northwards, touched at Dominica, and from thence 
directed his course, contrary to his own original intention and the com- 
mands of the sovereigns, to St. Domingo. His reason was, that his 
principal vessel sailed so ill as to delay the progress of the fleet, which 
he feared might be an obstacle to the safety and success of the enter- 
prise, and held this as a sufficient motive for infringing the orders he 
had received. On his arrival at San Domingo, he found the ships 
which had brought out Ovando ready to put to sea on their return to 
Spain. He immediately sent to the governor to explain that his inten- 
tion in calling at the island was to procure a vessel in exchange for one 
of his caravels, which was very defective, and further begged permission 
for his squadron to take shelter in the harbor from a hurricane, which, 
from his acquaintance with the prognostics of the weather, he had fore- 
seen was rapidly approaching. This request was ungraciously refused; 
upon which Columbus, though denied shelter for himself, endeavored 
to avert the danger of the fleet, which was about to sail, and sent back 
immediately to the governor to entreat that. he would not allow it to 
put to sea for some days. His predictions and requests were treated 
with equal contempt, and Columbus had not only to sufl^er these insult- 
ing refusals and the risk of life for himself and squadron, but the loud 
murmurings of his own crew that they had sailed ^ith a commander 
whose position exposed them to such treatment. All that he could do 
was to draw his ships up as close as possible to the shore, and seek the 
securest anchorage that chance might present him with. Meanwhile 
the weather appeared fair and tranquil, and the fleet of Bobadilla put 
boldly out to sea. The predicted storm came on the next night with 
terrific fury, and all the ships belonging to the governor's fleet, with 
the exception of one, were either lost, or put back to San Domingo in 
a shattered condition. The only vessel that escaped was the one which 
had been freighted with some four thousand gold pieces, rescued from 
the pillage of Columbus's fortune. Bobadilla, Roldan, and a number 
of the most inveterate enemies of the admiral, perished in this tremen- 
dous hurricane, while his own fleet, though separated and considerably 
damaged by the storm, all arrived safe at last at Port Hermoso, to the 
west of San Domingo. He repaired his vessels at Port Hermoso, but 
had scarcely left the harbor before another storm drove him into Port 
Brazil. But we must not follow him through the remainder of this 
unhappy voyage, the toils and perils of which were aggravated to 
Columbus by extreme bodily suffering, and which closes by his reach- 
ing Jamaica, where he would in all probability have perished, but for 
the activity and zeal of the faithful and devoted Diego Mendez.* 

* The highly interesting description of that brave min's exploits on behalf of Columbus, has 
been quoted by Navarrete from his will, and it rranslared in my " Select Letters of Columbus^** 
printed for the Hakluyt Society, 1847 
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When at length, through the agency of Mendez, two ships arrived 
from Hispaniola to the assistance of the admiral, he was enabled, on the 
28th of June, 1504, to leave his wrecked vessels behind him, and start, 
with revived hopes, for San Domingo, which he reached on the 13th of 
August. 

On the 1 2th of September, 1504, he set sail for Spain; the same 
tempestuous weather, which had all along tended to make this his last 
voyage the most disastrous, did not forsake him now. The ship in 
which he came home sprung her mainmast in four places in one 
tempesty and in a subsequent storm the foremast was sprung, and, 
finally, on the 7th of November, he arrived, in a vessel as shattered as 
his own broken and care-worn frame, in the welcome harbor of San 
Lucar. 

It is impossible to read, without the deepest sympathy, the occasional 
murmurings and half-suppressed complaints which are uttered in the 
course of the veteran navigator's touching letter to the sovereigns 
describing this voyage. These murmurings and complaints were wrung 
from the manly spirit of Columbus by sickness and sorrow, and, though 
reduced almost to the brink of despair by the injustice of the King, 
yet do we find nothing harsh or disrespectful in his language to the 
sovereign. A curious contrast is presented to us. The gift of a world 
could not move the monarch to gratitude; the infliction of chains, as a 
recompense for that gift, could not provoke the subject to disloyalty. 
The same great heart which, through more than twenty wearisome 
years of disappointment and chagrin, gave him strength to beg and to 
buffet his way to glory, still taught him to bear with majestic meekness 
the conversion of that glory into unmerited shame. 

The two years which intervened between this period and his death, 
present a picture of black ingratitude on the part of the crown to this 
distinguished benefactor of the kingdom, which it is truly painful to 
contemplate. We behold an extraordinary man, the discoverer of a 
second hemisphere, reduced by his very success to so low a state of 
poverty that in his prematurely infirm old age he is compelled to subsist 
by borrowing, and to plead, in the apologetic language of a culprit, for 
the rights of which the very sovereign whom he has benefited has 
deprived him. The death of the benignant and high-minded Isabella, 
in 1505, gave a finishing blow to his hope of obtaining redress, and we 
find him thus writing, subsequently to this period, to his* old and faith- 
ful friend, Diego de Deza: '^It appears that His Majesty does not 
think fit to fulfil that which he, with the Queen, who is now in glory, 
promised me by word and seal. For me to contend for the contrary, 
would be to contend with the wind. I have done all that I could do ; 
I leave the rest to Qod, whom I have ever found propitious to me in 
my necessities." The selfish and cold-hearted Ferdinand beheld his 
illustrious and loyal servant sink, without relief, under bodily infirmity, 
and the paralysing sickness of hope deferred ; and, at length, on the 
loth of May, 1506, the generous heart which had done so much with 
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out reward, and suffered so much without upbraiding, found rest in a 
world were neither gratitude nor justice is either asked or withheld. 

His body was, in the first instance, buried at Valladolid, in the parish 
church of Santa Maria de la Antigua, but was transferred, in 1513, to 
the Cartuja de las Cuevas, near Seville, where a monument was erected 
over his grave with the memorable inscription: 

" A Castilla y a Leok. 
NuEvo MuNDO Did Colon." 

In the year 1536, both his body, and that of his son Diego, who had 
been likewise buried in the Cartuja, were transported to St. Domingo^ 
and deposited in the cathedral of that city. From hence, they were 
removed to Havanna, in 1795, on the cession of Hispaniola to the 
French, and the ashes of the immortal discoverer now quietly repose in 
the cathedral church of that city. A tardy tribute has been at length 
paid to his memory by his fellow-citizens of Genoa, and the first stone 
of a monument in commemoration of his achievements was laid in that 
city on the 27th of September, 1 846.
